over, for certain years paft, to an idle and obfeure 
kind of life, fequeftred as it were, and retired from 
Affairs for fear of Nero ; under whom to do ill was 
not always fafe, always unfafe to do well, and of doing 
nothing no Man conftrained to yield an account. 
Whereupon the Letters arriving, he flood much a- 
niazed, divided in mind what courfe he ftiould follow, 
to truft them.<* Peradventure it was but a Train, to 
difclofethem and fend them to Nero ? That were in¬ 
deed to put in his head an eternal jealoufie, and him' 

felf into a needlefs peril: and perhaps alfo there might 
be good meaning. Whereupon in fo doubtful a cafe, 
the extremes feeming dangerous, he took the mean way, 
fupprefting the Letters, and not entring into the Caufe 
any further, referving to govern himfelf in the reft, 
as Events and Occurrents fhould lead and direct him. 
The other Lieutenants fent all their Letters to Nero, be¬ 
traying Vindex , betraying the Caufe, whereof them- 
felves anon were partakers. 

Now Vindex certain days after the Calends of March , 
though not fully affored,* yet hoping well of Galba s 
intent, and prefuming good luck to fo good a mean¬ 
ing, affembled them of his Province, fuch chiefly as 
were in their Country of great credit, and chiefly had 
been touched in Goods or in Honour. To whom re¬ 
counting in order the Tyrannies of Nero, 

namely his paring of f France to the f Gallia . 
quick, to the utter deftrubtion of fo many 
Men, the univerfal decay of fo goodly a Country, lie 
exhorteth them all to take Arms, to face our them- 
felves, to fuccour the Romans , and to free the whole 
World from fo heavy a Yoak. Or if, which the Gods 

forbid in fo good a Caufe, yet let us (quoth he) fell him 
our lives in the Field with Honour, feeing we cannon 
poftefs them with Safety. For another Prince (our 
broken State, and Age void of Vertue, not bearing a 
.free Common-wealth) we have here at hand a Man

and Government of Nero. Then canting Galba to 
be Proclaimed, he writes him a Letter, now, or elie 
never, to declare himfelf in favour of Mankind againlt 
that Mon tier of Nature, tqfurnilh the Body of an hun¬ 
dred thoufend Frenchmen in Arms, and more it need 
were, of S Head. The Sequani, v£dm, Arverm, Re- 
mi and ibe Flower in a manner of France, were all ot 

the Party, contributing Men, Horfe, Armour Mony, 
and what elte was requifite for fervice in Field. Rh- 

£»«/, Flavius, A flattens, with others were appointed 

Captains, and Vtenne the Seat of the War; whofe next 

Neighbours, and ancient Enemies, the Lugdunenfcs 

Banded themfelves againlt them, and the Caule, or 
the Caufe for their lakes. Many confliAs between 
them, and Skirmifhes during the War, fo thick, and 
fo hotly purified, that one might perceive much pri¬ 
vate Choler pals under the fhadow of publick pre¬ 
tences. The Lingonet likewife and Trevert, and lome 
other Cities, forfaking their Fellows, linked themfelves 
with the Legions confining. Three Legions, as be¬ 
fore it is laid, with their Aids, Vjrgmttu had in his 

charge ; who leeing all France on a fire, and that now 

of force he muft either Rebel with the reft, or War 
with the Rebels (for lb they were ftiled till they pre¬ 
vailed) in private beholden, for publick refpe&s mu-. 
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liking of Nero, no admirer of Galba, with Vindex pro¬ 
ceedings highly difpleafed; the example being unfeen. 
that a Province Ihould be a Prince maker: thus unrefol- 
v#d. refolving this only, that he would not be direft- 
ed by others, determined to Hand on his guard, and 
gathered his Men about him in haft, valiant Soldiers, 
and expert in Service, and likely tofway where they 


went. , c a ■ • 

On the other fide the Lieutenant or Aqmtama, a- 
gainft the troubles of France, requefted the alliftance 
of Galba his Neighbour, who then at New Carthage kept 
a Law-day : but anon he perceived how that he had 
taken a wrong addrefs. For Galba receiving the Letters 
of Vindex a m& being advertifed that Warrant was out for 
his Death to the Procurators, had debated the matter 
afrefh with his Friends. Some unwilling to play their 
Eftate at a Caft, wilht him to ftay and attend to what 

Head the humours in Rome s new ftirred, would gather. 

as for the Procurators they might be prevented, and 
who is warned is half armed. 'ToiitiM ViniHs, then Lieu- 
tenant of the Legion, and anon chief in favour with 
Galba } that courfe feemed unfafe. <c Armed indeed we 
are (quoth he) for a while againft a Procurator or two; 
nay, put cafe we could hang up theft few in our places, 
fhali we live, do you think, for lack of a Hangman ? 
Give us Arms againft Nero, and then we are armed. 
But perhaps, fith nothing is paft on our parts, he may 
be perfuaded to call in his Sentence again. Even good 
Princes are jealous of Soveraign Points, and that String 
being touched, have a quick Ear. They have bought 

it full dear which ignorantly have fate in their Chair or 
Eftate, that have worn their Diadem to keep it from 
wetting, or upon like occafion. Germanica *, as fome 
here may remember, beeaufeone or two in the Army 
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which had quieted Germany, iuh^ued Armenia, broken 
the Varthiani pirits, brought JrfacesLmQ on their Knees 
before Nero, after he had fo highly deferved at his 
Hands, it coft him his life, that fome Men in iecpet 
thought him a Man fit to fucceed. We are, as they 
fav, openly proclaimed, we have an Army in Field : 
fliall he then repent it, that never repented but when 
he did well? Let him look that lift for Succours from 
Rome , where Liberty is loft fit Men to free others. 
Galba and Vindex, their Swords and their Armies mult 

purchafe our freedom. This Opinion prevailing, as 

poflible to prove, but of force to be followed, a day 
was appointed by Galba, therein to difpatch the freeing 
of Slaves. The Country came in at the day, imped¬ 
ing the matter, apt to receive any new lmpreiiion. 
And Galba having placed of purpofe, before his Tri¬ 
bunal, hi many of Images^ of great Perfonages Exe¬ 
cuted or Bamfht in Nero s time, and fetched .rom 
Exile a young Nobleman, out of the next IlJands, to 
ftand by his feat f his Army about him, fpake in this 
w'fe “ My fellow Soldiers and Friends, we are at this 
prefent afTembled to enfranchife our Bondmen, to bs- 
iiow upon others that great benefit of liberty and free¬ 
dom, which we our felves, whom both Nature and 
Fortune hath feed, this long time have finally enjoyed. 
The life I have led hitherto will fufficiently dilchargs 
mi from any afpinng conceit, and mine own Conici- 
ence beareth me witnefs, that I (peak not upon any 
Malice, or private refpe&s. It grieves me to lay: but 

it helps not to hide that which every Man feeth. Hath 
ever Bondman under a cruel Mafter palled a year of 
harder fervice, than we have done rouiteen under 
)STero.* What kind of exaction hath he not proved 

to fupply with Extortion that which with* lhame he 
hath {pent ? What kind of cruelty hath he not ora- 
<ftifed ? If we fhould conceal or feek to lupprels it, 

thefe dumb Stones would declare them. Behold,

Of Vindex 


Revolt, the firft News came to Nero 


at Naples, about the twentieth of March ; whereof he 
madeihew fo lightly to fet, that he wouM not vouch- 
ftfe once to intermit his accuftomed Paft.mes and 

Pleafures, but rather feemed to rejoyce, and embrace 
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the occafion, as falling out fitly to convert to his Cof¬ 
fers by the Laws of Arms, the Spoil of fo large and 
fo wealthy a Country: at Supper alfo, receiving more 
Letters of frelher Advice, and certainer Danger, he 
wiflied them only ill Chance, which thus by Rebelling 
had troubled his Drinking, and fo for eight days he 
neither wrote Letter, nor gave out Order for any 
fuch difpatch. Ac length, through Vindex s Edidfcs, fo 
thick and fo biting, being awaked, he warned the 
Senate by Letter toavengg his Caufe, and the Com¬ 
monwealths, excufing his abfence by reafon of Sick- 
nefs. In Vindex's Edi&s, fupporting the reft patiently, 
one thing above all troubled him moft, that his Skill 
was impeached in playing; wherein he thought furely 
there was not his peer; efcfoons demanding of them 
about him, whether, without flattery, they knew any 
in that Profeflion more skilful than him; by this, then 
fo manifeft an untruth, in an Art that he had fo pain¬ 
fully laboured, fb perfectly learned, he willed them 
to efteem of the reft. The Senate, receiving the Let¬ 
ters, flattering and fearing, adjudged Vindex a Traitor, 
the felffame Men which foon after beftowed the like 
upon Nero. But urged by Nevys upon News, at laft 
in a fright he repaired to Rome; where not calling 
Senate, nor People together, but fome principal Men 
to theT?aIace at an unfeafonable hour of the Night, 
as to confult of urgent Affairs, he flawed them cer-. 
tain Conceits, and new ftrange Devices of Mufick 
by WaterTnftruments, difeourfing of the manner and 
difficulty of each, and chat he had found out a way to 
make them found Tweeter and louder, and fhortly 
meant to produce them in Stage, if Vindex would 
give him leifure to do it. But hearing that Galba and 
Spain had rebelled, he tare his Cloaths, beat his Head, 
and would in no wife receive any Comfort, till fuch 
time as the Senate by Decree had declared Galba 

Enemy to the State. Then reluming Courage, and 

fome- 

% 
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fomewhat revived with fome rumours out of Germany , 
he returned to his Riot and carelefs licentious Life, 
and putting Galba's Servants in Prifbn, feized his 
Goods, and fet them to Sale. The like did Galba with 
JSTeros in Spam , and found a great many more ready 

C Anon” as the Tumult began, it is fuppofed credibly 
that Nero had purpofed to have made away all the 
Governours of Armies and Provinces, as being con- 
fpired againft him; to murder all exil’d Pylons, 
left they Ihould joyn therafelves with the Rebels; all 
French he could find in the City, as being Friends to 
the Caufe; to poyfon the Senate in Banquet; to let 
on fire thoCfcy, turning in wild Beafts among them 
which endeavoured to .(top the courfe oF the Flsrn©. 
But fetting apart that Device, not as difliking, being 
fo fiitable to his proceeding, but as defpairing to bring 
it about, he determined a Voyage in perfori, lending 
before in the mean feafon Petromm Turpilianus , and 
Rubrics Galius, with certain others, againft them. To 

fur»ifh the Journey, his chiefeft provifion confifted in 
carriage for playing Furniture, in Concubines ihorn 
and polled as Men, armed with Hatchet and Tar¬ 
get, according to the Amazonian fafnion. For rnu- 
ftering of Men, there were but few able enrolled, 
and moft of them Bond men. Money was hardly, 
and with much ado a little extorted. For whereas in 
•time of civil Sedition moft need is. of Money, and a 
wife Prince will leaft grieve the Subjed with new 
Impofitions, as ieeming to ftand in fome fort at his 
courtefie, and having to employ his Body beiide, Nero $ 
in Peace no ftorer for War, was forced then to orrend, 
when he ftiould in reafon have fought to have won, 
and yet raifed lefs with more Oppofition than ever. 
Reputation now warning, a contrary Fadion being 
on foot. As for Policies and Plots of War, he told his 

familiar Friends, he had one molt allured ; As loon 
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as he entered the Province, he would venture him¬ 
felf unarmed amongft them , and with filence and 
Tears move them to Compaffion, and fo they re¬ 
turning to former Obedience Without more ado , he 
would the next day merrily fing, in that merry Com¬ 
pany, Sonnets of Vidory, which, he willed to be 
compofed out of hand againft the time came. 

As Nero was thus bufily occupied in making provi¬ 
fion for the War againft Galba and Vmdex, Letters 
were brought in at dinner of Vtrginius defedion, and 
the reft of the Armies. Whereupon in a defp'erate 
rage he tare the Letters, overturned the Table, 
dallied two Cups on the ground , which he dearly 
efteemed, and calling away all care of himfelf, not- 
withftanding the Peril prefled no nearer, he called for 
Poyfon, which he put up in a golden Box, that his 
Death at the leaft might be according to his Eftate, 
and fo walked forth into the Servilian Gardens. From 
thence he lent of his trufty Servants to Oftta to make 
ready the Ships, purpofing to have fled with his Friends 
into Egypt t and there to have taken himfelf to his Mu- 
fick to gee him a living; fottifhly fuppofing in Egypt 
an imaginary furety to himfelf by his Mufick, when 
he could not live fafely Emperor at Rome . To that 

purpole founding the minds of the Tribunes and Cen¬ 
turions of the Guard, and finding them lome to draw 
back, and fome flatly refufe to go with him, one 
among others directly to tell him, that fure his bell 
way were to make an end of himfelf, he was diftra- 
<fted into divers Opinions, carting about what courfe 
he Ihould follow; flee to the Parthian , whom of late 
he had pleafured? to Galba , who peradventdre might 
pity his eftate? Or were it elle better in lamentable 
fort and mourning weed to go out abroad,, and in the 
place of common aflembly, moft humbly, for tha^ 
which was part, demand pardon : Or if he could 

not obtain it, that at leaft they would grant him the 

Govern-

Government of Egypt- This liked him beft * and 

thereof he framed a Speech, which afterwards was 

found in his Papers: But fearing the People would 

pull him to pieces before he came to the place, he 

deferred the matter till the next Morning.

Captains of the Guard, preferred by Nero from no¬ 
thing to that honourable Place, and now the fir ft to 
forfake him. But Ttgellimts , as a Perfon infamous and 
generally hated, prevailed not much: Sabinus had the 
Credit with the Soldier ; who affirming that Nero was 

already fled into Egypt , and promifing a 
* il+L donative in G albas Name, of* Thirty

Thoufand to the Soldier abroad, much 

more than would or could be performed, eafily wan 
them to leave him, who had as they thought already 
left them, and fo to pronounce Galba Emperour, not 
upon any efpecial liking they had to the Man above 
others; but while Come doubted, fome others denyed, 
Galba pretending directly the Suit,and no Counter-Suitor 
appearing, they were content to accept him for Prince. 
Their Fellows which warded that Night forefeeing the 
ifliie, and coveting in this creation of the new Prince 
a part with the reft, left Nero afleep alone in the Gar¬ 
den ; who being awaked about Mid-night, underftood 
his Guard was departed, leapt out of his Bed, and 
fent about For his Friends; from whom receiving no 
Anfwer, he with a few went to their Lodgings him* 
felf. The great Monarch of the World, adored ere* 
while as a God, attended upon and guarded byThou- 
fands of Friends, of Soldiers, of Servants, now as a 
Page knocking at Doors, finds all fhut againft his 
unfortunate ftate. Thus in Adverfity deftitute o t Aid* 
of Counlei or Comfort of Friends, he returneth home*

infamous behaviour, and deteftable oppreffions and 
cruelties and being withal a Prince weak in A<ftion, 
not of vertue fufficient to uphold his Vices by might, 

he was at the length thus overthrown. 

Nero being Slain, the People and Gentlemen, but 

principally the Nobility, the principal object of Tyran¬ 
ny, facrificed to the Gods, and feafted for joy : iome 

alfo ware Bonnets, as being newly enfranchifed. The 
Senate alTembled again decree*thanks to Nymphmm 
in moft exquifite manner, extolling his high Wiidom 

and tender Care over the State: confirmed! to Galba 
all Princely Prerogatives and Imperial Titles; malting 
thereof a publick Inftrument, which the Contois fent 
him in Poft: and moreover concluded! upon a lolemm 
Embaflageof honourable Perlonages with InftruCtions, 
befide Congratulations and Complements, humbly to 
defire with fpeed his prefence at 

propofed, that information might proceed againflrthe 
Accufers. The matter concerned fome mighty Men, 
which had lived in times paffc by the lofs of their 
Neighbours, and touched fomewhat a fecret of State 

overthrowing and abolifhing the Inftruments of the 
Empire. Notwithftanding their doings were fo much 
detefted, and the memory of their Malice fo freih, 
that the order pafled by Voices in Senate, making them 
all, with the reft of the Minifters of Nero 's Tyranny, 
punifhable more major tun : but was executed only a- 
gainft (ome bafe perfons/which had gained but little, 

and done little harm *. the principal Malefactors Drake 

through well enough, and efcaped the danger. 

While matters thus pafled in France and at Rome ; m 
Spain, Galba's Soldiers in part were in terms toforlake 
him, and hardly reclaimed. About the fame time al* 
lb a freed man of Nero had beftow&d upon Galba a pre- 
lent of bondmen prepared for a Practice: who ac¬

Now at Rome Njmphidius making his count that 
Nero's fall was his only deed, that no recompence is 
fufffcienc for bellowing the Diadem but the Diadem, 
that Galba was old, and (carce could laft out in a Litter 
to Rome , not by degrees, but with a main courfe drew 
all to himfelf. The Guard in refpeft of their Dona¬ 
tive, were at his Devotion, to be employed as he fhodld 
diredt them. The Lords of the Senate courted him 


daily, and feemed to depend wholly upon him. Where¬ 
upon Ufurping Authority undue to his place, he com¬ 
mands by and by Ttgellinus his Companion to put off 
his Sword and furceafe from his Office. The Confuls 
tipon a difpleafure, that they had lent the publick Pa¬ 
tents not By his Soldiers, nor figned with his Seal, the 

Couriers Commiflion, he had once determined to have 

deprived. And laying the Plot for himfelf he biddeth 
to Banquet the principal Men of the City : lets under 

hand to put in the Soldiers Heads to prefent Applica¬ 
tion to Galba , to eftablilh Nymphidius Captain for life 
without any Fellow. To pleafiire the People and get 
the good will of the Commons, he permits them to vex 
and torment whom they could catch of 
Nero's crew. Spicillus the t Fencer they t Gladiator, 
tied under the Images of Nero , trailed 
him along through the Streets, and difpatcht him inthei 
Place of publick Aflsmbly, dponius an Accufer, they 
overthrew, and drew Carts laden with Stones over 
his Body, befide many other outraged and (lain, and 
Ibme, as it happeneth where the Rein is let loofe ta 
the furious multitude, innocently : inlomuch that in 
Senate a grave and honourable Counfeller openly pro- 
tefted, that in Ihort time there would be great caufe to 
wilh Nero again, as being more tolerable one Tirant 
than many, and better to live whe r e nothing than 
there where all things were lawful. Thus Nimphidius , 
Son to Nimphidia a Libertine, an old Se' vant in Courr, 

arid Martianm a Fencer, fecredy afpked to the Em- 
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pi re. working in Rome by certain gratious Women and 
Senators, and fending to Spain GeUianus , °ne of his 
Friends to efpy the proceedings and a&ions of Galka. 

Macer in Africk) the State being troubled, muttered 
Men, and pretended for himfelf: but being for -Ava¬ 
rice and Cruelty hated extremely, and finding no fol¬ 
lowers, could neither maintain it with ftrength, nor 
leave it with fafety. Galvia CrifpiniUa, Nero s Schoo - 
miftrefs in matter of Pleafure and Luft, when Niro 
was dead, mifdoubting mifchances, failed into Afnck 
by her advife Macer befet the Sea Coafls, and forbad 
any Corn fhould be Tranfported, meaning to familh 
the City of Rome . Fonteius Capita, Lieutenant ot Low 
Germany , fome thought had a meaning alio for him- j 
felf. Certain it is that fitting in Judgment, the Party j 
aeg r ieved appealing to Cafar , he skipped out ot the j 
1m t where he fat, into a Chair of State fet up on high, , 

and then bad him tell on his Tale before Cafar, But j 

Fabitti Valens, Lieutenant there of a Legion, then great¬ 
ly befriending Galbas part, (ware to him hrft he With 
his Company, and the reft of the Army followed the 
example. Verginius , the only concurrent ot Galba in 
fpeech of the People, having overthrown Vmdex and 

mattered France , notwithftanding his Soldiers, after ^ 
the death of Nero was known, prefled him again in ^ 
(uch vehement fort, that one of the Tribunes drawing 
his Sword willed him to accept of it or the Empire, per- 
fitted conftantly in his firft refolution : and receiving 
anon advife oi the Senates Deciee, himfelf molt wil- , 
lingly, his Soldiers hardly, and with much ado were 
perfuaded, fith Lower Germany had fworn, to {wear Al- K 

legiance to Galba . The reft of the Provinces without ^ 

any difficulty accepted him all. [i 

'Now Galba difpofing, as Prince, the Affairs of the 
Empire,fineth the Cities of Spain, which were not b for- '. 
ward to further the Caufe, and lome he diimance Ileth : 

certain Procurators and Officers he puttsth to death, » 

their I 
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their Wives and their Children, a cruelty pra&ifed no 
not by Nero 9 much lefs expected in Galba s beginnings. 
He diredeth out warrant to Trebonius Garrucianu s V co - 
curator of Africa to put Macer to death, difmifs the 
Legion lately muttered, and quiet the Country: and 
appoints in Verginius place Hordeonius Flaccus Lieute¬ 
nant in Germany , Then without Coat-Armour on 
back, a fickly old Man, himfelf and his Men m war¬ 
like order march over the Mountains. The Cities of 
F ranee that took part againft Vindex he puniflieth with 
lofs of Revenue and Country : the reft were relieved, 
their Tributes a quarter abated, themfelves made Citi¬ 
zens of Rome by means of their mony, and Vmtus j; 
who carrying an ill mind, and ferving in great Place 
a weak Matter, made open lale of his Princes free 
Graces and Favours. At Narbon the Embaffadours fent 
from the Senate met. him in dutiful manner, whom 
Galba received curteoufly with friendly and familiar 

Speeches, and feafted in fober fort all with fiis own, 
though otherwife he had plenty there of Nero's waiters 
and fervice feht by Nympbidius. But anon Vinius , which 

wholly poflefled and governed the old Man, coun¬ 
seled him to put of popularity, as not befeeming his 
place, to accept of Nero's provifion, and to become 
Royal in Expence and Service. Verginius having de¬ 
livered the Army to his Succeffor met Galba on the 
way, received of him not as in difpleafure, and yet 
with final! honour, fo dangerous a point it is yea to 
have but only refuted the Empire. 

At GeUianus return Nympbidius hearing that Laco was 
Captain already, that Vtnius had ail the Authority and 
Credit, chat his Meflenger was fulpedted and watched 
of all, not fiiffered to talk with the Prince in private, 
not once to approach to his Per (on, was wonderfully 
moved in mind. Whereupon aftembling the chief of the 
Guard, be {hewed them that Galba was for his own part

were doubtful and dangerous, that Maccr in Afrtck had 

itaied the Ships, the Legions of Germany ftirred anew, 

the like was reported from Jewry and Syria. But per¬ 
ceiving that Galba gave to his Tales fmall Ear and lets 
Credit, and having the Soldiers all well affetfted, he 
determined to prevent and give the attempt, not 1 - 
ftanding that Clodius Celfus a fober wife Man and one 

of his Friends plainly protefted, that in 1S 
fcarce any three perfons in Rome would accept him t 

Emperor: but the reft fcoffed it cut, namely one M 

tbridates of Pontus, Perhaps, quoth he, Galba . feems 
lome body now to the Romans, whilft he is ablent. bu 

when they lhall fee that bald Head, and r ' vel ^ F c * 
he will feem the very reproach and difgrace ot *the days 
in which he was Prince. And fo they concluded at 
midnight following to bring Nymphidms into «« Gamp 
and proclaim him Emperor. But when 
was come Antomus Honoratus a principal Trib 
(embling the Soldiers under his charge, demanded what 
evil Spirit had bereaved them of Underftanding, 

moving them fo fuddainly and without caufe change 
their Allegiance. If Nero deferved it, what Mother, 
what Wife, had Galba then lolled? Or for what mil- 
demeanour would they forlake Strain Gaik* toi prefer 
a Courtifans Son ? With whofe blood they (hould ere it 
were long if they would be directed by him both r • 
venge Nero’s death, whom he firft betraied, and ihevy 

themlehres Loyako Galba againft whom he mtendetlK

As Galba drew near to the City 
at the Milvian Bridge the Mariners met him, whom, 
beina bv Nero taken from fervtceby Sea, and ini oiled 
into a Legion Galba had commanded to return to then 

former Eftate. But they being many m nurnaer, and 
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loath to go back to the Gallies again, befet the High¬ 
way on bothlides, demanding their Eagle and Enfigns 
tumultuoufly, and fo without order, that the Prince 
could neither be heard nor feen of the People making 
his Entry: neither could he appeafe them by putting 
them over to another time of greater Leifure and better 
Audience* but taking deferring as a kind of denying, 
feditioufly they murmured and followed with outcries. 
And lome of them allb drew out their Swords, as 
though they would obtain it by force, which by fair 
means they could not. Whereupon Galba command¬ 
ing the Horfemen to ride in amongft them, flew of 
them, being unarmed, (even thoufand, and of the re- 
fid ue allotted every tenth Man to fufFer, and putting 
the reft clofe up in Prifon, which nevertheless he after 

enlarged to his difadvantage. 

Now Galba, being with general applaufe and great 

good liking of the Empire placed in State, behaved 
him (elf under expectation. And though in moft points 
be Shewed himfelf a vertuous Prince, yet were not ^his 
well doings lb well accepted, as thofe dilallowed which 
were other wife. All perfons unjuftly exiled by Nero , 

as well of the Nobility as meaner lore, with their Chil¬ 
dren he mercifully reftored again to their Country and 
Honour, thought not to their Wealth. Contrarily 
Tetronius Turf llianus , an ancient Man and once Contul, 
without form of Procels or order of Law, he com¬ 
manded to die, being charged with no other Crime, 
but only that he had been faithful to Nero , and would 
not betray him as the reft did. Then was reprelented 
a plaufible and grateful Spectacle, Elius , Volycletus , Lo¬ 
anft a , Vatrobius , Vetinus and others in Fetters drawn 
through the City and publickly Executed, as Minifters 
of Nero in mifchiefs, whereans TtgeUmus the Mafter, 
not without notable incongruity, was by Galba pro- 
reded. And notwithftanding the People in Theatres 

and all common Affemblies ceaft not importunately to 

demand 
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demand his death, as an accomplifhment of due and 
exemplary Juftice pleafing to God and to man, yet 
Gold with Vmius and Vimut with Galba weighed fo 
much, that not only he received undeferved Protefti- 
on, but alfo for his fake People were rebuked by pub- 
lick Edid. Whereupon Tigeliinus folemoizing the Feaft 
of his deliverance, Vinm role from Supper with Galba 
and went thither with Crifpina his Daughter to Banquet, 
upon whom Tigeliinus bellowed a Cour- 
telle of * a thoufand thoufand Sefterces * That * 
in ready mony, and befide all the Jewels 

and Carcanets of his principal Minion pound English. 
which fate there at Table, by eftimation 
t fix hundred thoufand Sefterces. Befide f Almofl five 
TtgeUinus one Halotus of all Nero 3 s lnllru- thoufand 

ments the moft pernicious, was likewife t oun * 
by Galba proteded, and preferred alfo to an honorable 
Office. Now for nearnels Galba was noted extreme¬ 
ly, a Vice though incident to Age, yet doubtlefs in a 
Prince much milliked, and in a new Prince danger¬ 
ous. To a certain Mufician which had wonderfully 

pleafed he gave with his own Hands out 

of his own Purfe /. twenty Sefterces: Three Shit - 

and to his Steward at the making up of /*'»£* Engliih. 

his Books a reward from his Table. But 


that which was moft material of all. and prepared the 
way to his fall, was his hardnels towards the Soldiers: 
to whom large donative being promiled in Galba% 
name, and requiring if not lo much, yet lo much at 
leaft as they were wont to receive, he wholly refufed 
the fuit, adding withal.

Holy things prophan’d. Infamous Adulteries. Iflands 

peopled by Banilhments. The Rocks befmear’d with 
blood, while yet more barbarous cruelty rag’d within 
the City. Wealth or Nobility were become Criminal. 
Dignities and Offices of Truft equally dangerous to re¬ 
ceive or refute, and Virtue the ready way to ruin. The 
abominable Arts of Informers were not more execrable 
than the recompence of their Crimes; fome reap’d 
as Spoils Pontifical and Confular Honours, and the 
beft Preferments were the reward of the vileft Actions; 
Ravage and Coirfufion Reigning every where without 
diftin&ion: Slaves out of fear or hatred accus’d their 
Mafters; and the enfranchis’d Man his Patron ; and 
where Enmity was wanting, one Friend betrayed ano¬ 
ther. Howbeit the Age was not utteily abandon’d to 
Infamy; but yielded fome Examples of Virtue: Wives 
and Mothers were found who chole Banilhment with 
their Husbands and Children: (ome Truth was found 
in Friends: fome Truft in Relations: fome Bondmen 
the Rack could not remove from their Fidelity, and 
fome great Men gave proof of their Magnanimity 
by their Fortitude in Torments, fuch as might be pa- 

ralel’d with the Antient Vertue. 

Over and above thele Difordep and Revolutions in 
human Affairs, many Prodigies were leen in Heaven 

and Earth; dreadful threatnings by Thunder, and pre- 
fages plain or oblcure of Good and Evil. In fhort, 
the unfpeakable Calamities under which the Roman 
State labour’d, were moft pregnant figns that the Gods 

are rather dtfpofd to puntjh our Sins than redrefs our Mi - 
[tries. But my purpofe, ’ere I begin my Work, is to 
recount firft the poftnre of Affairs in the City ; how 
the Armies flood affc<ted; the State of the Provinces 
abroad, and what there was Sick or Sound in the Body 

Politick; by which Method will beft be dl icern’d the

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Springs and Caufes of things; for as to Events , they 
art for the rHoft part in the power of Fortune. 

2. The News of Nero' s death was atfirft receiv’d with 
unfpeajkable joy ; but the People were loon obferv’d 
to be varioufly afte&ed: The Senate, Citizens and Sol¬ 
diers at home, and the Legions and their Leaders a- 
broad had difcover’d a fecret of State, that an Em* 
peror might be made other wife than by the Senate and 
People of Rome. Neverthelefs that Body feem’d 
pleas’d with an appearance at leaft of their Liberty re¬ 
viv’d ; which they forthwith put in pra&ife, treating 

their n£w Prince (being abfent) with a freedom that 
was not cuftomary. The Nobility Jlftinguifh’d them- 
felves, by the manner of their joy; the next degree of 
the People, fuch as had any (park of Honour left, and 
iuch as had contra&ed Allyances with Families of Note, 
and the Retainers and Freedmen of thofe who had 
been proferib’d and were in Exile, conceiv’d hopes; 
while the bafer fort, bred to the Race and nourilh d 
in the Theaters: Bondmen, and thofe who haying 
fquander’d their Fortunes had liv’d on the diffolutions 
or Nero's Court, droop’d and liften’d after Novelties; 
and the Praetorians , who for fo many Descents had 
plighted their Faith to the Family of the C#fars> dnd 
had fworn Allegiance to Nero $ were wrought rather by 
the Arts of others, t^ian of their own motion to de- 
fert him. Thefe when they came to defpair of the 
Donative promifed them in Gal ha $ name, and being 
without profpeft now of bettering their Fortunes fo 
much by Peace as War, and loofing the thanks too 
that were due to the merit of firft proclaiming the 
Prince (wherein they were prevented by the Legions :) 
upon thefe, and the like motives, prone of them (elves 
to change, they Were Won by Nymphidius Sabinus their

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About the beginning of January came News from 
Tompeius Propinquus, Procurator in Belgia^ that the Ar¬ 
my of Upper Germany without Confcience of their 
Oath, or regard to Difcipline had demanded another 
Emperor; and to the end their Sedition might be taken 
in better part, had referr d the Ele&ion to the Senate 
and People of Rowe. This haften’d Galbas determi¬ 
nation about the Adoption, whereof he ha'd before 
meditated and fecretly advis’d with fome about him; 
many were in Nomination, it being for a while the 
current Subjed of Difcourfe in the City ; not (o much 
out of foundnefs of Judgment and Affedion to the 
Common-wealth, as through a licentious Cuftom of 
canvaling Publick Matters; Galba being now crazy and 
broken with Years. Many too out of Intereft, De- 
pendance or Inclination whifper’d their wifhes of this 
or that Man’s Succeftion to the Dignity ? 

Vwm now fweli’d with Pride and Power , was 
grown into mortal hatred of the People; Galbd *s Weak- 
nefs noui ilhing the Avarice of thofe about him ; who 
were become infatiable from the facility of accumu¬ 
lating ; offending with equal profit and impunity. 

The Authority of the Prince was in the Poffeflion 

of Ttt»s Vtnim the Conful > Cornelius Laco Captain of 

the Prcetorians, and Ice I us his Freed* man ; who fharing 
Equal favour with the others was now made a Gentle¬ 
man , and priviledg’d to wear Gold Rings, and had 
taken the name of Marcianos. 

Thefe three otherwife dilagreeing , and drawing 
three feveral ways in matters of lefler Moment; were 
in their deliberations about the Succeftion divided into 
two Fadions only : Vintus favouring Marcus Otho y Laco 
and Icelm not fo much agreeing in the Intel efts of any 
one, as in the Choice of any other: nor was Galba 
Ignorant of the Caulc of Vinius > s paitiality for Oiho ; 
it being rumor’d among the People (which lets no¬ 
thing pais uniirced or uncenfur’d) that Otbo having no 
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Wife, and Vintus a Daughter a Widow, a Marriage 
had been agreed between them. Though it was 

probable enough that Galba s coldnefs to Otbo grew ra¬ 
ther from a regard to the Publick good v for to what 
end had the Soveraignty been Tranflated from Nero 
if it ihould beconferr’d on him, who having been 
loofely Educated, (pent his Youth licentioufly and re¬ 
commended himfelf to Nerds acceptance no other- 
wife than by the fimilitude of their Manners, was be¬ 
come chief Confident of his Lufts: to whofe Truft 
he had depofited Popeta his beloved Miftrefs, till he 
Ihould be able to compafs the removal of his Wife 
Oftavia ; though afterwards, out of Jealoufie of fome 
undue Intercourfe between them, he fent him to Por¬ 
tugal under colour of gracing him with the Lieute¬ 
nancy of that Province ; in which Truft having ac¬ 
quitted himfelf laudably, and coming early into Galbas 
Party, where Ading vigoroufly for the Revolution, 
and having lived munificently among the Soldiers 
during the War; the hope he had conceiv’d of the 
Adoption grew every day greater and greater; in pro¬ 
pped whereof he had won the Army for the moft 
part to his Intereft, while thofe who lik’d Nero could 
not but wifh him well who refembl’d above all others 
their dead Prince. But Galba on the News of the Se¬ 
dition in Germany , though he had yet received nothing 

well attefted of VitelliUss proceedings, being anxious 
what beft Remedy to apply to the Inlolency of thofe 
Troops, having no reliance on the Pratoriaus ; haftned 
the nomination of a Succeffor: as conceiving it the 
fureft Means to reftore and eftablifh the Tranquility 
of the State. Wherefore deliberating with Vintus and 
Laco ; calling to their Afliftance Manus Celfus , Con- 
fill elect, and Ducenius Geminus the Prator, alter afhort 
Difcourfe touching his own old Age, he ordered Pifo 
Licinianus to be fent for; either of his own motion ,or at 
Lacds inftance; whom though he knew, and had.con- 
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traced familiarity with ^ Mediation and at the 
Hcttfs of Ruhellms Plautus , yet Artfully concealing 
that Intercourfe, he feem’d to propound him as a meer

That to baften boldly into ABion was fafeft where delay 
increas'd the Danger. That Death was the common lot ; 
and diftinguipsd Men only to Pofterity by the glory or oblivi¬ 
on of their Deeds . And that in a word ftnee the Guilty 
and the Innocent had one and the fame Deftiny, it became 


the Character of a Great Man rather to perijh daring Death 
than fearing it . 

Otho was more Effeminate in Body than Mind, 
wherefore his moft familiar Domefticks corrupted by 
the fenfuality of a riotous life affail’d his weaker part 
by renewing the remembrance of Nero’/ Court ; the Magni¬ 
ficence and Delicacies of thofe days, the multiplicity of Wives 
and Miftreffes , and the height of Luxury (bis own darling 
Vice) which was not attainable but with the Empire ; was 
all within his reach, would he but appear worthy by at¬ 
tempting it $ qnd which merely through his Sloth woud be 
tn PoJJeflienof another. 

They further confirm’d him by what the Aft rologers 


had foretold 


that the Stars bo 


evolutions at hand. 


and that by Qtho\ Nativity, that year was Calculated 
to be more than ordinary propitious to him. 

Thefe Fortune-Tellers are a Race of Vermin falfe 


and treacherous to great and final], inftiiling vain hopes 
in curious minds; who in Rome fhall always be forbid¬ 
den, and always retain’d. With'many of thefe Wretches 
Popaq was wont to hold fecret intelligence about her 
Marriage matters; vile and pernicious Tools in the 

Hands of Princes. 

Ttolomy one of that Profeflion had attended Otho in¬ 
to Portugal , and having won his Confidence by fore¬ 
telling helhould forvive tSero, and (comparing Galbps 
Age with his Youth, confirm’d too in his conjedure 

by the rumour that then prevail'd^ had promis’d him

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( as from the Stars ) his Succeffion to the Empire. 

While Otho believ’d no lefs, and that his Exaltation 

was decreed in Heaven. Men oft confiding moft in 
Means , wherein they leaft conceive the Manner . Nor 
did Ttolomy more urge him to proceed, than he him- 
felf was willing to advance; fo eafily in Crimes our 

Wifhes haft to Action. 

It is not agreed, whether his Gonfpiracy was new, 
and but juft then conceiv’d, or of a longer date* but 
this is certain, that he had long fecretly praais’d on 
the Soldiers, either to infure or Tmooth his Paflage to 
the Throne. In their March in their Incampments, 
on the Guard and in their Quarters, he ftill found 
means to endear himfelf to them. Old Soldiers whom 
he had known he wou’d call by their Names, treating 
them with familiar Appellations, as having ferv’d to¬ 
gether under Nero• With fome he wou’d renew for¬ 
mer Acquaintance, ufe kind Qpeftions, as one con- 
cern*d for their Welfare; helping them by his Favour, 
#nd fuccouring them by his Liberality ; while ftill by 
lecret Infinuaiions he fail’d not by doubtful Words to 
glance at Galba'i Weaknefs; thefureft way to few Se¬ 
dition and Jhake the Soldiers Duty, who were already 
but too well prepar’d for bad Impreffions. 

Their tedious Journeys, fhort Provifions, and drift 
Difcipline, was now irkfom to them, who heretofore 
were wont to be wafted at their eafe through the Bayes, 
and along the Coaft of Campania, vifitlng the Achayian 

Cities in their paflage to and fro; which Cuftom be¬ 
ing now chang’d into long laborious Marches over the 

Alpes and Py renaans, laden with Arms and Lumber, 
was held intolerable. 

The Soldiers Minds kindl’d by thefe Severities, Fuel 

was minifti’d to the Flame by Mevius Pudens, one of 

Tigdhnus s Confidents { who artfully working on the 

Inconftancy of fome and the Poverty of others (who 

were fedicioiifly di(pos’d) proceeded at length fo far, 

that 
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that as often as Otho feafted Gall;a ; under colour of 
doing him Honour, he diftributed to each Soldier of 
the Regiment that was at that time on duty, the Sum 

of looSefterces, which bearing the fhewofa publick 
Largefs, Otho increas’d by fecret Liberalities to others; 
growing at length lb bare-fac'd in thefe PraCfices that 
Cocceius Proculus, one of the Guard of the Emperour’s 
Perfbn, having a Law-Suit with a Neighbour of his 
about the Boundaries of certain Grounds, Otho made 
a purchafe of the whole, and frankly beftow’d it on 
him; while Laco, their ftupid Captain, unable to pe¬ 
netrate fecret Arts, was blind even to thofe open Pra¬ 
ctices which every body elfe difeern’d. 

Onomaftus , a Freed Man of Othos , was firft in the 

Secret, and his.chief Inftrument in the Treafon; who 
having gain’d two for his purpofe, Barbius Prowls*, a 
Sergeant of the Guard, ana Veturius his Comerade, he 
brought them to the fpeech of his Matter; who fitt¬ 
ing and finding them fecret and determin’d, open’d 
his Mind to them , and after a liberal Earneft of hij 
Bounty, and profufe Aflurances of farther Reward, 
and enabling them with a Sum befides to purchafe 

others to their Party, he difmifs'd them. 

Thus did two private Soldiers undertake to transfer 
the Roman Empire, and fucceeded in their Attempt. 

Thefe being Men of Sagacity, admitted but a few 
into the main Secret, but artfully defus'd the Poyfon. 
The wavering were won with eafe; the principal of 
thofe who had been preferr’d to Potts in the Army 
by Nympbidius, being told they liv’d fufpeCfced by the 
Government, were prepar’d by fear, and the common 
fort by revenge, for the lofs or their Donative, where¬ 
of they now defpair’d; fome too Were gain’d by hopes 

of feeing Nero's days again. 

In a word, the profpeCfc of Succefs was fo much the 

more promifing, by how much the Army was gene¬ 
rally grown dilaffedfed through the apprehenfiom they 

were

Matters being thus ripen’d for Action, whae through 

the eagernefs of the Guilty, and the indifference of 
the Innocent ; a Refolution was form’d, that on the 
14th. of January, as Otho (hou’d be returning home 
from Supper, they wou’d take him up and proclaim 
him; from which they were with-held, only by refle¬ 
cting on the danger of doing it by night, which was 
fubjeCt to more Chances and Mifrakes than by day: 
the Soldiers Quarters too being remote and difpers’d 
about the City , and Men being then heated and difor- 
der’d with Drink, wou’d not go fo regularly to work. 
So that *cwas not deferrd out of:ompaffion to the Com¬ 
monwealth (which in cold Blood they were determin’d 
to pollute with the Murder of their Prince;) but left 
by Mittake in the hurry of Action fome other inftead 

of Otho fhou’d be prefented for Emperour to the G*r- 
man and Hungarian Troops, who were for the moft 
part ignorant who it was that fhou’d be chofen. 

Many pregnant Signs were obferv’d of the approach' 
ing Danger, which were fuppreft’d by the Vigilance 
of the Gonfpirators; fome even in the hearing of 
Galba were ridicul’d by Laco himfelf; a worthlefs Of 
ficer, ignorant in the Duties of his Charge, deaf to 
all good Counfel, abounding in his own Opinions, 

and an open Enemy to Men of Merit.

while Otho was not backward on his part, courting 
them with loving Looks and fervile Bows, not grudg¬ 
ing thus to ftoop, fo he might reach the Empire. 

And now the Marine Legion having taken the 
Oath, and being well aflur’d of Strength fumcient for 
his purpofe, he refolv’d to fpeak to them in puSlide, 
fo to incite in common thofe whom apart he had be¬ 
fore engag’d: So mounting on the Rampier of the 
Camp, his Oration was after this manner:

After his Speech Otbo commanded the Magazins to 
be be thrown open; where the Soldiers in conrusd 
manner rulhing in, contrary to Military Rule, took 
what Arms came next to hand; the Legionaries, Prae¬ 
torians and Auxiliaries (who are diltmguilhd both by 
Enfigns, Arms arid Armor) were now promiicuouily 
confounded. The Tribunes and Centurions Exhorta¬ 
tions were in vain : each Soldier was become an Ofii- 

cer to himfelf, where the moft Seditious grew but lo 

much the more inrag’d by the relenting iigns they law

In the mean time Galba was hurry d to and fro, as 

on the Waves of the Hu<ftuating Crowd: with nothing 
in his view but the profpedt of Temples and publick 
places throng’d with Spectators, who with aftomlh d 
Looks and liftening Ears exprefsdat once their er¬ 
ror and attention. No clamorous Nolle (as m great 
tumults) was obferv’d, nor yet a thorow Silence; but 
(uch a murmuring interdi-ftion as is obferv d to he the 

firft effefl of fome portentous Paffiop. 

On the other fide Otbo receiving Ne ws that the City 
was in Arms to oppofe him; order’d his Troops to 
march to the Incounter and prevent them; lo with 
Military fury they now advance to the Charge, as a- 
sainft fome formidable Enemy; to difpoffels Paccorsss 
or Fologcfcs, and the Houle of the Arfactdes of their 
ancienf Dominion: not as to the Slaughter of their 
old unguarded Emperor; lo piercing the Crowd with 

their Horfe, trampling People and Senators under 
foot; with brandilh’d Arms and rapid violence they po!- 

fels’d the Market-place: aw’d neither by the Vene¬ 
ration of the Capitol, or Religion of the Temples 

overlooking them; nor had the relpeft ol paft an^ 
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future Princes power to reftrain their guilt ; nor the 
certlfntv of revenge by the next immediate Succeflor.

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One memorable vertuous Man the Age produc’d on 
that occafion, Sempnnim Denfus. Centurion of a Pr*- 
torian Cohort ; who being by Galba fpecially appointed 
to attend on Vifo 3 when he Taw the arm d Kutiians 
near; with his drawn Sword advanc’d to meet them, 
and with Exprobrations of their wickednels, with Hand 
and Voice lo far prevail’d as to give Vifo (already 
wounded; fpace to fly their fury; who elcaping to the 
Temple of Vefia, was by the Mercy ot a publick Slave 
receiv’d and harbour’d in his Chamber: fo not from any 
Reverence of the Goddefs; but by hiding and being 
out of fight he a while defer’d his Fate; but by ex- 
prefs command of Otbo (who thirfted after his blood; 
he was purfu’d by Sulptrn Floras of the British Cohort 
(who had been newly by Galba^ made a Citizen) and 
Statius Marcus of the Guard ; thefe two dragginghim 
from his Sanftuary, Murder’d him at the Gate of the 
Temple. Tifos death was faid to be above all others 
moft grateful to Otbo. His Head with Avaricious Eyes 
viewing and reviewing j either perhaps loft ifl theflrlt 
Tranfports of his Succefs, or being now eas’d of the 
oppreflion of his Cares, he was feiz’d by that intem¬ 
perate joy; or elfe.it may be the memory of G albas 
Majefty and the Friendship of Titus Vmius had nil d 
his mind (tho cruel) with relu&ant Images. While for 
Pijo's death, his Enemy and Rival, he thought he had 

an honeft licence to rejoyce. 

The Heads of the dead being fix d on Lances were 

carry’d among the Enfigns next the Standard of the 

Legion, the Soldiers (fetching out their bloody Hands 

with Exultation: fome as A<5fcors, fome as prefent, and 

moft with Truth, or faifhood boafting of the deed as 

memorable and meritorious. 


ViteWm difeovering afterwards about no Petitions

much lefs Authority than retrain'd; wherefore feigning 

^nt Violence by being hurry’d to Prifon, as it were to 
be referv’d for more deliberate punishment, and lo 
refcu’d from the danger that fo nearly threatn d him.

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The Soldiers likewife demanded the remiffion of the 
Centurions Fees for Vacations i which was a purchahng 
Exemption from Military Duty, and was grown to a 

whereby a certain number of each Company had a 
Furlo to ramble and faunter about at their pleafare: 
feme in the Camp, fome niore at large purfuing their 
licentious humour; and while the Centurions Stipend 
was pay’d, little regard was had how the Mony was 
got, or how they demean’d themfelves; who by Vice, 
Robberies, and fervile Employments were compelld 

to redeem their Eafe, which of Military right was 
their due. Infomuch that when any Soldier was ob- 
ferv’d to have Mony, he was fare to be harafs d, beaten, 
and put upon harder Duty than ordinary, till he had 

fo purchas’d his Exemption; who at length impo- 
verifh’d with thefe kind of Exadions, and become lazy 
and vicious through Idlenefs and want of Exercife, 
return’d to their Companies, inftead of rich and able, 

poor, liftlefs, and unfit for Service: from whence 
grew Difcord and Corruption of Difcip me, and in the 
end civil Diflention. But Otbo unwilling to gratihe 
the Soldier at the expence of the Centurions Love, 
bound both Parties to him by taking off the Impofition 
from the one, and paying the other out of the Publick 
Revenue; wherein he did well, and that Acf became 
a PrefTdent to good Princes, whoeftabhfhd it among 

the Rules of future Difcipline . 

Laco, Captain of the Pratmam, under colour of Ba- 

hifhment to a certain Ifland, was waylay d and kill d 
by E vocatus by order of Otbo ; but helm as a Freed¬ 
man receiv’d publick Sentence and Execution.

The Prater call’d a Senate while the Other Magi- 

ftrates vy’din their fobmilTions to Otbo. The Senaio.s 

haften’d to the Houfe, where they decred him Tribu- 
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nitial Authority; ; the Title of Augusta, and all other 
Emperial Dignities; labouring as for life, by all pop 
fible Arts, to compafs an Oblivion of their former ill 
treatment of him > whereof he gave no prefent figns 
of relentment, and which perhaps he was refolv’d to 
Pardon, or elfe referv’d his anger to a fitter occa- 
fion, which his fhort Reign gave him not leifure to 

Execute, 

Otbo was firft carry’d to the Capitol, and from 
thence to the Palace, through the heaps of the dead » 

to whom he permitted decent Sepulture. 

To Fifes Body, his Wife Verania and his Brother 

Scribonius did the laft Offices. Titus Vtnius , his Daugh¬ 
ter Crifpina took the care of, after they had redeem d 
their Heads from the Murderers; who hadpurpolely 

referv’d them to be purchas’d at a price. 

Pifo had juft compleated the Age of thirty one 
Years, a Man of better Fame than Fortune: two ot 
his Brothers dy’d of Violent Deaths before him; 
Magnus by Sentence of Claudius ; Crafus by Nero. 

Himfelf having been long in Exile, was by an halty 
Adoption hurry’d in four days to his Fate; teeming to 
have been prefer/d only to his Brothers that he might 
have the preference in the manner of his death. 

Titus Vinius had liv’d feven and forty years with great 
diverfity of manners; his Father wasbf a Pmertan Fa¬ 
mily; his Grandfather by the Mother was of the num¬ 
ber of the Profcrib’d; his firft behaviour in the Army 

was (Scandalous. Calvinius Sabinuss Wife 

was Lieutenant General) in a wanton Cunohty habited 

like a Soldier, rambling one Night about the Y r a^l P , 
where entertaining the Soldiers, and vifiting the Watch, 
coming to the main Guard was there violated, an as 
the report went, by this Tit us Vimus : upon which Ac- 
cufation he was Imprifon’d by the Emperor Cajus; 
from whence, by change ot the Times, being enlarg d 7 

he paiVd through the degrees of Truft and 
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without blemifh to the Praetorftfip > and fo to the Com¬ 
mand of a Legion, though ’twas his change even then 
to be fufpe&ed of a low Action for a Man of his Sort, 
fuch as the purloyning a golden Goblet from Claudius's 
Table, for which he was difgracefully treated the next 
day ; being by the Emperors Order purpofely ferv’d in 
an earthen Cup. Howbeit riling afterwafds to the 
ProconfuHhip of Gallia Narbonenfis , he difeharg’d that 
Truft with Reputation, and at length by Galbas fa¬ 
vour mounted to the Precipice from which he fell. He 
was bold and enterprizing, of a mind equally turn’d for 
good and evil: his Lift Will became void through his 
great Wealth, But Fife's Teftament was ratify’d by his 

Poverty. 

Galbas Body lying long neglected, the Subjed of fe- 
cret (corn and paftime, at length had forry Sepulture in 
his own private Gardens by Argius his Bondman, one 
in chief truft about him; his Head fix’d on a Pike (afi 
ter it had been defpitefully us’d by the Rakehelly. Camp 
Boys ) was found the next day mangl’d and disfigur’d 
near the Sepulcher of Patrobius a Freed-man of Nerds , 
who by his order had been put to death, and fo was 

gather’d to the Body, already burnt. 

This end had Servius Galba in the feventy third year 
of his Age; who had profperoufly furviv’d five Em¬ 
perors; a happier Subjeft than a Prince. His Nobi¬ 
lity was Ancient, his Pofleflions great, his Endow¬ 
ments of mind but • moderate; rather not Vicious than 

dillinguilli’d by his Vertues: not carelels of Reputati- 
tion, which he would neither Buy nor Sell; not cove¬ 
tous after others Riches, of his own Frugal, and of 
the Publick Treafure a very Mifer: As to his Friends 
and Freed-men, if they chanc’d to be good he rather 
fuffer’d than approv’d them; if bad he conniv’d at 
their Faults to a Scandal. But his Eminent Birch and 
Fortune, and the Iniquity of the Age cover’d and dig- 

nify’d many of his frailties with the name of Wifdom.

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In his younger days he Had acquir d a good Reputation 
tn the Army during the German Wars; afterwards he 
govern’d in Africk with Proconfular Authority, which 
Office he difcharg’d with great Moderatwn.

more fufpicion, and thereupon a rumour ran that they 
had been fecretly made away; whereupon the Army 
began to murmur and reafon among themfelves, that 
it was high time to provide for their own Safety, left 


the braveft and beft Men among them, (and thofe 
who leaft approv’d the prefent Condutt of Affairs) 
(hou d fhare the like Fate, and in the Night at una¬ 
wares be privily murder’d. . , 3 .

But it appear’d that the Legions were diverfly 
afeded; the firft and fifth were Rebelliouflv bent, and 
injurioufly treated Galba’ s Images; the v fifteenth and 
fixteenth were ripe enough for mifchief, but exprejs d 
their minds rather in murmurs and menaces; hoping 
for others to lead the Example. In the upper Army 
the fourth and eighteenth Legions having had their 
Winter Quarters together : on the fame day that o- 
thers took the Oath, feizd on Galba s Images and 

broke them in pieces; the fourth in a rage, the o- 
ther with more deliberation, but at length with equal 

^ And left their proceedings fhou’d be conftru d a 
total defection of Duty to the State; they caus d the

In this Tumult notone Lieutenant or Tribune were

17. Vitellius expreffing his approbation of the Soldiers 
chearfulnefs proceeded now to perfbnate the Prince. 

The Offices of Qourt which were wont to be exe¬ 
cuted by Freed-men he appointed to Gentlemen of 
Rome , and paid the Centurion’s Vacation Fees out of 
the Publick Revenue. Many he yielded up to the Sol¬ 
diers bloody demands, preferving fome by imprifon- 
ment, with colour of referving them for more fblemn 
Punifhment. Vompeius Vropinquus was forthwith (lain. 
Julius Burdo , Commander of the German Fleet was 
lav’d by a Wile, who had contracted the general ha¬ 
tred of the Army for having (b eagerly purfu’d Fon - 
teius Capita's life, for a Crime wherein he himlelf 
was fo notorioufly a Party. The Soldiers had retain’d 
a refpe&ful memory for Capito , which edg’d their 
indignation, and in that fit of fury every Man openly 
wreak’d his revenge with impunity: while to preferve 
any one on whom their Malice was bent there,was need 
of Art and Subtilty; wherefore Burdo for the prefent 
being hurry’d to Prifon: after the Vi&ory, and when 
the Storm of rage was over he was enlarg’d: but Crifpb 
nus the Centurion was given up to Expiate for Capitals 
blood which he had fhed, as being of lefi account with 
Vitellius > and more in the Soldiers hatred. Julius Ci- 
, viliS' > a Man of great Authority among the Batavians 
was alfo preferv’d again!! the Soldiers attempts; left 
by his death they Jhould provoke that fierce People, and 
the rather for that there were at that time eight Cohorts

Shortly after Valerius Aftaticus Lieutenant of Belgtca 

came over to Vitellius who gave him his Daughter to 
Wife; as did alfo Julius Bhejus , who was Governour 

of Gallia lugdunenfis with the Italian Legion, and the 

Taurin Hor(e who had their Quarters at Lyons . * The 

Rhcetian Troops like wife haftn’d over. 

In Britain all things went to their wifh; in which 

Province Trebellius Maximus was Lieutenant General, 
a Man hated and contemn’d by the Army for his Ava¬ 
rice ; againft whom the Soldiers averfion was increas’d 
by the pra&ices df Rofcius Calm Lieutenant of the twen- 
tieth Legion : their ancient Enmity being now by the 
Licence of Civil DifTention grown to a greater height: 
TreheUius accufing Ccelius of Sedition and Diflolutionof 

Difcipline, and Ccelius him of robbing and impoverim- 
ing the Legions; thus the Dilcord of the Lieutenants 
ipoil’d the Harmony of the Army which deferted Tre- 
be Bus even to the Auxiliaries; which in Cohorts and 
Wings went over to Ccelius ; till at length flighted and 
terrifi’d, he was forc’d to withdraw and fly for refuge 
to Vitellius ; howbeit the Province though without a 
Head continu’d quiet; the Lieutenants of the Legions 
alternately fupplying that want; Ccelius however as be¬ 
ing themoft forward, bare mod (way among them.

a Town that had been the Seat of the French War;

The Army now advanc’d by eafie Marches through 

the Country of the Allobroges and the Voccnti ; the Ge- 
neral bargaining and fhamefully exa&ing Mony from 
the Magiftrates of the Town, and the Proprietors of 
Lands where he pafs’d, for their Exemption from the 

burthen of Quarters to the Army; all which was 

wrefted from them in fo menacing and rigorous a 
manner that Lucus a free Town of the Voconti was in 


danger of being burnt, till they appeas’d him with a 
Bribe; but where Mony was not found they were en¬ 
treated and carv’d out their own fotisfa&ion by Adul¬ 
teries and Violations of their Women, and the like 
Abominations; in this fort marching on they came to 


the foot of the Alpes< 

to. The other Army fhed more Blood, and took 


more Plunder in their march. 

The Helvetians were a Nation of Gallia anciently in 
Reputation for Arms, and only on the Stock of paft 
Honour were in prefont efteem. This People having 
heard nothing of G alb as death refus’d iubmiffion to 
ViuUiusy and by that means incens'd the turbulent fpi- 
rit of Carina againft them. Their firft Hoftilities 
fprang from the Rapine of the one and twentieth Le¬ 
gion, who had robb’d the Helvetians ot a fum of Mo¬ 
ny which they had font to pay a certain Garrifon of a 
Fortrefs, which they had long held, Mann’d and Vi¬ 


< 5 fcual'd at their own Expence. 

Being thus provok’d they firft hindei’J the inter- 

courfe that was kept betwixt the German Army and the 

Troops of Vannonia : then they foiz’da Centurion and 

certain Soldiers; committing them to Cullody, while

a free Town. 

Orders were likewife font to the Rhxtian Auxiliaries 
to attack the Helvetians in the Reer in cafe they fhou’d 
make Head againft the Legionaries. But that People 
who were boafters while danger was at a diftance, 
were terrifi’d now when it approach’d them. On the 
firft tumult they made choice of Claudius Severus for 
their Leader ; but ignorant in the ufo of their Arms, 
and utterly deftirute of Military knowledge; and be¬ 
ing without Council to deliberate and dired: them for 

the beft; they no fooner came in cool blood to refled 
on their prefent ftate, when they faw it was in vain to 
offer Battle to fuch a Body of a Veterane Army ; and 
to abide a Siege (defended only by old and ruinous 
Rampiers ) they concluded equally dangerous. 

Carina on the one fide was drawn up againft them 
with a formidable Army; on the other were the Rhs 
tian Wings and Cohorts; with the Flower of that 
People, luftyand traind to Arms; fo that in a word 
the Helvetians being furrounded with Enemies, killing, 
burning, and fpoiling, their order being foon broken, 
threw down their Arms and in confufion fled for re¬ 
fuge to the Mountain Vogefus , whither being purfu’d by 
a Thracian Cohort they were diflodg’d and beaten down 
into the Plains, and by the Germans and Rhatians fol¬ 
low’d into Woods and Coverts, and for the mofl part 
put to the Sword: many thoufand being flain, and ma¬ 
ny fold into Bondage.

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from beyond the Vo ; Milan , Novara, Eperodaan&Ver- 
cels : the news whereof they diipatch’d to Carina, and 
forafmuch as that Angle Wing was not a Body of 
ftrengrh fufttcient to guard fo large a Territory, he 
order’d them a Reinforcement of Britijh, French and 
Portugal Cohorts; with the German Enfigns and the 
Petrinian Wing; himfelf with the Body of the Army 
halting a while as in fome doubt whether it were 
not beft* to direct his Courfe, and bend his March 
towards * Noricum by the Rhatian Mountains, and at¬ 
tack the Procurator Petronius , who had declar’d for 
Otho ; rais’d the Militia of the Country, and broken 
down the Bridges; but on reflection that by that courfe 

hefhou’d endanger thofe Troops he had fent before; 
and that to be Mafter of Italy woad give greater Cre¬ 
dit to their Arms, and being afliu’d that Noricum wou’d 
follow the Fortune- of the Conqueror: he therefore de¬ 
termin’d to purfue his firft purpofe ; fo with his heavy 
arm’d Legionaries he mounted and march’d through 
the Winter Snows of the Apennines . 

21. During thefe TranfeCtions Otho (contrary to the 
Opinion the World had conceiv’d of him) dilTembling 
his Manners apply’d himfelr to bufinefs with all ap¬ 
pearing diligence ; conducting Affairs wich due re¬ 
gard to the Dignity of the Empire: but this fluctuati¬ 
on betwixt Vice and Vertue did but fo much the more 


increafe the Peoples Jeaioufie. 

Firft he commanded Marius Cetfas Conful EleCfc 
(whom he had artfully preferv’d from the Soldiers rage 
by committing him to Prifon) to be brought before 
him in the Capitol; hoping by remitting the Offence 
of fo eminent a Man (g r eady in the Indignation of 
his Party) topurchafe thereby an opinion of his huma¬ 
nity. Celfas with an honeft afliirance confefs’d the ac- 


cufation of his Fidelity to Galba ; not forgetting to in - 
finuate the utility of merciful Examples to Princes ; where¬ 
upon Otho rather admitting his Defence as vertuous, 
than remitting the fault; forgave him and took him 
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into his bofom, giving him a Principal Cornmand in 
the enhiing War; which he ehofe rather to do than to 
treat him coldly and fufpitioufly as a pardon d Enemy,

the light of Arms to Men warm’d with Wine provok’d 
them to Atftion ; The Soldiers fall into a rage, charging 
their Officers with Treafon, and a purpoie of arming 
the Senate and their Followers againft Otbo *,fome■ igno¬ 
rantly as Drunk; others out of Malice to make their pro¬ 
fit of fuch difirders'; to whom even 7 change was wel¬ 
come ; while the order ly and better minded were by the 
darknefs of theNigfit with held from doing their duty. 

Fnftthey kill’d the Tribune and fuch of the Centu¬ 
rions as were moft forward to ftay the Sedition; then 
ferzing Arms; with drawn Swords they mount on 
Horfe-back, and tumultuoufly march to the City, and 
lo on to the Palace. 

Jc chanc’d that Otbo had invited that Night the Princi¬ 
pal Citizens and their Wives to a (olemn Entertain¬ 
ment ; who being terrify’d at this Uproar of the Soldiers, 
and being in fome doubt too of the Emperors finccrity, 
flood a while amaz’d and undetermined whether to re¬ 
main where they were* or attempt to (hift for them¬ 
selves ; thus in Fear and Aflurance by turns they con¬ 
tinu’d 
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tinu’d a while with their Eyes fix’d on Otbo , who fas it 
happens on fuch doubtful occafionsj was equally fear’d 
and terrify’d. But being as folicitous for the Senators 
fafety as his own, he firft di(patch’d the Captains of 
the Guard to reduce the Soldiers to better order, in the 
mean while he requir’d his Guefts to withdraw from the 

danger. 

In this confufion it was furprizing to behold Magi- 

flrate’s calling off their Ornaments of diftinaion, Ihun- 

ning their Train of Officers and Servants; the moft ve¬ 
nerable of both Sexes dealing out in the dark, fome this 
way fome that; few to their own Habitations, but Peek¬ 
ing San&uary among their obfeureft Friends and Depen- 
dents;wherethey might be conceal’d with leaft fufpicion. 
The Soldiers in the mean time violently rufh into 

the Palace, and force their, paflage to the ?refence a de¬ 
manding a fight of Otbo ; wounding Julius Martialis a 
Tribune, and ViteUius Saturninni , Lieutenant of a Le¬ 
gion, who interpos’d to flop their rage. 

Nothing was heard or feen but infolent threats, and 
brandiffi’d Swords; one while menacing their Officers; 
then the Senate, and pofTefs’d with a blind fury (igno¬ 
rant whofe blood tQ require to appeafe themj demanded 
without diftin&ion the whole Body of the Senate to 

the Slaughter. 

When Otbo (unbefeeming the Imperial Dignity 
ftanding up in his Seat) by low and obfequious fuppli- 
cations hardly reftrain’d them, who with guilty mur¬ 
murs at length retreated back to the Camp. 

The following Day, as if the City had been taken 
by an Enemy, the Houfes were Ihut, the Streets 
empty, the Inhabitants deje&ed, and the Soldiers tho 
alham’d appear’d rather Pullen than forrowfui for what 
had pafs’d. Whereupon Licinius Troculus and Flotius 
Firmus their Commanders in chief, were lent to treat 
with them, who according to their different Talents, 
gentle or fevere dealt with them by Companies, and in 
isonclufion, (after they had affur’d. them of a Donative

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of Five thoufand Sefterces a Man) Otbo adventur’d into 
the Gamp; where the' Tribunes and Centurions fur¬ 
rounding him cafting a way the marks of their diftindi- 

ons pray’d to be eas’d of the burthen of their Gommiffi- 
ons, wh ich they cou’dno longer dilcharge with larety. 

Whereupon the Soldiers (whoconceiv d their mean¬ 
ing) compos’d themfelves to {ubtniflion, *md without 
other inftigation requir’d Sentence might pals on the 
Authors of the Sedition. While Otbo ^weighing with, 
judgment the diforders, and the diverhty of Mmd a- 
mong the Soldiers; the well difpos’d among them, cab 
liijg for redrefs of the prefent Evils; the bad and molt 
wilhing rather for a wider breach, as haying a better 
Harveft in their Eye by troubles and Civil difcord : re¬ 
flecting too, that Power gotten by vicious Means can¬ 
not on the fudden be cultivated by vertuous Methods 
and ancientlSeverity; but anxious however for the lale- 

tv of the City and Senate, he determin d at length to 

(peak to them, which he did after this manner,

aflur’d of the Fidelity of the Marine Militia; having 4 
taken the remnant of that Legion ( which Galba had 
fo cruelly treated at the Mefaian- Bridge^ out of Pri- 
fbn into Pay; whereby thole of that Order conceiv’d 
hopes of future Honour and Trull. 

This Army he reinforc'd with City Cohorts and de¬ 
tachments out of the Praetorians: of good ufe both for 
Str^igth and Counfel. The General Command of 
the Expedition was given by joint Cdmmiflion to An¬ 
tonias Novellius and Suedius Clemens ( who had been 
Centurions of the firft Order ) and nAimilius Pacencis 

whom Otbo had reftord to his Poll of Tribune from 
which Galba had degraded him. A feus his Freed-man 
cariy’d the Flag, who was inftruded to have a watch¬ 
ful eye on the Behaviour and Condud of Abler and 

Honefter men than himfelf. Suetonius Paulinas, Ma¬ 
rius CAfus, and Annins Galius were at the head of the 
Horfe and Foot; but Othos chief confidence was in 
Licinius Proculus Captain, of the Praetorians, who, tho 
well enough pradis’d in his bufinefs at home, was to¬ 
tally to feek in Service in the Field > howbeit through 
Impudence and Self-conceit ( which has an eafie ad¬ 
vantage of Defert ) the Authority of Paulinas 9 s Judg¬ 
ment, the Promptnefs of Celfus's Courage, and the 
Warinefs of Gallus's Conduct ( wherein they refped- 
ively excell’d ) were by his Arts and Obftinacy defeat¬ 
ed. About the fame time Cornelius Dolabella was con¬ 
fin’d to Aquinum, _ tho a Prifoner at large ; as being 
guilty of nothing but great Nobility and Kindred to 

Galba. , 

Many of the principal Magiftrates (andTome of 
Conlular Dignity ) were by Otbo’ s command order’d 
to prepare their Equipage to attend him in the Field; 
not to be employ’d in the Army, but to do him Ho¬ 
nour .* among the reft Lucius Vitellius , who was treat¬ 
ed neither as Brother of an Emperor or of an Enemy. 

And now a face*of Sadnefs was fpread throughout

the City, no Condition being free from fear* or dan¬ 
ger : the prime Senators decay’d with Age or through 
long Eafe unable; the Nobility foftn’d by Sloth and 
unexercis’d in Arms; the Gentlemen unskill’d in Mi¬ 
litary Science; all by driving to hide, fo much the 

more bewray’d their Weaknefs. 

On the other hand fome out of an ignorant Often- 

tation, bought up rich Armour and able Horfes for t 
Service; while others inftead of Arms for War made 
Provifion of Supplies for Riot and Senfuality. Wifer 
Hea* in the mean time were full of anxiety to foe 
the publick repofe thus broken ; and yet there wanted 
not (hallow Fools (unfeen in Confequences ) who 
were (well’d with the air of Expedation: and many a 
Bankrupt Wretch ( who in Peace was in danger) (aw 
himfelf lafeft amidft the grated Perils of the State. 

But the Body of the People ( who for its Bulk cou’d 
not partake the burthen of Publick Cares ) began 
now to have a feeling of Publick Calamities: the 
War devour’d their Mony, and the Armies their Pro¬ 
vifion at home; this begot Scarcity and Poverty, 
which Evils were not fo much felt in Vindesc s Com¬ 
motions; for their Hoftilities being at a diftance, the 
City was in no Care; and their Battles being betwixt 
the Legions and the Forces of France , gave it the 
Countenance of a Foreign War. For after Augufttts 
came to the Empire, all Military Adion was kept 
far off, and the Credit and Condud center’d in one 
alone ; During the Reign of Tiberius and Cains, Peace 
was more calamitous than War: the Confpiracy of 
Scribonius againft Claudius was nipt in the bud; and 
Nero rather by rumour than Arms was dethron'd; 
but at this time the Forces by Land and Sea, and (what is 
rarely (een) the Praetorians and City Troops were com¬ 
manded into Service; the Legions of the Eaft and Weft, 
and whatfoever ftrength was yet behind; all took part 
in the difpute, as they werediverfly affeded, infomuch 
that had other Men commanded than thofo who did, 

there 
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there was fubjed enough in appearance for a tedious War- 
Some there were who counfefd Otho (now ready to take the 
Field 5 to refpite his March till the Ceremony of laying up the 
facred Shields call’d Ancilia Ihou’d be over ; but he wo* d not 
brook delay, which he obferv’dto have been Nera’s perdmon; 
erDecially fince Cacina was known to have pais d the Mountains, 
which fpurr’d him lo much the more to the mcounter Where¬ 
fore on the Ides of March he folemnly recommended the care of 

the Publick to the Senate, and granted to thofe who had been 
call'd from Banifhment the Arrears of Nero s Conhlcanons ; in 
lhew a Largefs moil juft and magnificent-; but in effed of 
little Fruit through the over hafty proceedings in the CoHedion. 

And now calling an Aflembly ; he made them an Oration, 
wherein he extoll’d the Majefty of the City, and approbation 
of the Senate and People of Rome as ingagd on his fide; touch¬ 
ing but tenderly the adverfe party, and reproaching the Legions 
ignorance, rather than their defedion; and whether out of 
Art or Modefty made no mention of Vitellius ; which perhaps, 
might be through Caution of him who conceiv d the Oration 5 

who thought it fafeft to forbear reviling Terms: for-as Otho 

in Military Affairs advis’d with .Suetonius Paultnus and Manus 
Celfus ; fo in Civil Matters he was thought to make ufe of the 
abilities of Gallerius Trachalus , tome pretending to know the 
Stile - who being an Eminent Pleader, his round and lofty Pe¬ 
riods 5 were fram’d to fill the Ears of his Audience. 

The Speech was receiv’d by the People after their flatter¬ 
ing manner* with Acclamations void of Truth or Meafure; 
vying who fhou # d be loudelt in applaufe, or molt laviih in their 

wilhis-of profperity; as if Cafar the Didator, or the Emperor 
Auouftui had been the Subjed of their VowS; wh.le at the 
bottom there was neither Fear nor Love; but a habit of Servi¬ 
lity or as it fares in private Families, where every one is 
byafs’d by private Ends, and none lays to Heart the dilhonoiirs 
of the State. On his departure Otho left his Brother Salvms

lent was marching up to joyn him, and this added ftill 
more to his concern, left all the Glory of any future 
fuccefs (hould be attributed to another* In tendernefi 
therefore to hts own honour, he (ought an occafion 
for recovering the Credit he had loft; and his too for* 

ward Zeal put him upon a very imprudent and unfea- 
fonable attempt for that purpofe. 

At a place called Capers, fome twelve Miles from 
Cremona, he lodges the choice of his Auxiliaries pri¬ 
vately, in the Woods hanging over the great Road; 
the Horferoen were ordered to advance, and bid the 
Enemy Battle. When they had drawn them to an 
Engagement, their Inftru&ions were to give ground, 
and contrive to keep the Enemy warm in purfuit, dll 
they (hould fall into this Ambufcade. This defign was 
luckily difcovered to Otho\ Generals, of whom Pau- 
linns had then the Command of the Foot, and Cel fat 
of the Horfe. In the Left Wing were a Standard of 
the thirteenth Legion, four Cohorts of Auxiliaries, and 
five hundred Horfe. Three Praetorian Cohorts drawn 
dofe together kept the High-way. On the Right were 
pofted the firft Legion, two Cohorts of Auxiliaries 
and five hundred Horfe more. And befides all thefe a 


Referve of a thou fa nd Horfe, drawn out of the 
Guards and Auxiliary Troops, defigned to fuftain 
the former if they (hould lofe ground, or topufh the 
advantage more vigoroufly if they (hould gain it. 

The Vitelltan Party, beginning prefencly to give 
way, before the main Body of the Army were engaged, 
Celfus, who had been let into the Secret, reftrained 
his Men from purfuit, and ordered them to give back. 

The Ambufcade riling rafbly, and miftaking their 
time, bearing down upo &£clfus , who retreated in 
good order, at laft foilowld him fo far, that they 
ihemfelves were caught by Stratagem. For the Co¬ 
hort® 
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horts hemra’d them in on each fide, the Legion attack- 
ed them in Wont, 

Flankt them in the Rear, Suetonius however was fome 
time before he gave the Signal for the Foot to fall on. 
He was a Man in his own Temper flow; onq who pre* 
ferred fafety acquired by methods, for wbiph he could 
fairly account, before fuccefs, which was owing entirely 

to Fortune. He therefore firft ordered the Ditches to 
be filled, the ground levelled, and the Battalions to 

open themfelves, thinking it time enough to begin to 
Conquer, when all danger was obviated of being con¬ 
quered himfelf. This flow proceeding gave the Vttel- 
lian Army time to fhift for theqifelves: which they did- 

by taking San&uary among Vineyard where the trayl- 

ings of the Branches hindred the purfuit; and being at 
the fame time under Covert of a little Wood adjoyning, 
they Sallied out and killed the foremoft of the Prato- 
ri'an Horfe, who ventured to attack them; among 
whom King Epiphanes was dangeroufly wounded, as he 

was hotly engaging on Otho sfide. At laft the Foot fell 
on, and bore down all before them; not only the E- 
hemiesmain Body, but their Referves being alio routed 
and put to flight. Vov.Caeinu -had not brought up his 
Cohorts all together, but led them on one after ano¬ 
ther : which proved a mighty difcouragement to thole 
in A&ion : for by this means they upon the Spot were 
never a fufficient Force, and they who foquld lultam 
them were fcattered and driven back again by th econ “ 
fufion and flight of their Fellows.. To add yet more 
to the Calamity, the Camp was in mutiny, becaule 
they were not all drawn out into the Field* JultusGratus 
the tdafier of the Camp was imprifbned, upon iufpicion 
that farheld a treafonable correfpondence with his Bro- 

therin Othos lervice; andjS^’s Men had hkewilele- 
cured his Brother Julius fffito the Tribune, upon the 
very fame jealoufie. In fhort, the Confternation waj» 
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fo very great, both among thofe that fought, and thofe 

that fled, thofe that advanced to the A&ion, and thole 
that were left behind in the Trenches, that it was the 
general Opinion and Difcourfe, oh both fides, that 
Carina and his whold Army might have been entirely 
cut offi if Suetonius Paulinus, had not founded a Retreat.

my, and 2ealous to recover their loft Reputation, 
were well content to obey Orders, and carry them¬ 
felves with Temper and Obfervanee to their Superior 
Officers.

Party, and the Imputation of Cowardice, they took 
occasion to be very large in their own vindication, and 
lavifhin complementing the Strength and Courage of 
thefe new Succours. But although Valens his Army 
were more, almoft indeed double the number of that 
he jeyned, yet many things concurred to recommend 
Coseina movQ to the Affections of the Soldiers; fuch 
as his Genteel Humour, and Liberal Difpofition in 
which he was much foperior, the Vigour of his Youth, 
the Gracefulnefs of his Perfon and Stature, and withal 
a winning fort of Addrefs, and other luch trifling 
qualities to recommend hirru This bred emulation 
and ill blood between the Generals. Cacina contem¬ 
ned Valem * as a Man fordid and foandalous; and Va- 
lem made as great a jeft of Cacina s Vanity and Pride* 
But, ftifhng the averfion they had to each other, they 
contributed to promote the.fame .common Intereft, 
and by frequent Letters expofed Otho for his infamous 
Converfation without making any allowances; though 
at the fame time Otbos Officers fpared Vitellim , who 
yet was not wanting to furnifh them with Matter in 
abundance for Cenfure and Reproach. For, to deal 
impartially between them, (and letting afide the man¬ 
ner of their Dying, which in Oiho was juftly renown¬ 
ed, in Vitellius mod foandalous,) it muft be confeft* 

tfiat the lazy Pleafurcs of Vitellim provoked lets Jea- 
loufie and Fear, than the furious Lufb of Otbo, He 
alio was had in greater horrour and deteftation upon 
the account of Galbas murder; whereas no Man pre¬ 
tended to lay the beginning of the War at Vitellim his 
door. In fhoit, Vitellim was his own Enemy by Glut¬ 
tony and Intemperance; but Otho had not Luxury a- 

lone, but Cruelty, and Ambition, and an Audacious 
fpirit, to render him more formidable and deftruCfcive 

to the Publick.

the Opportunities which the Folly of others puts into 
our hands. In the mean while, to keep the Soldiers 
employed, and prevent the ill efFedls of Eafe and In¬ 
activity, they began a Bridge over the Po, as if they 
had intended to pafs chat River, and diflodge a Party 

of Gladiators polled on the other fide, lo this pur- 
pofe they laid Boats acrofs the River, faftened with 
ftrong Timbers, at equal diftances from eacn other, 
and with their Beads againft the Scream , calling 
Anchors from each Boat to keep them tight, and hin¬ 
der the Veflfeis from driving. Yet fo, that the Cables 
of thefe Anchors were left flack, to give room for the 
whole Gang of Boats to play , and rife unbroken, 
whenever the River fhould (well. At the end of this 
Bridge a Tower was run up, continued to the very laft

Perfons con¬ 
cerned to keep it up, and the fame Crimes gave Birth 
to thefe Diffensions, as to the other; All which would 
therefore have the fame influence to continue and in- 
flame this Difference, and prevent any accommoda¬ 
tion or good Temper, which they had but too effeAu- 
allv in the former Inftances.

While the Legions were adjufting the Matter of 
their refpe&ive Pofts, the Horfo made a Sally, and 
(which was very ftrange) were beaten back, by a 
much lefs Party of Otbos Men; and had*it not beef! 
for the Italian Legion, they had run into their very 
Trenches; But They received them with Sword in hand, 
and obliged them to rally, and engage the Enemy a- 
gain. The VtteUian Legions drew up in Line of Battel, 
without any manner of Confufion, for though the 
Enemy were very near, yet fome thick Copfes betwixt 
them broke the Profpe&, fo that they could not be 
difeerned.

Nor was 
this firmnefs of mind peculiar to the Guards alone, 
and fuch as' were either neareft his Perfon, or moft 
devoted in affeftion to him, but Aflurances were fenc 
him , that the Army in their march from Mafia, (for 
three Legions were come already as far as Aquileia) 
were equally difpofed to fight it out to the laft; So that 
there was a great deal of work ftill behind, and room 
for a frefh Puih, bloody and difmal, and iuch as might 
render it an even Chance for them who had loft, and 

thole who had gotten this Victory. But He abfolutely

Rubrics GaUits carried the Submiflion of chofe Cohorts, 
which lay at Brixellum , and Flavius Sabinus interceded 
with thofe Forces which He commanded, all which 
without any difficulty or delay were received into the 


Conqueror’s good Graces. 

But, though the War feemed now to be at an end 

in all parts of the Empire, a confiderable part of the 
Senate, who had attended Otho from Rome as far as 
Mmna 3 and ftaid there by his Direction, ran a very 
great rifque of their Lives. The News of Othos de¬ 
feat was come thither, but the Soldiers, dilregarding it 
as a Report falfe and groundlels, and liifpe&ing with¬ 
al, that the Senate did not bear all that good AfFe&ion 
to'Otbos Caxife, which they ought to have done, lay 
upon the catch for every word they fpoke, made ill in¬ 
terpretations of every A&ion, nay, even of their very 
Looks; and not only fo, but by reviling and infolenc 
Language plainly fought occafions to Quarrel, and 
only wanted a pretence to murder them. The Se¬ 
nate in the mean while were no lefs apprehenfive of 
Danger from another quarter; and concerned, what 
ConMrudhons would be made of their flownefs to be¬ 
lieve the Vi&ory, and make any Declarations in fa¬ 
vour of Fitelliw , when all the Power was in his hands. 

In this perplexity, and fear what would become of 

them either way, they aflemble themfelves together. 
No Man thought fit to take meafures fingly for his 
own particular Security, concluding himfelf fo.much 
the farer, as more were embarked with him in the 
fame Difficulties. This Care and Confuhon wa$ yet

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Confultations, and he very readily offered hirafelf to 
receive their Complements: But it happened at this 
critical juncture, that Cenus a Free-Attendant of Nero, 
confounded all again with a peremptory but monftrous 
Lye : Averring, that the Fourteenth Legion was come 
np, that the Forces at Brixetlum were joyned and ral¬ 
lied again; that they drew out and bid the Conque- 
rour Battel, and had abfolutely turned the Fortune of 
the Field by a very bloody Engagement, and total Rout 


of the Vitdlian Army. 


That which put him upon in¬ 


venting this Story, was a Dehgn to get Otbo\ Orders 

for preffing ofCarriages obeyed,which upon the fuppofi- 
tion of his Death, would be utterly neglected as null and 
void. And accordingly, it took effedt fo fir, that 
Cenus went Poll to Rome by this means, but within a 
few days he was taken and executed by Order of 
ViteUitss . In the mean while this Rumor, however 

grcundlefs, rendred the Senator’s cafe more difficult 
and dangerous; for Otho s Soldiers partial to their own 
Interefl, firmly believed all this Account to be trjie; 


and their hafty removal from Mutina , made the Mat¬ 
ter fli 11 worfe, becaufe this plainly look’d like quitting 

the Party with all the Formalities ot a Council of 
State. After this therefore they confulted every Man 
his own Sa-ety, and met no more in a Body, nor con¬ 
ferred at all together concerning any publick Bufinefs, 
till fuch time as Letters from Fahius Falens brought a 
full Account of the pofture of Affairs, and let their 
Hearts at eafe from Doubts and Fears. 

The Death of Otho would be lure to fpread faffer, 
jn proportion to the Difcourfe, which fo extraordinary 


an Adi ion muft needs create. 


But the News was re¬ 


ceived at Rome without any Commotion at all: Things 
went on in their ufual Coiirfe, The Plays of Ceres , then 
depending,received no Interruption from it; but as foon 

as they received certain Intelligence in the Theatre,

The Peoole crowned with Garlands of Flowers and 
Laurel carried the Images of Galba about the Temples 
in Proceffion, and when they came to Cams, s Lake, 

of a Tomb to his Honour. The Senate immediately 
decreed all the Titles and Honours to Vitellmt upon 

firft acceffion to the Throne, which were given 
formerly by Degrees, and merited by long and pru¬ 
dent adtniniftration of the Government. They like- 
wife voted Thanks and Commendation to the German 
Armies, and appointed a Meflenger on purpofe to carry 
their Congratulations. Fabiui Valent his Letter to the 
Conluls was likewiie read; and though the Account 
were written with a becoming Temper and Modefty 
enough : yet Carina was thought to do better, and to 
exprefs more Refpea, in not prefuming to write at all. 

But in the mean while Italy was fo far from finding 
eafe by the determining of the War, that it was more 

infupportably haraffed than before. Vitelhm his Soldi- 

ers who were quartered about in the Towns and Vu- 
lages, for Plunder, Robberies Outrages, Rapes, ex¬ 
ceeded all the Oppreffions of the moft calamitous War; 

They paid no regard to Laws, or Right,, °r <Older, or 
were Mercenary at bed, and only to be bought off 
from committing lnfolencies and Injuries, in which 

they made no diftinaion between Perlons or Things 

lacred or profane. This gave fuch colour for Villany, 
that fome, who bore fecret grudges, wou.d habit them- 
felves like Soldiers, and murder their Enemies under 

that difguife. And the Soldiers themlelves, being well 
acquainted with the Country, marked out the nmelt 

* 
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Farms, and wealthieft Owners to prey upon, or, in 
cafe of refinance, for (laughter and deftxudion. And 
for all this Violence no Redrefs was to be had; by rea- 
fon the Generals themfelves lay open to Cenfure, and 
fo durft not call their Men to a fevere account. Czcina 
was indeed the lefs greedy of the two, but then he was 
the more Ambitious 'and Popular; Valeris Extortion 
and Corruption was fcandaloufly exorbitant, and this 
difpofed him to overlook in others A&ions fo like his 
own. In (hort, (o numerous an Army of Horfe and 
Foot, fuch violent Outrages, Lodes, and Injuries, efpe- 
cially at a time, when the Country had been terribly 
haraded and impoverifhed by the late Divifions, lay 
fo heavy upon Italy 3 that the poor difheded Inhabitants 
were driven to the laft extremities, and could very hard¬ 
ly fupport themfelves under it. 

Vitellius all this while utterly ignorant of the entire 
Conqueft he had won, was advancing forward with 
the remainder of the German Army, and eight thoujand 
Britijh Soldiers; thus making provifion, as if the whole 
work of the War lay dill upon his hands. Upon this 
account he left but very few of the old Solders in Quar¬ 
ters ; for the Recruits were haftily railed in GaUta, to 
fill up the Legions left behind, out of which he had 
made a draught of the choice Men : Hordionius Flaeem 
was left to guard the Rhine. After fome few days 
march he was met with the Joyful News of his great 
Succefs at Bedriacum, and of an utter end put to the 
War by Otbos death. Hereupon he called a folemn 
Aflembly, and exprefs’d himfelf largely in commenda¬ 
tion of his Soldiers, who had fignaliz’d their Valour 
and Fidelity £b eminently in that important Action. 
The Army made it their requeft, that he would upon 
this occafion create his Freed man Aftaticas a Gentle¬ 
man of Row*; which he declined, and difcountenanced 

the Petition, as an inftance of unbecoming Flattery.

At length Junius Blafus Governour of Gallia Lugdunen - 
fit, a Perfon of Noble Birth, and generous Difpofition, 
and of an Eftate agreeable to the Grearnefs both of his 
Soul and Family, provided him with decent Retinue, 
and attended him very honourably himfelf; a piece of 
Refpedt not at all acceptable; but Vitelhus however con¬ 
cealed his diflike under the difguife of fulfom Com¬ 
plements. . r ,.

Letters were difperfed to the feveral Armies, and 
their refbeftive Commanders in Chief, requiring them 
to bring in the old Tratorian Soldiers, who bore a 
grudge to ViteUius ; and to offer them Bounty money 
in cafe they return’d to their Arm?. Mucianus fee for¬ 
ward with a light Army himfeif, bearing the Poft ra¬ 
ther of a Partner in the Empire, than an Officer in 
it His Marches he temper’d fo prudently, as not to 
give the Enemy reafon to fufpe& him of Fear by ad¬ 
vancing too flow, and yet at the fame time to give 
l e jf ur e for Fame to go before him, by not moving too 
faft : For he was confcious that his own Strength was 

not Formidable of it felf, and wifely confidered, that 
Report always magnifies things at a diflance. But the 
Sixth Legion, and a detachment of Thirteen Thoufand 
VexiHaries followed after in a great Body. The Fleet was 
ordered from Pontus to Byzantium ; and he was in fotnc 

difpute with himfeif, whether he fhould not rather 
leave Mafia, and march his Horfe and Foot diredly 
to Dyr rachium ; and at the fame time block up the Sea 

toward Italy with great Ships; Care being taken to 
fecure all Afta and Ad at a behind him, which, had 
they not been ftoutly Garrifoned, muft have lain at 
VixtUm his mercy, without any poflibility of defending 
themfelves. By this Method ViteUius would be at a lois, 
which part of Italy he fhould cover, if a Land Army 

fhould come before Brundufium and Tarentum, and the 
Coafts of Lucania and Calabria were at the fame time 

alarmed by an Enemy’s Fleet. 

And now, upon the former Refolutions being takan, 

all the Provinces were employed in Preparations; and 

nothing but building of Ships, raifing Men, and making

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Arms, was to be feen or heard. But that which gave 
them thegreateft difficulty, was the raifing of Money; 

which Mucianus upon all occafions ufed to call The 
Sinews of War: And he purfued this Notion fo far, 

that without any regard to the Mariner or the Juftice 
of procuring it, the only thing he feemed to have any 
concern for, was the Greatnefs of the Sum. To ferve 
this purpafe, frequent Informations took place, and 
Eftates fo greedily confifcated upon them, that the 
Wealthier any Man was, the nearer and furer he was 
to be devoured; Which Oppreffions were in truth in- 
fupportable; and,, however the Necefficies of the State 

might be aliedged in mitigation of them while the 
War continued, yet thofe vile Practices did not ceafe 
with the Extremities that gave them countenance. 
Peace had its notorious Extortions too; and Vefpafian 
himfeif, though in the beginning of his Reign he took 
unreafonable and unjufl ways of fqueezmg the People 
with fome fort of Remorfe ; yet afterwards embolden¬ 
ed by Profperity, and confirmed by the Examples and 
Inftrudlions of very ill Mailers, he learned the Art of 
Wickednefs apace, and exercifed it without any fear 
or relenting. ’Tis true indeed, Mucianus contributed 
largely to the expence of the War, but 5 cis as true, that 

he found his Account in it; for, by advancing Money 

out of his own Purfe, he gained an opportunity ofre- 
imburfing himfeif fo much more largely out of the 
Pubhck Stock. And, although a great many followed 
his Example of advancing {applies for carrying on the 
War, yet few, if any, took the liberty, or had the power 
indeed, to pay themfelves again with fo exorbitant 
Intereft/j^

Surnamed the Galbtau, {till full of relentment for the 
Defeat at BeJriacum, made no difficulty to declare tor 
Vefpafian : In which they were influenced exceeding¬ 
ly by Primus Antonins ; A Perfon obnoxious to the Laws, 
convi&ed for Forgery in Nero's Reign. But among the

and was (o far in Galbas good Graces, as to have the 
Seventh Legion given him. Some think he lent to 
Otho with profers of his Service, but thofe not being 
thought worth acceptance, he was not concern d on 
either fide during that War. Now, as Vitellm his Inte- 
reft began to decline apace, he fell in with Vefpafian , 
and did him very confiderable Service; for he was a 
Man of Courage and Activity, of Eloquence and Per- 

fwafion ; a cunning fomenter of Mifrepreientation and 

Malice; expert at creating Differences, and at blow¬ 
ing them up into Mutiny and Faftion; an infatiable 
Oppreffor, and a profufe Giver; Not to be endured in 

time of Peace when Law could have its free Couile, 
and as little to be neglected in time of War, when In¬ 
trigue and mifehievous Qualities have fo much influ¬ 
ence. Thus the M a ft an and Pannonian Armies quick¬ 
ly uniting, brought over the Dalmatian too. The 
Common Soldiers there expreffing their good Inclina¬ 
tion, without any influence at all from then; Superior 
Officers. Titus Ampins Flavianus was at that time Lieu¬ 
tenant-General of Pannonia, and Pompews SuUanus of 
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Dalmatia, both Men of great Years, and great Subftance- 
But there was another fort of Man Procurator then, 
Cornelius Fufcus, in the prime of his Age, and nobly 
defcended: He had, when he was very young, ex- 
cufed himfelf from ading as Senator, fond of Eaie and 
Privacy, and reviving to retire altogether. After¬ 
wards he was Captain of his Colony for Gatta 3 from 
thence role to the Procuratorfhip, and now, efpoufing 
Vefpafians Caufe, was one of the warmed Men con¬ 
cerned in the War. He feemed to take greater Satif- 

fa&ion in Danger, than in the Pri^e and Reward td 
be attained by iti and thus loving Difficulty for its 
own fake, he was much fonder of any thing New, and 
in profped only, nay uncertain and hazardous in the 
purfuit, than of any Advantages already fure and in 
his own poffeffion. Antonius and He thus joyning 
Forces, leave nothing unattempted, but wherefoever 
there was the lead Difcontent, apply themfelves with 
great Diligence, to loofen and bring Men off from 
their Obedience. Letters accordingly were tent into 
Britain to draw over the Fourteenth Legion, and others 
into Spain for the Fird Legion, to the fame purpose, 
becaule both chofe Legions had formerly ferved under 
Oiho, and had particular Refentments againd Vttellm. 

Letters were likewife difperfed all over the GaUta $ 3 and 
in an inftanc of time a mighty War broke out in all 
Parts. For the Illyrian Armies now revolted openly, 
and the reft were as ready to follow that fide, which 
they faw Fortune moft inclined to favour. 

While thefe Matters were in agitation by Fefpafian 
and the Generals of his Party in the Provinces abroad ; 
Fitellm, whofe Sloth and Vices grew every day more 
notorious and defpicable at home, made frequent halts 
at every Town and pleafant Seat, where he could find 
Fnrcrtainmenc for his Luxury. Moving towards Rome 

with a flow March ; and a numerous Train. Three- 
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/core Thoufand Men in Arms attended him, all infa 


mous for infolent and licentious Behaviour

though Difcipline had been exercifed in the ftrideft and 
moft regular manner: But, to make this Grievance 
yet more infupportable, a mighty appearance of R#- 
man Senators and Gentlemen added greatly both to 
the crowd, and the diforder: Some of which upon a 
principle of Fear, Others from an officious Flattery, 
the Reft, and indeed almoft All, came at laft, to avoid 
the Imputation of fingularitv and difiatisfadion. Be- 
fides an infinite Number of rafcally Fellows well 

known to Vitelltus for the infamous Services done him. 


Buffoons, and Parafices, Players and Charioteers. For 
in fuch fcandalous Friends and Acquaintance as thefe, 


this Emperor took wonderful Satisfadion. By this 
means not only the Colonies arid Free Towns were 
beggered, by furnifhing Provifions for fo many Mouths, 
but the Farmers, and their Fields, (it happening to be 
then the Seafon of the Fruits being ripe ) were wafted 
and ravaged, as if they had been contriving to make 
havock of an Enemy’s Country. 

There had been many Outrages and frequent Blood- 
ftied among the Soldiers, after the Mutiny at Tici- 
num * ; For ftill the old grudge was kept up between 

the Legions and Auxiliaries: But when any Quarrel 
happened with the Country People, thefe then took 
one another’s Part, and treated Them as Common Ene¬ 
mies. But the bloodieft Encounter was about feven 
Miles ftiort of Rome . ViteUius there had delivered out 
to his Soldiers Provifions, in a manner and proportion 

more like the cramming of Gladiators, than the fu- 

ftaining 

* favja* 
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Raining of an Army: The Common People in pro. 
digious Numbers had difperfed themfelves in all Quar¬ 
ters of the Camp: Some of thefe, intending a fort of 
rough Jeft, had cut off the Soldiers Belts unobferved, 
and then began to rally them upon the Matter. They, 
who were not ufed to be affronted, could not bear the 


Jeft, but enraged at this difdainful ufage, fell upon the 
People, who had nothing to defend themfelves, with 
their drawn Swords. Among the (lain was found a 
Soldier’s Father, who came to meet and congratulate 
his Son; this Difcovery put fome reftraint upon their 
Furv and prevented the (bedding more innocent Blood. 
Bm in the City there was great Confufion, occafioned 
by the Soldiers breaking their Ranks, and crowding 
forward without Order. The Forum they chiefly 


thronged to, defirous to fee the Place where Galba 
was (lain. And in Truth, this was not a more {hock¬ 


ing fight than the very Spectators themfelves; with 
huge mafly Partifans in their Hands, and Hides ot 
Wild Beafts about their Shoulders, brawling and cuf¬ 
fing, and fometimes drawing upon the People, when 
they by their own ignorance or inadvertency had run 
upon the Crowd, or happened to juftle in their pat- 
fage, or fall in a flippery way. The Tribunes alio and 
other Principal Officers marched in Martial manner, 
with terrible Pomp and vaft Bodies of armed Men be¬ 
hind them. Vitellw himfeif came from the Melvian 


Bridge with Sword and Armour on, mounted on a 
ftately Horfe, putting the Senate and People before 
before him, as if he had been making his Entry into 
a City taken from an Enemy. And thus he had en- 
tred Rome , but that his Friends faw the indecency, and 

what conftruCtion would be made ; by whole Advice 
fuffering himfeif to be pet (waded, he changed his Ha¬ 
bit to a Roman Gown, and the Face of his Equipage 

so that cuftomary in Peace. The Four Standards ot 



the Legions marched in the Front, attended with as 
many Colours drawn out of other Legions; after 
Them the Banners of Twelre Wings, then the Foot^ 
in Ranks, and in their Rear the Horfe. Thefe were 
followed by four and Thirty Cohorts, diftinguiflied by 
the Names of the feveral Countries they belonged to, 
or the different forts of Arms they bore. Before each 
Standard went the feveral Camp Matters and Tribunes, 
and eldeft Centurions, all in white; the reft marched 
each with their refpe&ive Companies, glorioufly fine 
in Arms, and Marks of Honour; the private Soldiers 
too with their Furniture and Collars made a very fplen- 
did appearance. In fhort, the whole Cavalcade was 
brave and noble, and the Army much too good for 
fiich a Prince as VtttUius. In this order he went dire&Iy 
up to the Capitol, and meeting there his Mother, he 
paid her his Refpeds, and (aluted her with the Title of 

* Augufia . 

The day following he made a moft pompous Speech 
concerning himfeif; extolling his own Induftry and 
Temperance at a moft extravagant rate. You would 
have thought he had addrefied himfeif to fome Fo¬ 
reign Senate, and an Affembly who never knew nor 
heard of him; when, alas! the whole Audience were 
well acquainted with his fcandalous Debaucheries; and 
all Italy , through which he had lately marched with all 
the Marks of (nameles Riot and Sloth, had been Eye- 
Witneffes of his Conversion and true Character. 
But, all this notwithftanding, the Common People, 
whofe Hearts are always open upon fiich great Solem¬ 
nities, and fo well taught in nothing as in Flattery with¬ 
out diftin&ion of Perfon or Merit, according to Cu- 
ftom were loud in their Shouts, and liberal of their 

Applaufe, infomuch that they perfe&Iy conftrained him 
to take the Name of Augufus , in defpight of all hie 
Ref elutions to the contrary; And in good Truth, the 

accepting 


Emprefs* 
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accepting it now, and the refufing it before, were e* 
. qually infignificant to him. 

A City lb remarkably ftperftitious as Rome could not 
but make inaufpicious Conftrudions upon any Adion 
of Importance, done upon a Day infamous for former 
Calamities to the State. And accordingly it was interpre¬ 
ted,as exceeding ominouSjthat^r^/W/jupon his Entrance 
upon the Pontificate, Ihould iflue out his firfl Edids 
concerning Religion on the Eighteenth of July . A 
Day of lo melancholy remembrance in Roman Story, 
for the two great Defeats at Cremona and AUia , that 
People thought a Man guilty of fuch an abfurdity loft 
to all regard both of human and divine Laws; and all 
his Attendants and Friends fo ftupid and void of 
thought, that no Man fober and in his Senfes, could 
have behaved himfelf at this rate. But, when he ap¬ 
peared at the Solemn Afiembhes upon the Creation of 
new Conluls, his Deportment was full of Courtefie 
and Condefcention; and he affeded to render him¬ 
felf popular, after fo mean and naufeous a manner, 
that, whether he were in the Theatre at the Prizes, or 
in the Cirque at the Race, he laboured to ingratiate 
himfelf with the meaneft of the People, by concern¬ 
ing himfelf eagerly for lome one fide. 

All which Methods are indeed taking enough, and 
feidom fail to recommend a Man, when they proceed 
from Virtue and good Qualities; but in ViteUius, where 
every body knew they could have no fuch Foundation, 
they were defpifed as they deferved, and lookt upon 
as littlenels of Spirit, very unbecoming his Station. He 
alfo frequently appeared in the Senate, even when the 
Matters before them were of very fmall importance. 
It happened, that in fome Debate Helvidtus Prifcus, 

then Prstor eled, had given his Suffrage contrary to 
what ViteUius had moved for. This at firft gave him 
fome diforder, but the impreffion went no farther,

common Difcourfe by others, all contributed to en- 
flame the Quarrel, efpecially coo, confidcring that 
ViteUius was exceeding mutable, and gave greater 

countenance, fbmetimes to the one, fometimes to the 
other ; For Power and Princes Favour when too great 
is never conftant and to be Jong depended upon* 
They on the other hand were every whit as different¬ 
ly affe&ed toward Viteftiut ; and cither dreaded or 
defpis’d him , as they obferv’d the uncertainty of his 
Temper to fhift from one extreme to another, upon 
every flight Provocation or naufeous Flattery, unac¬ 
countable Piques or vile Submiflions. This put them 
upon making the beft ufe of their time, for getting 
the Seats, Gardens, and Revenues belonging to the 

Empire into their hands; while many wretched Ob- 
je&s among the Nobility, whom Galba had recall’d 
from Exile, found no manner of Compaflton from 
the Emperor, nor could obtain fo much as relief for 
their very Wants. This indeed was lookt upon as 
a worthy and a reafonable Favour, that he granted 
to all that return’d from Exile, the full Right of Pa¬ 
trons over their Freed-men ; But tho both the Nobi¬ 
lity and Commonalty of the City applauded the Gift, 
yet the Perfons concern’d found bwc a very poor ac¬ 
count in it; The difpofitions of Servants, which al¬ 
ways lie to tricking, evacuating the Defign, and con¬ 
triving a thoufand Frauds to conceal their Money, 
either by fome fecret contrivance of their own, or by 
putting it under the Name and Prote&ion of Great 
Perfons: and fome of them took a furer Courfe than 
cither, for by getting into the Emperors own Family, 
they grew above the Law, and too big for tneir 

Mafters. 

As for the Army, the number being much greater 

than the Camps could poflibly contain, the Overplus 

wert 
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were difpers’d in all quarters of the Town, loitering 
in the Porticos, and Temples, and every Street, with¬ 
out Ward, Watch fet, or any manner of Bufinefs or 
Exercife to keep them in ure; but taking rheir full 
fwing in the Debaucheries of the Town, and indul¬ 
ging Praftices not fit to be nam’d, their Bodies were 
wafted and enfeebl’d by Lazinefs, and their Spirits 
broken by Luxury and Luft. Nay there was no care 
taken fo much as to fecure their Health > Several 
of them were fufter’d to quarter among the damp un- 
wholfom Bogs about the Vatican , which bred a great 
Mortality among the common Soldiers; And the Ger- 
mans and Gauls , whofe Conftitutions were more apt 
to take Colds and other Diftempers, ruin’d their Bo* 
dies with immoderate and unfeafonable Swimming, a 
Remedy which their impatience of the Heat, and 
lodging upon the Banks of the liber, put them upon 
ufing to their very great prejudice. Then for the Or¬ 
der and Difciplme of the Militia, either Corruption 
or Imprudence had abfolutely confounded it all. There 
was contriv’d a new Eftablifhment of Standing Force* 
for Rome , Sixteen Praetorian and Four City Cohorts, 
each amounting to a thoufand Men. In the forming 
this Conftitution VaUns pretended to the greateft fh are, 
to which many things concurr’d. His having refeu’d 

C*cima out of imminent danger: And true it is, that 

from his joining the Army, the Advantage of that 
lide ought to be dated: and the ill Conftrudions, 
which the flownels of his march had expos’d him to, 
were efFe&ually got over by the Succefs of the Battle { 
Besides too, all the Troops of Lower Germany were in- 
tirely in his Interefts* And this preference given to 
a Rival, is thought by fome the firft occafion of ftag- 
gering Cacinna s Fidelity to Vitelltw . But Hill how in¬ 
dulgent foever the Emperor fhew’d himfelf to rhe Ge¬ 
nerals, hs was much more fo to the private Soldiers, 

every 
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every one here had the privilege ofchoofing his own 

Port, and without regard to Qualifications or Delert, 

might put himfelf upon the City Roll: and on the 
other hand, if any proper for this Service were con¬ 
tent to continue (till in the Legions or Wings, that 
was allow’d too: And many rather chofe to do io, 
upon account of the Diftempers and Unhealthfulnefs 
of the place, and the exceffive Heat of the Climate, 
which they found by no means to agree with their 
Conftitutions. But Bill the Legions and Wings were 
extremely weaken’d by this means, ana yet the Grace 
of the Prtetorian Camp mightily impair d at the lame 

time, while indeed it had the name of Twenty Thou- 
Iand| but then they were rather confuledly jumbled 

together, than regularly chofen Men. 

As Vitellius was haranguing the Army, > 

and Flavius, and Jiufims, who commanded in Gallia, 
were demanded, as Perfons obnoxious for having ap¬ 
pear’d in Arms for Vindex. Vitellius gave no check to 
{heir infolent and tumultuous Clamours; partly re- 
ftrain’d by his own natural Cowardice and Fear, part¬ 
ly, becaufe the day of the Donative came on, and he 
was fenfible he could not anfwer their Expectations. 
Since therefore it was not in his power to gratihe em 
with Money, he was content to anfwer it m every 
thine elfe. To fupply thefe Deficiencies, a Tax was 

laid upon all Freed-Servants of the Nobility, in pro- 

portion to the number of their Slaves. He, for his 
part whofe only concern teem d to lie, in contriving 

how' he Ihould fpend all that came in, built large and 
noble Stables for the Charioteers, provided frequent 
Shews of Gladiators and wild Beads: andfquander d 
away Money, as if the very plenty of it had been a

As foon as Carina over¬ 
took the Legions, he found upon the firft tampering, 
that both Officers and private Soldiers were exceeding 
well afFetded to Vitellius ; but, notwithflanding all their 
Obftinacy, his Artifices in time ioofened them from 
their Obedience. Bajjm had not the fame difficulties 
to grapple with, becaufe the Fleet who had lately 
ferved under Otbo , were upon that account the more 

readily difpofed to withdraw their Allegiance from his 
Enemy. 
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T HE Flavian Commanders, after This, Met in 

Councel at Petau, (where the Thirteenth Le¬ 
gion had their Winter Quarters) and managed 

their War-Matters with more Honour and 
Succefs. It was There put to the Qiieftion, whether to 
poflefs themfelves of the Paflesof the Fannoniajt Alpes, 
and ffand upon their Guard ; or to Advance, without 
more ado, and Puffi th e Main Caufe of Italy it felf to 
a Battel; as the Braver Enterprize of the Two. 

They that were for th® Dilatory way of flaying for 
more Forces, and Protracting the War, took Occajionto 
enlarge upon the Force and Reputation of the German Le¬ 
gions ;

They 
TalFd Big, *tis true, but Men that are Beaten fink in 
their Courage. Now if we were once Makers of the 

Alpes, Mu cian us and his Troops would be quickly up with 
us out of the Eaft; Vefpafian would fupply us with 
Shipping ; we (hould have All the Provinces to Friend; 
and confequently, Men and Neceffaries fufflcient for Ano¬ 
ther War, if there fhould be Occafion : So that a little Pa¬ 
tience would make us every Day Stronger and Stronger, 
without any Hazard of loftng what we had already. 
Antonius Primus (a Violent Inflamer of the War.) 

was, on the Other fide, altogether for DifpatchV 

infixing upon it, that nothing could be more for Their 
Inter eft, or more Deflruciive to Vitellius. The Enemy, 
he faid, was fo far. from being more Daring and Vigorous 
for their Late Victory, that on the Contrary, they were only 
grown more Slothful , and Effeminate, There was not a 
Man of them to be found at his Command, or upon the 
Place of Arms ; but Guzzling and Pampering Themfelves, 
up and down the Pleafant Towns of Italy, ayd Dangerous 
only to their Hofts. Nay the Bolder and the Fiercer they 
were before This Licentious Diffolution, the more Abandon'd 
would they be now to the Liberty of Indulging Them]elves 
in a Courje of Pleafures they had not been us d to. Their 

Busnefs, in fine, lay in the Circus; the Theaters; and 

Other Unmanly Diverfions, to the common Ruin both of 
Mind and Body .

One and Ally for Antonins , as the 
only Man of Courage and Condu<3, and would not en¬ 
dure fb much as to hear of any Other. He got him- 
felf This Reputation by his Behaviour at a Publique 
Meeting, upon the Reading of fome Letters from 
Vefpapan, where it was obferv’d, that he did not keep 
himfelf upon a Referve, under Ambiguityes and 
Double-Meanings, as Others commonly did, and fo 
to accommodate an Interpretation afterward to his Ad* 
vantage; but enter’d frankly into the Merit of the 
Caufe, and Treated the Soldiers as his Companions in 
the Fortune of the War, Good or Bad, which was the 
Higheft Obligation he could lay upon them. 

The Next in Authority to Antonius , was Cornelius 
Fufcus the Procuratory who was fo Open, and fo Bitter 
an Enemy to Vitellius, that he was never to hope for 
Mercy, in Cafe of a Mi (carriage. Titus Ampins Fla - 
vianus, the Lieutenant General of Vannonia ; a Man 
Naturally Slow' apl Heavy, and yet more fo by the 
Burden of Years ne had upon him. : This Flavianus 
lay under a Strong Sufpicion of a Secret underftanding 
with his Kinfman Vitellius : which was chiefly grounded 
upon his quitting the Army, at the Firft Breaking out 
of the Revolt, and returning afterward of his Own 
Accord ; in order, as was prefum’d, to the Advancing 
of fome Treacherous Deflgn. For after his Relin- 
quilhing Vannonia , and his Retiring out of Harm’s 
way into Italy , he took up his Old (Jommand again, 
out of a Delire of Novelty, at the Inftance of Corne¬ 
lius Fufcusy and play’d the part of an Incendiary in 
the Promoting of a Civil War. Not, that Flavianus 
was of himfelf fo Confiderable, but the very name of 

a Lieutenant General was enough to give Credit to a 

Party, though at That Time but beginning to Shew 
their Heads. Letters were lent upon This to Haften 
away Aponius Saturvinus with the Moefian Army to fe- 

curc a Paffage into Italy . And for fear of leaving the 
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v inces expos’d to the Barbarous Borderers, upon the 
with-drawing of the Legion^ The Heads of the Sar * 
mata jazyges , and the Principal Men of the Country, 
were taken into the War : and they offer’d the Service 
likewife of the Common People, and Strong Bodyes 
of Horfe; (the only Force they valu’d themfelves upon) 
but for fear of Confpiracys and Factions, and of 
Trading to Mercenaryes that fought purely for Mony, 
without any Regard to Honefty and Honour; they 
durft not entertain This Propofal. But for the Suevi- 
ans , a People of more Faith and Probity ; and the 

Romans Ancient Allyes: Two of their Kings, Sido 
and Italicus, were gain’d over. Rktia flood for Vi¬ 
tellius under the Command of Vortius Septimius the 
Procurator ; his True and Unchangeable Friend; with 
Garrifons on the Other fide to keep a Check upon 

him. So that Sextilius Felix was aifpatch’d away with 
th zAurian Wing, Eight Cohorts, and a Ssleift Body of the 
Youth of the Country, to poflefs himfelf of the Banks 
of the River Enus , that parts Rhetia , and Noricum. 

There was little of A&ion on either hand, but the 
Fortune of the War was decided elfe where. 

z. Arrius Varus, was a Man of More Valour than 
Virtue *> he got his Military Reputation under Corbula 
in Armenia, and it is (aid that he Bafely Calumniated 
him afterward to Nero in Requital: who gave him a 
Confiderable Gommiflion for the Good Office: But 
as it was the Reward of an Infamous A&ion, fo, how 
Wellcome foever, at firft, it prov’d his Ruin in the 

Conclufion. 

This Varus joyn’d Antonius Primus , as he was upon 
his March toward Italy, with a Party of Horfe, and 
certain Detachements out of the Cohorts. They took 
Apuleta and the Country about it, in their Paffage; 
and'after a Friendly Reception at Opitergium , and At- 
tlnum, they left a Garn(on in the Latter to defend it 
againft the Naval Force of Ravenna ; (which was re- 
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volted it feems; though as yet they knew nothing of 
it) and fo they advanced to Vadoua, and Ejle. They 
were there given to underftand, that Three ViteUian 
Cohorts , and, the Scribonian Wing (as they call’d it} 
were at Ferrara, and had laid a Bridge over the River 
there. They had it in their Intelligence alfo, that they 
Jay Ioofe and Carelefs, arid fo took the Opportunity 
of falling upon them by Surprize. They gave the At¬ 
tack by Break of day, and finding them without ei¬ 
ther Guard or Arms, they I^ili’d and Took what they 
pleas’d. But having it in their Inftrudions beforehand, 

not to put it to a Bloody Execution, but rather after a 

Moderate Slaughter, to try what might be done by 
Terror, or Other Means, to bring the Reft over: 
There were divers came in immediately upon Terms 
of Quarter, but the Greater Part made their Efcapes 
over the River, and by breaking down the Bridge put 

a flop to the Enemy’s Purfuit. 

Upon the Noyfe and Fame of This Vi&ory, being 

the Flavians Firft Eflay, there came prefently to Pa- 
Joua Two Legions ; that is to fay, the Seventh call’d Gat- 
buna , and Gemma, the Thirteenth , with Vedius A quit a 
the Lieutenant of it, and Titus Ampins Flavians Lieu¬ 
tenant General of P amenta : All in Good Heart and 
ready for A&ion. While they lay There to Refrelh 
the Army, Minucius Juflus, CampMajler to the Se¬ 
venth Legion, was with much adoe refeu’d from the 
Rage of the Soldiers; for Exercifing a Striker Diri 
cipline, they laid, then flood with the Circumftances 
of a Civil War; and fo they fent h i m to Vefpafian. An- 

tonius at the fame time commanded all the Statues of

Galba that had been thrown down, or defac’d, in the

Soon after This, Carina took up his Station betwixt 
Hofiilia in the Territory of Cremona , and the Fenns a- 
long the River Tartarus ; a Safe and Advantageous 
Pod:; with the River at his Back, and a Morafs on 
each fide of him. Now Antonius had as yet only Two 
Legions with him; for the Moe/ian Army was not as 
then come up. So that if Cactnna had but been Honeft, 
and True to his Truft, the Vitellians might have made 
Pure either of Deft toying Thofe Two Legions, or elfe 
of Beating them fhamefully back again out of Italy . 
But Cacinna Perfidioufly Trifled away his Time, with¬ 
out making any Advantage of Thefe Opportunstyes, 
and inftead of bringing them to’Reafon by Force of 
Arms (as he might and fhould have done) he only 
treated them with Schooling Epiftles: till in the End, 
after (everal Meflages back and forward, the Bargain 
was Struck and the Articles of the Treachery agreed 
upon. 

In This Interim ca.m&Apo»ius Sat urn inns, with Clait- 
diana the Seventh Legion, under the Command of Vip- 
fanius ■ Me(fdlla a Tribune: a Great Man both in Him- 
jfelf and in his Extra&ion; and the only Conflderable 
Perfon that engaged in This War upon a Principle of 
Honour. There were as yet but Three Legions come 
up ; a Number that fell much fhort of the Vitellians ; 
and yet Cacinna kept plying them with Letters of Re¬ 
proach, admiring how they durft fhow their Heads a- 
gain, after fuch a Baffle. They dropt a Word now 
and then alfo to the Honour of the Germans. Some¬ 
what was faid of Vitellius , but it was Little and Ordi¬

ced with them againft the Enemy. This was fo Ge¬ 
nerous an Action, that it put a ftand to about a Hun¬ 
dred of the Runaway Horfe, out of pure fhame, even 
in the middle of their Flight. 

This happen’d un a Narrow Paflage > a River be¬ 
hind them, and the Bridge broken down, which, with 
the Steepnefs of the Banks, and the uncertainty of 
the Depth of the Channel, did all together, contri¬ 
bute to the Obflrti&ing of their Courfe. Under the - 
favour of this Accidenc,. they retriv’d the Fortune of 
the Day. For the Vitelltans Charging them loofe and 
out of Order, and the Other .receiving them Clofe 
and Firm, they Rood the Shock and worfted the E- 
nemy. Antonius , upon thisDifafter, made his Advan¬ 
tage of the Confufion, and following the Blow, car- 
rv’d all before him, while the R'eft of the Soldiers were 
eicher Pillaging, Spoiling, taking Prifoncrs, Horfes, 

Arms, or fome other fort of Booty as the Humour led 
them. And fueh a fhouting ail this while of Joy and 
Triumph, as brought back the very Fugitives and Strag- 
lers out of the Fields and their Hiding Places, to take 
. part of the Vi<ftory. 

They got fight after this of the Enfigns of the two 
Legions Rapax and Italica , abt ut fbme Four Mile 
from Cremona : for fo far they had advanc’d upon the 

Reputation of the Firft fuccefs of their Cavalry, at the 
beginning of all. But when their Fortune fell off, 
they were quite undone Tor want of Conduct, and 
the very word of Command.

^When Antoniui found the Enemy ftagger’d and wa, 
vering, he made a Pulh with the Msftan Asmhaney, 
under the Command of Mejjalla to iecond him ; who 
accounted thofe Troops, though but of a Later Stand¬ 
ing, a Match even for the Legions Themfelves: efpe- 
cially fo near Cremona , where the Hope they had of 
coming off by a Fair Retreat, made them have the 
Lefs mind to ftand it out. The Combat was Sharp, 
and Doubtful, and Antonins, without Depute, had 1 the 
Better on’t, but he was yet fo feniible of the Hardlhips 
of That Day, by Wounds, and otherwise, both upon 
Man and Horfe, that he Chole rather, at prefent, to 

Refrelh his Troops, than to Prolecufe his Viftory. 
About the Dusk of the Evening up came the whole

U£on This Poynt of Time there was heard a Mighty 

Shout, and What was ic but the Third Legions Salutati¬ 
on,, 
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on, after the Syrian Cuftome, to the Ripng Sun. It 
pafs’d however, either by Chance, or Defign, for a 
Greeting betwixt the Two Armyes upon the coming 
up of Mucianus. Antonins emprov’d the Rumour, and 
Marching up dire£Hy % to the Enemy, as upon the En¬ 
couragement of Thofe Imaginary Supplyes, the Vitel¬ 
lians gave way as Men hurry’d on by a Brutall Impetus > 
without any thing of Deliberation or Condud. When 
Antonins found them Shrinking, he follow’d his Blow, 
and with one Clofe, Home Charge, brake them all to 
pieces ; and it was in a Place too, where there was no 
Poffibility of Rallying, for the Machines and Carn¬ 
ages that Block’d up the Way. The whole Paflage, in 
fine, was cover’d with the Purfuers. The Slaughter 
was the more remarkable, for an Inftance of One Sol¬ 
dier in the Medly that had the hard Hap to kill his 
Own Father. You lhall have the Names, and the Sto¬ 


ry* upon the Credit of Vipfanius Mejjalla the Reporter 
of it. 


Julius Manfuetus , a Spaniard , and a Soldier in the 
Rapax-Ugion , left a Son behind him under Age when 
he went into the War: This Young Man grew up and 
Was afterward lifted a Soldier in. the Ssaventh, or the 


Galba- Legion. It was his Fortune to Encounter and 
Mortally to Wound his own Father in the Battell, 
and it fo fell out, that upon the Stripping and Rifling 
of him, (though half dead allready) they came to 
know one Another. The Son upon This Difcovery, 
took up the Body in his Arms, and moft tenderly be* 
fought the Ghoftof his unhappy Father not to impute 
This to his Son as a Parricide, for it was in truth a Pub- 


lique Crime and the Civil War was to anfwer for it. But 
' alas ! fays he 5 What is one Private Soldier to the Main 
Caufe ? With Thefe words he imbrac d the Body, digg’d 
a Hole in the Ground, and fo pay’d his Father his laft 
Funeral Duty. This was taken Notice of far and 
near, and became quickly the Difcourfe of the whole 

Army 3 
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Army. Curling and Lamenting the Unnaturall Mile- 
ryesof an Inteftine War. But Friends and Relations 
fared never the better for This Hypocritical I Pi tty: for 
the War went on nevcrthelefs; and it. is buf a Matter 
of Courle for People to Condemn what they do not 
like, and then to Do what they Condemn. 

' Upon their coming to Cremona , they found a New 
and a Hard piece of Work vet behind, that they were 
not aware of The German Soldiers in the War againfi: 
Otho, having joynd their Camp to the ^Walls of the 

Place, and then Fortify’d it with other additional! 

Works for their better Security: the Flavianifts were 
not a little (larded at That way of Proceeding, and the 
Generalls themfelves at a Lofs what Mealiires to take. 
It would not be Advifeable, they thought, to venture 

upon an Aflault, with an Army that was now quite 
Harrafs’d out with perpetual Duty Day and Night; 
and no Retreat within Diflance neither in Cafe of 
Need. And Then to think of Going back to Bebria- 
cAm ; which it would not only be a Tedious and an In- 
collerable March, but it would over and above Fruflrate 
the Victory allready obtain d, and prove the Undoing 
of all they had Done. Or Ihould they lit down now 
to Fortify in Form, with fo Strong an Enemy at hand^ 
the Danger would be the Sallying out upon them be-, 
fore they , were Entrench’d. But above all the Reft, the 
Generalls greatell Difficulty was from their own Soldi¬ 
ers ; for Delay was worle then Death to them, they 
liked nothing that was fafe; but Temerity pafs’d with 
them for Valour and they grounded their Hopes uport 
it. As to the Matter of Slaughter, Wounds, and Bloud, 
the Profpe<5fc of Booty made all Thofe Difficultyes 

feem eafy to them. 

Upon Thele Conliderations Antomus gave order for 

a Generali Affaulr. The Fight began at a Diftance 

with Arrows and Stones; wherein iho'ViteUtam had 

the Advantage of the Higher Ground : but upon

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Coming nearer, hand to hand, every Region had its 
Particular Poll affign’dtt; what Gate what Whrk they 

foould attack. By This Method of Diftin&ion, they 
did not only fee how every Man Behav d hunieli:. 
Well or III, but likewife contra&ed a General Simu¬ 
lation who Ihould do Bell. The Eighth and the Seventh 
(call’d Claudiana) had the Right Hand of the Camp. 
The Thirteenth went in a Hurry to the Brejaan Gate. 
And here they made a little Paufe, till they could get 
themfelves a Provilion of Spades, Axes, Hooks, and 
Ladders outcf the Neigbounng Villages. And then 

under the Proteaion of a Target ov f r * heir 
Heads, they advanc’d up to the Wal.s: The Vitelhans 

Tumbling down vail Stones upon them to break and 

diforder their Frame of Defence: which afterwards by 

Force of Pikes and Lances was Looten’d and dii- 

joynted, and the Men under it deftroy d with a Great 

Slaughter: both Sides being Equally Skilld all this 

while in the Roman Art and Difciphne of War. 

The Service was fo Hot, and the Soldiers lo weary, 

and in truth fo Crofs and Deaf to all Offices of En¬ 
couragement, that the Flavians were upon the very 
Poynt of pefpondmg when their Commanders fetch d 

up their Hearts again, by minding them that Cremona, 

and the Pillage of it, was the Prize at Stake. It is 

hard to fay whether This was the Conceit of Hormus, 
according to MeJJalla , or of Antonias, as Cams Plinius 

will have it: But moft Certain it is, that whether the 
One or the Ocher, it was an A&ion yet, how Lewd 
foever, that anfwer’d the Ciiara&ers both of their 


Lives and Manners. 


The Flavians upon This Irritati¬ 


on, without any Regard to Wounds and Ilazaids, fell 
immediately to Sapping the Ramparts ana Battering 
the Gates: fome of them getting upon their Compa¬ 
nions Shoulders, Others, mounting a Second Stage of 
Targets, where they lay’d hold of the very Hands or 
their Enemves, and Siez’d their Arms, in This Con- 

Q, m 
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fli<5t foma that were wounded, Others that were not; 
fome Gafping, Others Expiring; they came ail 

tumbling down together, and made a Repreleittittion 
of Death in all manner of Shapes. But the Seventh 
and the Third Legions were the Heroes that Signinzd 
thsmieives beyond all the reft ; and Jntohius Himleli 
in the Head of them, with the Choyceft of his AuXiha- 
ryes. The Vitelliam found by this time that they were 
not able to (land the Shock, and that all the Weapons 
they threw glanced off Irom the Enemyes Engines or 
Defence, without doing any Execution, fo that with¬ 
out any moie adoe, they caft down the Bahfta k *sir, 
their Principal Machine; which, as it Grulh’d all un¬ 
it to pieces where it fell; So it drew the Battlements 
and the upper part of the Ramparts along with it: 
and there fell like wife at the fame time and Place, a 
certain Turret that was broken down by a Battery or 

Stones. . .y. rpL' 

While the Seventh Legion was preffing upon I his 

Breach, the Third, with their Axes and Swords forced 
the Gate. It paffes without Contradiction that Caius 
VoluJim a Common Soldier of the Third Legion was 

the Firft Man that enter’d the Place. He mounted the 

Works; and beat down all Oppofers, giving all People 

to Underftand with his Hand and Voyce that the Town 
was taken ; whereupon the Reft follow d him ; and 
th z Vitelhans, in This Ccnfternacion, leap’d down the 
Ramparts to Shift for themielves. The whole Di-

There was a Bitter Sen¬ 
tence pa I's’d upon Cacinna, and Lucttu Vaelltus was the 
Firft Man that appear’d againft him, and foat went 
thorough the whole Body in a well Diflembled Indigna¬ 
tion; To fee, as they fay’d, aConful betray the Com¬ 
mon-Wealth ; a General, his Prince; and a Minion or 
Favourite, under aThoufand Obligations, to betray his 

Benefa&or anfl Patron; Now This was only an Arti¬ 
ficial way of Venting their own Paffions under the 
Colour of a Refpeft for ViteUws. And not one Word 
of Reproach all this while upon any of the Flavian 
Commanders, but only in general, that the Army was 
much to blame. And fo for Vefpafian, they never fo 

much as mentioud his Name, and kept off as much 
as poffible from the leaft touch upon his Conduct 
and Proceedings. There paft at this time a molt Ri¬ 
diculous Requeft, and as Ridiculous t Grant. Catcmna 
was now out of his Confulfhip, within one Day* and 
Rofcius Regains petition’d for the Remainder or his 
Time and obtain’d it. So that in One and the fame 
Dav» (the Laft of 03&ber) he both took the Conlulihip 
upon him, and refign’d it: a thing never heard of be¬ 
fore (as was Noted by Men of Obfervation and Ex¬ 
perience) to put One Magiftrate in before Another 
was out, without either feme Failing in the Creation, 
or fome Exprefs Law made to Juftify it. CamnmsRe- 
bilus, ’tis true, had the Confullhip confer d upon him 
for one Day and no more, in the time when Casus Cafar

8 , Fabius Valentj in this interim , with his Dmolute 

Train of Capons and Concubines, kept marching on

He 
was encounter’d in hisProgrefs by feveral Express one 
after another, with the News of Bafuss Treachery 
upon the Navy at Ravenna ; (o that if he had but vi¬ 
gorously profecuted his Journy as he Should have done, 
he might either have come up time enough tp prevent 
Cacinnah Revolt (for he was as yet but wavering) or 
he might have joyn’d the Legions before the Blow was 
ftruck. Some about him were of Opinion tor his 
Crofting the Country thorough Bv-Ways, fo as to a- 
voy’d Ravenna; with a Party of Jus Friends, and 
Good Guides along with him and lo to make all 
the Haft he could to Hofiilia , or Cremona. Others were 
for drawing the Bratonan Cohorts out of the City, and 
lo Forcing their PaSTage. But fCalem trifled away thole 

Opportunityes informalities of Deliberation , that 
fhouldhave been employ’d upon Aibon ; and at lalt, 
wh’en neither of the Advifes pleas d him, he^cook a 
Middle way, which in a difficulty was the worn or all, 
when a Man is neither Daring enough on the one 
hand, to encounter a Danger, nor Provident enough 

on the other to divert it. Now the Medium he pitch ai 
upon was to follicite VitelLus by Letters, for Relief; 

who thereupon fent him an Enforcement of Three Co¬ 
horts, with a flrinfh Body of Horfe : which were too 
many for a Feint, or a Pretence, and too few for an 
Attack. But Valms in all his. Extremities was not re¬ 
form’d one jot yet from his old Scandalous Practice of 

unlawful Pleafiires, polluting all Places where ever he 
came, with Adulteries, and otimExcravaganc Lults: 

for he had Power and Mony at dBmmand, which witti 

a Luxurious Appetite is enough toconlummace the Mi- 

feriss of a Sinking Fortune. . HC 
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He came at length, upon the arrival of his Horfe 
and Foot, to find the error of his Proceedings, for as 
they were not enough to Force the Enemy, fuppofing 

the other hand, to fufpeft their Integrity. But yet be¬ 
twixt the Shame of Doing a Bafe Thing, and the Re 
verence they had for the Prefence of their General, 
they were kept for a while in fome fort of Awe But 

monl Men that Value neither their Lives, nor their 
Credit, ('dins under This Apprehenfion fentjhe Co¬ 
Ke the Rear: while he H.mfelfwith fome few 
Brave Men in his Company that had flood Right in all 
Fortunes, turn’d off into Umbria, and fomEwia 
At This Place it was that Valens got the fii ft Notice of 
the Defeat at Cremona, whereupon there came a Bol 

Thought into his Head, which would have been a Glo¬ 
rious Ixploit if it had fucceeded. His Pro,ea was to

Valent him (elf, and thofe about him, that it put a check 
to the Refolution : for Valerius Paultnus , Procurator, 


and a Perfon of great Authority in Thofe Parts; a 

Brave Soldier; and an old Friend of Vefpafians, even 

before his Greatnefs, had already given the Oath ot 
Allegiance in the name of Vefpafian, to all the Cities 
thereabouts, and he had like wife enter d all Thole up¬ 
on the Roll that ViteUius had difehargd, and vohmU' 
rily offer d themleives to the Service: belide the main¬ 
tain ingmf a Garifon in the Forum Juki, which was the 
very Key of the Coaft. The Intereft and Reputation 
of Paulinas was fo much the greater too, by his being 
a Native of the Place : and a Man of Great Credit 

among the Pratorian Cohorts , having been; formerly 
their Tnhune. The Burghers had alio an Efteem tor 
him as their Countryman, and they were the for¬ 
warder to ferve him, in hope of being the Better for it 
another Day. The V'nelliam were down in the Mouth 
already, and upon the Hammering of 1 hefe Pompous 
Stories into their Heads, Fahtus Valent made away im¬ 
mediately to the Ships *, with only Four Spearmen, 

Three Select Friends, and as many Centurions, to bear 

him Company. Maturut and the Reft that ltaid be¬ 
hind, were left at Liberty, either to Swear to Vejpa - 
Ban, or not, as they thought fit. Valent in fine was 
Safer undoubtedly at Sea then a Shore, but what to do 
there, he was not as yet refold’d: only he rmind the 
Choice eafier what to Avoid, then what to Trult to. 
He was driven in the End by Contrary Winds upon the 
Si oec hades : certain Iflands belonging to Marjeilleti 
where he was taken up by Gallics that were lent by 
Tanimus to leize him. 9' Upon

9 , Upon the taking of Valent, the Provinces went all 
over to the Conqueror, and the Firft Legion in Spain, 
call’d the Adjutrix , was the Firft that led the way: 
which for Otbos fake was an Enemy to VitelBus * and 
was follow’d by the Sixth and the Tenth. Frame was 
not long after: nor Brit any ; and in a more elpecial 
manner.* Vefpafian having fignalizd himlelf the^ tor 
a Great Captain in the Command of the Second Le¬ 
gion under Claudius ; but not without muttering and 
oppofition elfewhere: For there were feveral Centu¬ 
rions and Soldiers of Vttclliuss promoting, that having 
a Prince they had try’d already, were not willing to 

change their Mafter. . ' tl 

Upon Thefe Heartburnings, and the Talk every 

where of art Inteflint War ; the Britains took Courage, 
and at the Inftigation of Venufim , enter’d into a Re¬ 
bellion. This Vtnufius, over and above his own Na¬ 
tural Fiercenefsf and the Violent Averfion he had to 
the very Name of a Roman, had yet a more Power¬ 
ful Incentive in the Perfon of Carthifmandua ; the 
Queen of the Brigantes , and a Princefs of an Illuftri- 
ous Defcent; who made her felf yet more confidera- 
ble, by a moft Difhonourable A<ft of Treachery up¬ 
on King Cara&acus ; whom ihe firft betray d, and 
then deliver’d up to Claudius Cafar for the Glory and 
Ornament of his Triumph. This was the making of 
her Fortune; and of Wealth came Luxury: aipd in 
the Licenfe of that Riotous Humour, fhe caft ouVenu- 
fius her Rightful Husband, and took Velocatus his Ar¬ 
mour-bearer into his Place, both in her Bed, and Go¬ 
vernment. This Lewd Extravagance prov’d in a lhorc 
time the Ruine of her : the People were for the Hus¬ 
band, but the Wanton*, Cruel Queen and her Party 

for the Adulterer; and all in a Confufion. Venufius, 
upon this Provocation, got an Army together, ana 
with the Help of a Defertion from the Brigantes them- 

felves, made a War upon the Queen, and put her to 

iuch

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fiich an Extremity, that if it had not been for fome 
Enforcements of Horfe and Foot that fhe obtain d 
from the Romans , Ihe had been utterly loft: but after 

feveral Encounters with Succefi, thofe fupplies brought 

her off in her Perfon, while the Kingdom went to 
Venupm , and the War to Us. Betwixt the Ignorance 

and Carelefnefs of the Commanders, and the Sediti* 

ous Humour of the Legions, Matters went very ill 
with Us at that time in Germany .* fo that what with 
Foreign Force, and Falfe Brethren among our felves, 
the Empire was brought to the very Brink of Deftru- 
aion. But of the War itfelf, (which was long.) with 
the daufes and Events of it, we fliall fay mote here* 

The Dacians at the fame time began hkewife to Be 
troublefom: a People-at the Beft without Faith, but 
now without Fear' too, by the withdrawing of the M<z- 
ftan Army. They contented themfelves at the Begin¬ 
ning to ftand Bill awhile, and look on 5 but when 
they came to find Italy all in a Flame, and the Pro¬ 
vinces every where didided among themfelves, they 
took the Opportunity of breaking in upon the Main 
Camp of the Wings and Cohorts, and made-them- 
felves Mafters of both fides of the Danube. And they 
were now in a Fair way to have done as much for 
the Legions, if Mucianus s being already inform d of 
the Victory at Cremona , had not brought up the Sixth 
Legion * and prevented the Mifchief; for it would 
have gone hard he few with the Empire, if Two Fo¬ 
reign Powers the Germans and the Dacians , Ihould 

have fall’n in upon them at the fame time from fe¬ 
veral Quarters. It was a wonderful Providence,. the 
arrival of Mucianus upon that* precife Point of time, 

with his Eaftern Forces, and to have Matters To weU 

over at Cremona in the interim . But this is not the ftrit 

time that Fortune hath befriended the Remans .

Fonteius Agrippa, after a Year (pent in the Govern¬ 
ment of Afia, was now made Lieutenant-General of 
Mejia: with a Competent Strength aflign’d him out 
of the Vitellian Legions , which was look’d upon as a 
Point of Political Prudence; both in keeping them 
difpers’d and in the hampering of them in a Foreign 
War. And the People were, at this time as Unquiet 
elfewhere too. As for Example. There was one A- 
nicetus , a Freed-man of ?olemo s the King of Pontus; 
and a Perfon formerly in Great Place and Authority, 
but at prefent highly Difgufted at the Reducing of 
the Kingdom to a Province. This Anicetus, a Bar¬ 
barous Bond-Slave in Pontus , and formerly the Kings 
Admiral, put the whole Country all on a fudden into 
» Commotion, by Lifting and Inveigling the Inha¬ 
bitants into the Party of Vitellius, and woi king upon 
their Neceflicies by the Hopes and A durances of Ra¬ 
pine and Booty. When by Thefe Arts and Praftices 
he had gotten together a Confiderable Strength, he 
took Tarpezus by Surprize, an Antient City of Afid 
upon the uttermod Borders of the Euxine Sea , and 
Founded by the Greeks. There was a Cohort cue 

off upon the taking of it, which in time pad was in 

the King’s Pay; but coming afterwards to be made 
Free or Rome> they only made Ufe of Our way of 
Arming and Difcipline, b .t duck to the Grecian 

Methods ftill, in the Diffoluti-on of Order and Man¬ 
ners. He fet Fire to the Navy too, without any Op- 
pofition or Obftru&ion : For Muc'tanus having order’d 
the Soldiery and the Bed of the Gallies away to Con- 
fiantinople , the Sea and the Coads were all open : 
which gave the Barbarians more Scope for th eir In- 
folences and Pillage. And thereupon 
felves in all had a fort of Boats that they called Ca¬

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People had beenleft ar Liberty: they would have con¬ 
tented themfelves with the Bare Truth of Things ; 
whereas this Prohibition made them reprefent Matters 
work rhn they we r e. Nay the Flavian Commanders 
Themfelves did their Parts alfb towards the Amplifying 
of the Rumour : for as they took any of Vitelltus's Spyes 
they carry'd them up and down the Camp, and when 
they had ihew’d them the Glory and the Strength of 
their Victorious Arnly, they fentthem back again to their 
Matter, who had them privately Examin'd and then 
put to Death. But there was one memorable Inftance 
above all the reft, of a Generous Bravery in the Cafe 
of Julius Agrejlts, a Centurion. He had taken a great deal 
of Pains to Reafon Vitcllius into the Refolution of a Man 
of Courage, and when he faw the Thing was not to 
be done, he prevailed at laft, that He himfelf might 
be fenc out to learn the State of the Enemy s Army, 
and the Smry of Cremona . This being granted, he 
went no Sneaking way to Work to Impofe upon Antonius 
as a Spye 3 but told him, in ,Plain Terms, his Commiffi- 
onjiis Intent, and his Bus : nefs, and fo defired the Liber¬ 
ty to fee, what was to be feen. So Antonius fenc People, 
along with him to fhow him the Field of Battle: the 

R.uins oi Cremona , and the Broken Legions. Upon 
the Centurion’s Return with the Report ol what he had 
feen, Fit^Uius would not believe one word he faid, but 
charged him with Corruption and Treachery, over and 
above. Wtil! fays Agreftis; Since This Evidence will 

mot ferve the Turn, and that my Lcfe or Death are things 
jo Indifferent to You, I jhall provide you Proof of it to put 

all out of doubt : and fo he went out and confirm’d what 
he had faid with his Bloud.

He came at laft, at the Requeft of h.s Army, which 

was at that time before Meuatua, up to the Camp Him¬ 
felf with a long Train of Senators at his Heels. Some tor 
Pomp, but more for Fear i and in a Diftra&ion what to 
do only when he had Choice of Councels before him, 
he would commonly take the worft. As he was once 
Haranguing his Solders, there came fluttering over his 
Head lo Prodigious a Flock of Birds of 111 Prefage, that 
the very Air was darken’d with them, and this Prodigy 
was follow’d with as ill boding an Omen. There was a 
Bull,that being deign’d for a Sacrifice, brake loofe from 

the Altar; overturn'd the Sacrificing Veflels, and was ac 
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laft knock’d down a great way From the Place where 
the Sacrifices were ufiially kill'd. But the moft Horrid 
Portent of all Portents was Vitellius himfelf: a Prince 
that was neither cut out for a Soldier, nor for a Statef- 
man .* a Prince that underftood nothing at all of War, 
neither the Dilcipline or the Duties of it; when to Pro- 
tra<a, or when to Quicken it, or the Military Methods 
of Defence and Attack: He knew nothing of all 
This,but as he was told it. He was fo Timerous that his 
Lips and his Knees would tremble at every idle Ru¬ 
mour, befide that, ac the Belt, he was feldom Sober. 
In the Conclufion he grew Sick of the Camp, and up¬ 
on the News of the Navy’s Revolt at Mifenum , he went 
back to Rome: the laft Blow though never fo fmall ftill 
making the deepeftlmpredion upon him; and onthe 
other hand, he was as Carelels of Matters of the great- 
eft Importance. What could he have done better in 
the World, when his Army was in Heart, and entire, 
and the Enemy in a manner ftarving betwixt Hunger 
and Coid, then to have Attack’d them in their Polls 
upon that Odds ? But Vitellius , inftead of puihing at 
the Appennine, when he might have carry’d all before 
him, he was for the difperfing his Troups, and Sacri¬ 
ficing the braveft] Men he had; Contrary to the Opi¬ 
nion of the Beft Officers about him, as they would 
have told him if he had but ask d the Queftion. But 
Vitellius s Flatterers and Favourites kept Honeft Men 
and Sound Advice ac a diftance, and had 10 Vitiated 
the Prince’s Pallate that he found nothing agreeable, 

but what was Pernicious to him. 

Now to Tee the Mifchief that one Bold Man may do

Compaffion: as in Words, Tears, Actions, large and 

unreafbnable Promifes; and All at the rate of a Man 

in a Fright, and at his Wits end with Fear. Nay and he S 

was now fo far come down as to content himfelf with 

the Title of Cafar, which he had rejected before, out 

of a Superfluous Phancy upon the Name: befide that 

lying at prefent under a Dread, Senfeor Nonfenfe was 

all indifferent to him, in a Cafe where Wife-Men and 

Fools are heard both alike. But it fared with This. 

& 

as with Other Inconfiderate Actions, that are Strong 
at firfl, and then fall ofF at Leifure. So was it here 
with the Senators and Gentlemen that gave Vitelhus 
the Slip. They began, by little and little, and not 
without fome Relu&ancy, and behind his back; but 
in the End, they own’d their Diflikes Bare facd; and 
Vitdlius in mere Shame quitted the Purfuit of what he 
ftw he could not attain. 

ii. As the Lofs of Meuania , and the Apprehenflon 
of as good as a new War fucceeded upon’t,ftruck a Ter- 
rour into all Italy , fo the fneaking Departure of VittU 
littt t on the other hand, brought as much Reputation 

and Advantage to the Flavian Party: for the Samnites ,

out any Oppofition. And the Difficulties would hare 
been yet more infuperaWe, if by great Good-Luck, 
ViteSitfs had not been fore d back again. It raaj be 
noted that this was not the firft time that the Flavians 
had been more beholden to their Fortune than to their 
Conduct. Upon thefe Mountains they met Fetshsa 

Cmalis, onethat was well acquainted all the 

Crois ways, and had made an efcape from the VtteUi- 

i in a Country man’s Habit. This Cereal « was near- 
Iv related to Fe/pafian, and fo much a Soldier, that his 
Charafter gave him a Title to Command. We have 
Authorities for it, that Flavius Sabtnus, and Domsuan 
might have got away as well as Cerealts: and Antenna 
^undoubtedly (end them feveral Meffages that cams 

to the Right Hands, with particular Hints and Dire¬ 
ctions of Time and Place, and by what Ways and 

Means they might gain their End. Sabmus excus d 
himfelf that he was Old and Crazy, the Work re¬ 
quir’d Strength and Vigour, and he had not a Body 
for fuch an Enterprife. Domitian had a good Will to 
the Propofal, but durft not trull the Guards VtttUsui 
had let upon him, for fear there might be fome Trick 

in’t; though they frankly offerd themfelves to joyn 
witfi him in the Efcape: Befide, that for pure Love and 
Kindred* fake, Vitdlius would never have been fever®

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Provocation and Encouragement to Adtion, there was 
nothing heard, but either of Defpondwg, and Intimi¬ 
dating one another, or elfe driving Bargains for Chang¬ 
ing of Parties, and every Man contriving how to lhirc 
for him(elf, by making Friends in time, and laying 
their Perfons and Comniands at the Feet or the Con* 

By thefe People there was Intelligence given of a Gar- 
rifon of FourHundred Horfe that lay at Ifiteram»a,a _ place 
hard by there: whereupon Varus was lent away thither 
immediately,with a fmall Party to Storm the Fort. Some 
few that refilled were cut off in the Attempt, but the 
reft threw down their Arms and called for Quarter, all 
but thofe that fled to the Camp, and they, where*ever 
they went, carried Fright and Confufion along with 

them: ftill crying .up the Strength and Courage or 
the Enemy, to excufe in fome meafure the Dilhonour 
of loofing she Place# And fo it was befides, that as no 
Criminals were punifh’d on the one fide, fo no Revol¬ 
ted pafs\i unrewarded on the other. So that the Que- 
ftion was now brought to this fingle Point; to wit, who 
fhould be the greateft Tray tor: Nay, the very Tribunes 
and Centurions deferted as well as their Neighbours. The 
Common Soldiers all this while flood Firm to Viteuius, 
till their Generals, Prtfcus and Alphenus quitted the 

Camp, and went back to him: which Prefident gave 
fome fort of Credit to the Defertion. 

About that time Fabtus Valens was aflaflinated in the 
Prifon at Urbin , and his Head expofed for a Spectacle 
to the Fit ell tan Cohorts to ihew them what they had to 
truft to : for it was bruted about that Valens was got¬ 
ten away into Germany, and there at work upon Levies 
and Recruits, but the fight of the dead Body put them 
all into a Defperation: and the Flavians took a Fancy 
upon it, that the Death of Valens would certainly put 
an end to the War. This fame Valens was, by Birth, 

of Anagnia : of an Equeftrian Eamily ; loole in his Lire 

and 
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and Manners: and he did not want Wit neither, fuch 

as it was; but that which other People call Buffoonery t 
paft with him for Gallantry 9 and Good Humour . In the 
Juvenalis under Nero , he play’d the part of a Mimiek ; 
firft upon a kind of Neceflity, and then upon Choice; 
which he perform’d with more Addrefs than Honour. 
In this Command, as Lieutenant of a Legion, he 
fided with Vergimus, and in fo doing, effectually, de¬ 
fam’d him. He took away the Life of his Lieutenant- 

General Fonteius Capito , either bscaufe he was a Tray- 
tor, or becaufe he could not Make him one. He was 
Falfe undoubtedly to Galba , but True then to Vttellius, 
where his Fidelity was fet off by the Perfidy of other 

People. The Vitellians being now out of all Hope, 

had no more to do but to give themfelves up to the 
Enemy; and they were out of Countenance at the 
very thought of that too : (b that they march’d down 
into the Plain below Narnia , in a Military Order, 
and with their Colours difplay’d, where they found 
the Flavian Army ready drawn up, and in Pofture 
for a Battel. Upon the Vitelliam advance, the Fla¬ 
vians open’d to receive them, and fo furrounding them, 
they were treated by Primus Antonius with great Tendei» 
nefs and Re(pea,orderingpart of them to Bay at Narnia , 
and part at Interamna, and fome of the Conquering 
Legions along with them, with Orders to let all thole 
live EafiJy that would live Quietly, and to Govern 

thole by Force that fhould be Troublefome. ' 

12 . While Antonius and Varus were together at Car - 
fula, they flipt no Opportunities of preffing Vttellius, 
by Letters and Mefiages, to bethink himlelf oFiomefea- 
fonable Compofition : and provided he would lay 
down his Arms, and remit himlelr, and his Children 
to the Clemency of Vefpafian , they would undertake, 
they find, to fecure him in his Life and Fortune, and 
to put him into Pofleffion of what agreeable Privacy

and uncertain, and if he would but once , declare himfelf, 

and own the Party , they would be as frank of their ful-

\{ Vttellius could not lupport himfelf in a State of 
Profperity, howlhould he think to recover himlelf in 
His Adverfity ? But in fine, he that gets Polleffion 
the City will have the Honour of finifomg the W?r; 
which would be an Office only proper for Sabsnus: 
He, to fecure the Empire to his Brother, and Vefpafian, 
to give a Preference to Sabir,us above a.l other. 

The Spirit of this Difoourfe was not well adapted 
to the Infirmities of a Feeble Old Man, and one that 
lay under a. ftrong Sufpicton too, of a fecrer Envy 
E bare to the Fortune of his Brother. For Flavius 
Sabinus was not only the Elder Brother, but while they 
were both in a Private State, much Superior to the^o- 
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Nay, they 

fay, he became bound for him alfo to lave his Credit; 
and took a Mortgage upon his Eftate for the Money, 
which gave People a Jealoufy, though they carry’da 
Fair Out*fide, that they were not well together at 
Heart. But the more Charitable Conftru&ion was 
this, that Sabtws beihg in Years, and good Natur’d, 

he made a Scruple of Dipping his Hands in Blood :

After divers Private Meetings about it at Home,

Now if Vitellius could as eafily 
have wrought upon others, as he was gaind upon 
himfelF, Vefpafian might have enter’d the City with-, 
out Blood. But the True Friends of Vitellius had not 
Patience to hear of Capitulations, but ran altogether 
upon the Hazard and Difhonour of fuch a Treaty; 
and in Conclufion, chat they had nothing to Truft 

to, but :he Will and Pleafure of a Vi£orious Army,

Vefpaftanl they told him, was not of a Spirit to let 

Vitellius live, though but in the Capacity of a private Per- 
fon.

Good Fame 
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Upon the Eighteenth of December, word was brought 
from Narnia, that the Legions and Cohorts Were re¬ 
voked ; and thereupon, Vitellius mov’d out of the Pa¬ 
lace in a Deep Mourning, with a Train of his Family 
and Servants; and his little Son in a Chair, like a 
Corps to a Burial, along with him : the People ply¬ 
ing him all the way with Naufeous Flatteries and Un- 
feafonable Acclamations: and the Soldiers looking on, 
in a kind of a Stern, Menacing Silence. ISio Crea¬ 
ture could be fo hard and infenfible, as not to be 

mov’d with that Spe&acle. To fee a Roman Emperor, 
and a Prince that had but lately given Laws to the 
Univerfe, quit thereat of his Fortune and Command 
and march thorough a Lane of Soldiers and Citizens 
to the Refignation of his Empire. There was certain¬ 
ly never fuch a Thing feen or heard of before. Cafar 
the Dictator was cut off by a Party of Ajjajjins. Caius 
by a Secret C onfpiracy. The Night and a Convenient 
Hiding-Place covered Nero . Vijo and Galba died in a 
manner in the Field. But the Hiftory of Vitellius runs 

thus. 

As he was among his Soldiers in his Camp, and the 
Women at gaze looking on, he took that Opportu¬ 
nity of delivering himfelf in a few Words upon the 
Miferable State of his prefent Misfortune. For the fake 
of Peace , and the Common-wealth , fays he, / am now 
content to refign; only let me recommend my felf, my 
Brother and my Wife , together with the Helplefs Condition 
of my Poor Innocent Children , to your Care and Kindnefs . 

With that Word he took up his Son in his Arms, and 
having prefented him to the Company, firft one by 
one, and then altogether: he fell into fo Violent a. Fit 
of Weeping, that his Paftton would not fuffer him to 
go one Word further. In this Confufion he took his 
Sword from his fide to make a Prefent of it to Cactlius 
Simplex the Conful that was there prefent, as a Recon¬ 
veyance to him ©f the Sovereign Power of Life and 

Death. 


e 
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Death. But the Conful abfolutely refufing it, and th® 
Aflcmbly it felf being as much againft it, ViteUiuf 
withdrew, in a Relolutiou to divert: himfelf of all his 

Regalities, and depofiting them in the Temple of Cony 

cord , to betake himfelf to his Brother s Houle for his 
Retreat. The Clamour was now mpte Impetuous, 
and the People more Outrageous than before. They 

would: have nothing to do they faid with Private - 
Hoitfes , let him come to the Palace ; and fo they blockt 
up all other Ways but that to the Via Sacra. This put 
Vitellius to fuch a Lofs, that he was fain to go back a- 
gain to the Palace ; but the Rumour was got thither 

before. him, that he had renounc’d the Empire: and 

Flavius Sabinus had already taken Care, with the Tri¬ 
bunes of the Cohorts to keep their Men in Order ; fo 
that things look’d now with Vefpafian as ifthe Govern¬ 
ment had dropc into his Mouth. Divers of the Prin¬ 
cipal Senators, Men of the Eqtiefnan Quality, the 
whole City-Militia and the Watch, went all in Throngs 
to the Houfe of Sabinus: and there it was that they 
came firft to underftand, the Muttering and Menaces 
of the German Cohorts, and how ftrangely the People

By this, the Standards and Colours began to mow 

themfelves, Glittering upon the Tops of the Moun¬ 
tains, under the Semblance of an Army, though in 
truth no better than a.Medly of Common People. They 
drew toward the Town in Three Bodies; One by the 
Ftaminian Way, Another along the Banks of Tibur, and 
the Third toward the Gate Colima, by the Via Salarta , 
Scattering the Burghers, with their Horfe, in a Trice. 

Th zVitellians advanced alfo in Three Bodies to Encoun¬ 
ter them: and there pafs’d feveral Slii rmilhes before 
the Town with Different Succefs. The Flavians in¬ 
deed had commonly the better of it, as the more Ex- 

pert Commanders of the Two. Thole were hardeff 
put to’r, that a&ed on the Left Hand among the De¬ 
files toward the Saluftian Gardens, while the Vttelhans , 
from the Top of the Walls, kept them off with Scones 
and Piles ; from Morning till toward Evening, when 
the Horfe that enter’d at the Collin a-G at e came upon 

their Backs and Surpriz’d them. . There were Divers 

Sharp Encounters in the Campus Martins too. The 
Flavians had both Fortune and Vi&ory on their Side, 
while the Viteliians were purely fupported by their De- 
jpaiis, and rallying again, and again, ftill as often as 
they were- defeated, till they came into the very City. 
The People were rather Lookers on, then Parties to 
this Tragedy, and made no more of the Spedtacie than 
a Frolique: clapping and animating both Parties one 
after another as the Humour led them; and'ftill as any 
of them Shrunk, and betook them {elves to Hkhng- 
Places for Sandfuary, they call’d to have them taken out 
and cut to Pieces: by which Means they engrofs’d the 

Greateft part of the Booty to themfelves and ran away 

with 
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with the Spoil while the Soldiers follow d the Execution. 
Never fo Barbarous and fo Scandalous a Mixture ot 


Cruelty and Lewdnefs as was to be feen in the City at 

that time; Fighting and Tearing one a not hers Hearts 

out in one Place, Bathing and Gourmandizing in ano¬ 
ther s Luff and Murder; Living Proftitutes and Dead 
CarcafTes jumbled together in a Confuhon, with all 

Voluptuous Excefies of a Luxurious Peace, and at the 
fame time the Licentious Outrages of a moft Impious 
War: and thefe Contradi&ions too, fo Notoriouliy 
Grofs, that whether the City was more Mad,or Wanton, 
mi?hc be a Queftion. Not that it was a New 1 hmg 
neither, to hear of a Civil War in Rome. Tints were 
Two Battles fought in C inn as time, and a Ihird in 
Sytlds, wherein they were Both Conquerors : and the 
War was as Cruel as any we have had fince. But cue 

City labour’d at prefent under a kind of Inhuman, In- 
p-nfible Security over and above. They were now Ce¬ 
lebrating ihm Saturnalia, and rather than not enjoy 
the Pleafiires of the fi/hval, they converted the Com¬ 
mon Calamity into a Rejoycmg, and without any 
Regard to Parties, found a Rehlh in thetr veiy 


Mderies. 


The Vratorian Camp was the Main Difficulty they 

had to Encounter, and therefore the Vtielhans put the 

Braved Men they had to defend it, as che laft Retreat 
they had totruft to: while the Flavians , on the other 
hand, (efpecially the Old Pratorian were as 

intent upon the Taking of it, and employ d all thu 
Arts, Methods, and Inltruments of Attack, that might 
be Servileable to That Purpofe; as Target-Fences, 
Engines of Battery, Platforms, Fire-Works, &e. cal- 
ling out one to another, that the Gaining that img 3 
Point would crown all their Paft Dangers^ and a- 
tigues. The City, they laid, was the Senate s and the 
Peeples, the Templet were the God's ; which were Both 

in the Right hands already, bjac the Soldiers P r0VJ ^ 
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was the Camp, It was his Home, and his Honou , they 
cry’d, and if it were not immediately recover’d, they 
muft continue in Arms all Night. r ThQ_Vitelliam on 
the Other hand, how Inferiour foever in Number and 
Fortune, made a fhifc yet to Puzzle the Vi&ory, and 

to Protract the Peace; to Pollute the Temples and 
the Altars with Bloud, and pleafing themfelves, with 
the Laft Comfort of the Miferable, in Doing all the 
Mifchief they could. Several were found Dead, O- 
thers Gafping, about the Turrets, and upon the Bat¬ 
tlements of the Walls. Others upon the Forcing of 
the Gates advanced dire&ly up to the Conquerour, 
and then dy d every Man of them with his Face to* 
ward the Enemy ; fo Tender were they of That 
Tunttilio of Honour, in the very Article of Death. 

When Vitettm law that the Town was taken, he 
was carry’d in a Chair the Back Way, out of the 
Palace, to his Wive’s Houfe at Aventine ; propounding, 
if he could but lie there that Day conceal’d, to get a- 
way at Night to Tarracina ,to his Brother,and the Cohorts 

there; but betwixt Levity and Fear, the one Sticking 

to nothing, and the other Dreading every thing, he 
changed his Mind, and went back again to his Palace, 
which he found Defolate and Empty, and not fo much 
as one Domeftick to be feen in’c: Or perhaps they 
were all gone out of the way purpofely to avoid their 
Mafter. The Frightful Horrour of this Solitude and 
Silence put Vitellius to his Wit’s End : efpecielly fee¬ 
ing fo many Apartments lock’d up, and upon opening 
the Doors nothing at all to be found in the Cham* 

bers.

him, and no Creature pitying him; lor the Odious 
Infamy of his End had left no Room for Companion. 

As he was upon the Way in this Condition, a German 

Soldier made a Defperate Blow toward him. but whe¬ 
ther at himfelf, or nor, or whether in Anger, or to put 
him the fooner out of his Pain, or whether it was le¬ 
veled at the Tribune Himlelf or not. This is all uncer¬ 
tain: but fo it is that the Tribune’s Ear was cut oft 
and the Soldier Himfelf immediately cut to Pieces. 
Upon the way as they were Haling ViteUim along, they 

would be Poking of him now and then with their Dag¬ 
gers to make him hold up his Head and look about 
him, for the greater Aggravation of his Calamity : and 
fo they Ihew’d him, in his Paffage, the Downial of his 
Statues, the Tribunal, and the Place where Galba was 
flain, calling the Body at laft intothe Gemonia, as they 
had done by Flavius Sabinas before him. He let rail 
one Glorious Expretfion however, in the Depth of his 
Extremity, and very well becoming his Character. 
The Tribune that had him a Priforfer was intuiting 
over him; [Tan / ball do wed to remember^ fays Vttellm, 
that I was once Tour Prince The Soldieis feu upon 
him in thac Moment, by Confent, and with that Ge¬ 
nerous Word in his Mouth, he fell down Dead of the 
Wounds they gave him. The Multitude mowing 
them (elves as Implacable and Malicious to him now at 

his Death, as they had been Fauning and Servile to him 

Living. . , 

His Fathers Name was Lucius Viteihus s and he was 

full Fifty Seven Years of Age when he Dy’d; He had 
pafs’d thorough the Dignities of a Conjuf and a High- 
Priefi , and had gotten himlelf an Univerfal Efteem a- 
mong all the Great Men of Rome: not upon the Foun¬ 
dation of his Proper Induftry and Merit, out purely 
' upon the Fame of his Illuftrious Father, for there were 

Several that contributed toward his Promotion to the 
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Empire, that did notfo much as know the Face of him: 
and never any Prince made luch an Intereft in an Ar¬ 
my, by the Methods of Honefty and Honour, as He 
did; even in Defpite of a moft Notorious Pufillani- 
mity and Sloth. But to give him his Due, he was a 

Plain-Dealer, and Open-Handed, two Dangerous 
Qualities if they be not very Difcreetly menaged. It 
may be laid of him, rather that he deferved Friends, 
then that he found them ; for Friends that are pur¬ 
chas’d with Bounties are rather Mercenary than Virtu¬ 
ous. It was well undoubtedly for the Common-Wealth, 
that Vttelhm was dellroy’d, but they that betray’d him 
to Vefpafian had very little to brag of, when they them- 
feives had been Tray tors to Galba. 

The Day was fo far gone already that it was now 
too late to call a Senate, befide that the Senators 
themfelves and the Magilirates had withdrawn in a 
Fright out of the City, or elfo fhifced away into fome 
Private Places among their Friends. But now the 
Danger was over, D omit tan addrefs’d himfelf to the

Flaceus Hordeonius who by Connivance had promoted 
the firft Attempts of Civilis , hearing the Camps were 
furpris’d, the Cohorts cut to pieces, and the whole 
Roman Name expeli’d the Ifle of the Batavians , di(- 
patch’d away Mummius Lupercus his Lieutenant, who 
commanded a Camp of Two Legions. Lupercus ta¬ 
king the Legionaries about him, fome of the Ubit, and 
the Horfe of the Treviri who were near at hand, ha 
pafs’d them over in hafte, as alfo a Wing of the Ba¬ 
tavians who had long before been corrupted, but made 

a fhow then of great Fidelity, that they might do a 
more confiderable Piece of Service, in betraying the 
Romani on the very Day of Battel. Civilis plac’d round 
him the Standards of the Roman Cohorts lately taken, 
that his Soldiers might be encourag’d with the ObjeCte 
of their Glory, and his Enemies deterr ? d with the Me* 
mory of their overthrow. He plac’d in the Rear his 
Mother and Sifters, as alfo the Wives and young Chil¬ 
dren of all the Soldiers; an Encouragement to Vi&ory, 
or their Shame if they fhould happen to flee. At the 
Onfet the Singing of the Men, and the Howling of the 
Women, much exceeded the feeble Shouts of our Le¬ 
gions and Cohorts: The Batavian Wing dying, and 
immediately turning upon us, made bare the left Flank, 
however, the Legionary Soldiers ftho* in fo great 
Danger) retain’d their Arms and Ranks.

16. Want of Pay and Provifions, and Gaul refufing 
Supplies and Tribute, enraged their Minds already mu¬ 
tinously endin'd : The Rhine t by an unufual Draught 

epuid hardly bear their Boats, the Stores diminifh'd, 

and 
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and Garritons plac’d along the Bank to keep the Ger- 
mans from palling, deftroy’d fo much Forage, that it 

bred a (carcity amonft us. The lownefs of the Water 
was look’d upon by the ignorant as a Prodigy, as it 
the Rivers and the old Defences of the Empire had 
forfaken them ; and what in Peace had been accoun¬ 
ted Chance and Natural, was now call d Fate and the 
Anger of the Gods. The Thirteenth Legion joyn’d 

them at Novefium, and Herennius Gallus Lieutenant of 
the firft Legion was added to Vocula in the manage¬ 
ment of Affairs; yet they durft not advance towards 
the Enemy, but encamp’d a t Gelduba $ where tnev en¬ 
deavour’d to raife the Courage cf their Soldiers by Ex- 
ercifing, Fortifying, Entrenching, and all the practiles 
of War, and to the end that by Spoils he might en- 
fiame their Valor the more, Vocula led forth part of 
the Army to ravage the Country of the Gugernt , who 
had taken part'with Civilis , the reft remain d with He- 

rennius Gallus. 

27. A Bark laden with Corn happened to run upon 
a (helve not far from the Camp, the Germans endea¬ 
vour’d to fetch her off which Gallus ftrove to prevent, 
and Cent f a Cohort to their Relief; the Germans en¬ 
creas’d their Number, and Supplies marching on both 
fides, it at length came to a Battel, wherein the Ger¬ 
mans were Superiour, and after a great Slaughter of our 
Men, became Mafters of the Bark. The conquer d 
( as it was their Cuftom ) blam’d not their ovva Co¬ 
wardice, but the Treachery of the Lieutenant, whom 
they feiz’d on, drew out of his Tent, tore his Gar¬ 
ments, intuited him, and infolently demanded for 
what Price, and with what accomplices he had thus 
betravM them : But Hordeonius was charg’d with the 

whole Envy of the Fact, him they call’d the Contri¬ 
ver of their Ruin, this Man only the Inftrument. He 

terrified- with their menaces, charg'd Hordeonius with 

she Treafon alb, and being put into Bands, at the re¬ 
turn 
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turn of Vocula was fct at Liberty, who the next day 
put to Death the Authors of the Mutiny. Such ftrange 
Contradictions met in this Army; an unbridled Li- 
centioufhefs to commit Enormities, and as patient a 
Submiflion to whatever Punifhment was inflicted for c 
it. Without all doubt the Common Soldiers were 
hearty for ViteUias i but the Officers enclin’d to Vefpa- 
pan ; hence fprung this great variety of Crimes and 
Punifhments, and the unnatural mixture of Rage and 
Obedience i whilft they who could not be contain’d in 
their Duty, could eaniy be punifh’d for their Of¬ 
fences. 

28. All Germany ftrove to advance the Intereft of 
Civilis K and entring into a drift Alliance with him, 
gave him the chiefeft of their Nobles as a Pledge of 
their Fidelity; whereupon he gave Orders' to thofe 
which lay neareft to wade the Ufa and Treveri; and 
another Party to pafs the MaeJe to infeft the Menapii 
and Morini , and the Frontiers of Gaul. In every place 
a Spoil was made, but the Ubii fuffer’d mod, becaufe, 
being of German Extraction, they had renounc’d their 
Country, and afliim’d the Roman Name of Agrippimnfes; 

Their Cohorts negligently ftragling from the Bank of 
the Rhine , were cut off" in the Village of Marcodurum 
The TJbti in reprifal fetch’d much Booty out of Ger¬ 
many , at fird without lofs, but in length of time they 
were circumvented and many flain ; in all this War 
more Faithful than Fortunate . By this blow given to the 
Ubit, Civilis grew more haughty, and more difficult to 
be dealt with, and with drifter application prefs’d the 
Siege of our Legions; he plac’d his Guards about, that 
no Meffenger might enter, to give them notice of the 
approaching Succour. To the Batavians he aflign’d 
tne management of the Engines and the Works; and 
to the Inhabitants beyond the Rhine, who were fond of 
Fighting, he gave Orders to break down the Trenches; 

Jie commanded them being repuls’d to give a frelh Al¬ 
fa 11 1

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fault, bearing their Lofs with great Tranquility, ha¬ 
ving fuch a multitude of them with him ; nor did the 
Night put an end to their Toil; 

29. They heap’d up Wood, and fetting it on Fire, 
fell a Feafting, heated thus with Wine, with a fruit- 
ids rafhnefs they renewed the Attack, for their Darts be¬ 
ing thrown thro’ the dark, fell without doing much 
hurt;. whilft the Romans affifted by the Light their 
Fires had made, dexteroufly leveli’d all thofe Barba¬ 
rians who either boldly prefs’d forward, or were con- 
fpicuous by their Furniture. This was foon perceiv’d 
by Civilis who order’d the Fires to be put out, and the 
Fight to be tumultuoufly continued in the dark : There 
a rofe confus’d Noifes, uncertain Adventure, no fore- 
fight either in ftriking or warding ; wherever the cry 
was, thither did they turn, and flioot towards that 
place: Valour did nothing, Chance govern’d all, whilft 
the moil Valiant fell by the Hands of Cowards. The 
Germans fhew’d an unadvis’d Rage, but the Roman 

Soldiers acquainted with Danger, hurl’d their Clubs 
headed with Iron, and huge Stones to great Advan¬ 
tage, where by the found they judg’d the Aflailants 
were, or where the fealing Ladders had brought 
them within their reach, thofe they repell’d with the 
Spikes of their Bucklers, and purlu’d them with their 
Darts; and feveral who were got on the Walls they 
ftab’d with their Daggers: Thus was the Night (pent, 
but the Day difeover’d a new kind of Aflault. 

30. For the Batavians had built a double boarded 
Tower, and brought it near the Praetorian Camp 
which was of eafieft Aceefs, but our Soldiers broke it 
with great pieces of Timber which they threw again!! 
it, and thereby did great Mifchief to thofe which ftood 
upon it, killing fome, and wounding others. And 
afterwards fee upon them of a fudden, and with that 
good Fortune and Succefs, that many of them were cut 
Qf£ and deftroy’d. Our Legions being more skilful in

in the Trenches, and lofe many of their Enfigns, 
when of a fudden the Fortune of the Battle began to 

change its Face. For certain Cohorts of the Vafcones 
Levied by Galba, happening to be fenc for, came near 

the Camp at the fame time, and hearing the Nolle of 

the Battle fell in upon the backs of the Enemy, and 
gave a more terrible Alarm, than lo Imall a Number 
could have done,:had not the Enemy been intent ano- 
ther way. Some of them believed that all thole which 
Quartered at Novefium , and others chat, the whole 
power of Moguntiacum was come, and this Error ln- 
creafed the Courage of the Romans, becautc while 

they expected other Forces, they recovered their own. 

The moft valiant of the Batavian Voot vrere imn, 

and the Horfe efcaped, and carried off the Prifoners 
that were taken at the firft. On our fide the number 
of the fliin was greater, but they were of lets Note, 
whereas on the other fide, the Germans loll: the very 


Flower and Strength of their Army. 

24. Both the Generals deferved to be beaten for the 

like fault, for if Civil* on his fide had lent a greater 
Force, he had not been enclofed by fo {mall a Number, 
and by Confequence the Romm Camp had been forced. 
And on the other fide Vocula was (urpris d, for w.ant of 

Scouts to give notice of the Enemies approach, and fo 

was almoft vanquilh’d without fighting .but being afi 
terwards Victorious more by Fortune than Merit, he 
knew not how to make any advantage of the Victory, 

for whereas he fliould have marched immediately to¬ 
wards the Enemy, he trifled away the time, which it 
he had taken, he might at that inftant have ™fed the 

Siege or the Legions at Vatra. Ctvi.u in the mean

time endeavoured to induce the Legions to fur render, 

and gave it out every where that the Romans were quite 

overthrown, and his Forces obtained an entire Vidory. 
For proof of this he Commanded the Banners and 
Enfigns of the Romans to be carried about, and the 
Prifoners to be produced in fight; but one of them 
without mincing the Matter, declared boldly how eve¬ 
ry thing went, and was kill’d by the Germans upon 
the Spot, which did not only Verifie his Relation, but 
they could fee that their ©wn Vi&orious Army was ap. 
proaching, by the burning of the Villages, and waff 
ingof the Country as they march’d towards them. 

When Vocula came near the Camp at Vetera , he 
Commanded the Enfigns to be pitch’d as near the Ene¬ 
my as might be, and Tome Works to be immediately 
thrown lip for the Security of our Army, and gave 
Orders that the heavy Baggage fhould be fent to a 

place, of Safety, that they might have nothing to in¬ 
commode or incumber them when they went to Fight: 
But the Soldiers being impatient, demanded to be led 
on fo the Battle without delay, having now learn’d the 
Pra<ftife of threatning their Commanders. So that he 
was conftrain’d to fight, though his Men were fatigu’d 
in the March, without putting his Army into Order 
againft Civile , who was ready to prefent him Battle, 
and repos’d no lefs Confidence in the faults and follies 

of his Enemies, than in the Strength and Valour of 
his own Soldiers. The Fight therefore went very ill 
' on the Romans fide, and the moft Mutinous prov’d 

the greateft Cowards; however there were fonie 
Who flood firmly, and repell’d the Enemy with Va¬ 
lour , and by their Examples animated others to 
do their Duty , when the Soldiers within feeing 
from the Walls how things paft, iffued out of the 
Gate, and fetcing upon the Enemv, by that Means 
changed the Face of the Battle. Civilis was over¬

36. Vocula marched to Gelduba, and from thence to 
Nove/ium, Civil is prefently took up the Camp at Gel - 
duba , fo that both Armies being clofe together, many 
Skirmifhes happened, in which, for the moft part, Vo- 
cula had[ the baft, but the Soldiers, whether Profperous 
or not, were equally agreed to Ruin their Leaders ; 
and iinderftanding tnat Mony was lent from ViteSius, 
required their Donative, with greater Infolence, by 
how much the more, they were increafed in num¬ 
ber, for they had received a Reinforcement from the 

fifth and fifteenth Legion. Hordeonius immediatly di- 
ftributedthe mony amongft them in Vefpafians Name, 

but this added Fuel to the Fire, and was the Occafion 
of a farther Mutiny; for the Soldiers fell to Drinking, 
Riot, and holding Cabals by Night; their Anger en- 
creafing to that Degree, that they took Hordeonius by 
force out of his Chamber and kill’d him, a moft fhame- 
ful Fa£ and done with (o much Impudence that none 

of the Officers durft fpeak one word to the contrlry, 

and had not Vocula efcap’d in the Garb ol a Slave, he 
had fuffer’d the like treatment. As foon as the Heat 


of their Fury was over, they began to confidcr the 
Danger to which they had expofed them (elves by fo 
rafh and head ftrong an A&ion, and difpatch’d away 
Centurions and Letters to the Cities of the Gauls for 
Supplies of Money and Men. 

$7. Being now become like a Mob without an 
Head, timorous and una&ive; as Icon as Civilis came 
upon them, they ran away half arm’d, or without any 
Armour at all, and which was worfe, the upper Army 
would not take part with them. They let up the 
Images of ViteUius in the Camp, when him (elf was 
quite down; but the Soldiers of the firft Four and 

Eighteen Legion, bethought themfelves at laft, fub*

mitted to Vocula, and took the Oath to Vefpapan ; upon 
which they were led to raife the Siege at Moguntiacum, 

. where the Cattt, Ufipii, and Matiaci that. befieg’d it 

were departed loaden with Booty, but being met by 

ours upon the way difpers’d hither and thither, were 
beaten, and many of them kill'd. The Treveri alfo on 
their fide defended their Confines by calling up Works, 
and had many bloody Skirmishes with the Germans , 
but afterwards revolted, and by that means fullied the 
Merit of all thofe excellent Services they had hereto¬ 
fore done to the Romans . 

38 While thefe things were doing Vefpajian, and 

Titus were made Con fil ls in their abfence , and the 
City was in great Fear and Perplexity; for befides the 
real Mifenes they endur’d, they were alarm’d with a 
falfe Fear of the Revolt of Afnck, and that Pifo en¬ 
deavour’d to create New Troubles. He was Pro- 
Conful of thofe Parts, and a Man of a quiet Difipo- 
fition, but becaufe the Ships could not come by rea- 
fon of the Winter Tempefts, the Common People who 
were us’d to buy Corn, believ’d that Traffick was re- 

ftwin’d, and Commerce ihut up. Thefe Fears were 
augmented by the Vitellianifis , who had not yet relin- 

quifh’d their former Affections and Humors,'and were 
not at all ungrateful to the Victors, whole infatiable 

defires after Profit, neither Foreign War, nor Civil 
Difcords could fatisfy. 

$9. The Senate call’d by Julim Frontinus the City 
Praetor upon the Firll of January, decreed that So- 
, lemn Thanks fhould be given to the General Officers, 
Armies, and Kings who were on their fide; that the 
Praetorihip fhould be taken away from Tertius Julianas 
( becaufe he deferted his Legion upon their taking 

Vefpapan 5 Part) and given to Plotius Gripbus. Thac 
Hermits fhould be made a Gentleman of Rome, and that 
Front inus flnuld relign his Pnecorfhip to Domttianus 

C* ar, and that all Letters and Edicts fhould be pub- 

J * 1 • n 5 1 
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lifh’d in his Name» but at lafl the Power and Dire¬ 
ction of Affairs refled upon Maetanus, except that now 
and then Domitian either at the Inflance of his Friends 
or his own Pleafure, would do fomething himfelf. 
The greateft Fear Mutianm had was of Amen jus Primus 
and Varus Arrim, whom (befides the Fame of their 
great Actions and their Credit with the Soldiery ) the 
People lov’d, becaufe they had neither kill’d nor 
ftiew’d Cruelty to any, except in the Field ; and Was 

laid that Antonins had foliciccd Scribonianus Crajjits (a 

Perfon greatly Uluftrious, not only in refpect of the 
Nobility of hisAnceflors,but his Brothers being adopted 
into the Family of the Cafars) to take upon him the 
Government of the Common-wealth, but that he had 
refilled the Offer, being a Man that was fo much a- 
fraid of Uncertainty, that even Aflurance it (elf could 
not eafily have ftirr’d him to A&ion. And there¬ 
fore Muttanus judging it convenient to difiemble, be¬ 
caufe he durft not ufe Violence towards him, gave 
him good Words and commended him to the Senate, 

made him alfo Promifes of the Nearer Spain , vacant 
by the ceflure of Clwvius Rufus, bellowed Tribune* 
fhips and the Offices of Prasfe&s upon his Friends li¬ 
berally, and when he had (well'd up the Tumor of his 
Ambition with thefe windy and vain glorious Hopes, 
he began to let it out by degrees, firll bv infringing his 
Power by little Arts and Tricks, and afterwards ruin’d 
it by fending away the Seventh Legion (who were 
entirely at his Devotion ) into Winter Quarters; the 

Third Legion which depended on Varus Arrim into 
Syria, and another Parc of the Army into Germany . 
And thus the City being f eed from thofe which could 
Create her Trouble, began to take Breath, and 
recover her former Ellate, the Laws to take their 
due Courfe, and the Magillrates to refume their 

Charges.

Laws, and were decay'd by long Traff of time, (hould 
be view'd and amended • That the Publick Regifters and 
Records (hould be purg’d of tbofe Faults , which were crept 
into them by the Flattery of the Ttmes, qnd the Publick 
Exptnces regulated . Terttus Julianus was re (for d to the 

Prxtorftiip, when it was under flood that he had fled 
to Fejpaftan, and Gripbus kept that Honour. Then the 
Senate order'd, That the Caufe between Mufbnius Rufus 

and Publius Celer fhould be examin'd and determin'd , 
in which Publius was condemn d, and Satisfaction made 

to the defunct Soranus. This Day was remarkable for 
the Severity of the Publick, nor did he as a Private Per- 
fon want h;s Praife, for the Judicial profecution of fo 
Juft a Revenge- And on the other hand, Demetrius 
the Cynick was fo much blarnd, chat he had more 
ambitiously than honeflly pleaded the Caufe of a ma* , 
nifeft Offender, for indeed Publius had neither Elo¬ 
quence nor Courage to de.end himfelf.

The Senators commending thole 
which fwore truly, were very hard upon the others, 
and the Cenfure fell heavy upon Scnolanus Vocula ., 
Nonius ASHanut and Ccfius Several, Perfons in a mo us 
for their frequent A ecu (at 10ns under Nero, and f which 
aggravated his Caufe ) Seriolanus had been lately with 
Viiellius in Order to undertake the' fame villanons Pra- 

tftreesy infomuch that they bent their Fins againlt him, 
and would have offer’d Violence, had he not with¬ 
drawn himfelf and departed out of the Houfe. After- 
ward they fell upon Pattws Afncanus , endeavoumg to 
throw him out like wife, becaufe he had given in an 
Information againft the Scribonian Brethren ( famous 
both for their great Riches and mutual agreement ) 
and by that means procuring their ruin under Nero. 
Africdiius durft neither confefs the Matter, nor could 
well deny it, but turning himfelf to Vtbtus Crtfpus his 
greateft Opponent, challeng'd him with the like, en¬ 
deavouring to throw off the Odium of his own 
Crime, by making his Adverfary guilty of the 

iiirnc 

4 z. That day Vehafums Majella got great Repu- 
tion both for his Eloquence and good Nature, in that 

being under Senators Age, r he boldly undertook^ 
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make Iriterceffion for his Brother Aquilius Regulus. 
Regulus was extreamly hated, for the overthrow of the 
Noble Houfes of the Crafty and of Orpbitus, and be¬ 
ing at his own Requeft appointed by the Senate to 
be their Accufer, undertook that odious Charge, not 
to avoid Danger, but in hope of railing himfeif out 
of their ruins. And Sulpitia Pretextata the Wife of 
CraJJus, with four of his Children, were there ready 
to witnefs againft him, if the Senate would pleafe to 
take Cognizance of the Matter. Meffala neither un¬ 
dertaking to defend the Caufe nor the Guilty, but only 
to oppoie himfeif to the Perils of his Brother, moved 
many to Companion, but Curtius Mont anus replied in 
a moft bitter Oration, and went fo far that he charged 
Regulus with giving Money after G alb as Death to him 

that flew Pi/ 5 , and that he bit his Head being dead. 

Surely (Taid he) Nero did not compel you to this, nei¬ 
ther did you obtain either Honour or Profit by that Bar¬ 
barity, we may in jome fort bear thofe Defences which 

chooje rather to ruin others than endanger tbemfelves , but 
for your part , your Fathers going into Banifhment, left you 
clear of all Danger that way ; and hts Goods being di¬ 
vided among his Creditors , and your Age at that time 
incapable of Honour ; there was nothing that Nero could 
take, away front you , or fear in you. It was your own 
blood thirfty and covetous mind , which caufed you to em¬ 
ploy your Wit ( not as yet known or expert at making De¬ 
fences ) to the ruin of the Nobility ; when at one blow 
you overthrew Innocent Children , Reverend Old Men , Ho¬ 
nourable Women, and by this excellent Service in defiroy - 
ing the Common wealth , obtain'd Conjular Spoils , the Sum 
of Seven Mi Hons fl/Sefterces, an Eminent Trie ft hood* And 
be [ides, you blam'd Nero’j dull way of Proceeaings , that 
he tir'd himfeif and Accufers , by taking People by retail, 
when he might fubvert the Senate at a words jpeaki&g « 
Keep, (my Lords and Gentlemen ) retatn always with you, 

a Man of jucb expeditious Coun-ef and quick Difpatch, 

that

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that every Age may be farm fid with Inftruments , and as 
our Old Men imitate Marcellus and Crifpus, fo your 
Toung may follow Regulus his Example. Wickednefs , tho 
it does not profper , doth fometimes find Followers , What 
wiU it then do when it flour ifhes ? If we durft f carce of¬ 
fend him when he was Queftor , What jhall we do when 
he obtains the Offices of Vr at or and Conful? Or do you 

think Nero wiU be the laft Tyrant ? 5 Tis true , they 

thought fo who over-liv'd Tiberius and Cajus, when in 

the mean time there arofe more cruel and deteftable than 
either. We fear not Vefpatian, his Age and good Difpo- 
fit ion are a fufficient Warrant , hut Examples endure longer 
than Difpoftions. We are become cool (my Lords and 
Gentlemen) nor are we now the fame Men , that when 
Nero was flam, we did not require thefe his Inftruments 
of Wickednefs to be punijh'd , as our Anceftors would have 
done. The heft thing that happens after an ill Prince 

is the fir ft Day . 

43. The Senate heard Montanas fo freely and with 
fuch Content, that Helvidius conceiv’d an hope, that 
if he took' that Opportunity he might overthrow 
Marcellus alfo. And therefore beginning his Speech 
with the Commendation of Cluvius Rufus, who tho 1 
as Rich and Famous for Eloquence as any, had done 
no Man any Injury in Nero's time, and urging the 
fame Crime, and the Example of others agamlt Mar¬ 
cellus, he fo far irritated the Senators, that their Fin¬ 
gers even itch’d againft him. Marcellus perceiving this, 
and making an Offer as if#e would go out of the 
Houfe, (aid, We go Helvidius, and leave you to a Se¬ 
nate of your own, Rule as you pleafe in the prefence of 
Cafar, After him follow’d Vibius Crifpus , both of them 
being very angry, Marcellus with a threacning Coun¬ 
tenance, and Crifpus half Smiling.

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48. About the fame time Lucius Pifo Proconful of 
Africk was kill’d, I lhall truly fet down the Circum- 
ftances of the Murder, if I relate fome certain Mat¬ 
ters which went before; which feem chiefly to have 
given occafion to that and other wicked Enterprifes of 
the like kind. The Legion in Africk, and the Forces 
defign’d to guard the Frontiers, were under the Go¬ 
vernment of the Proconful, in the time of Augufius 
and Tiberius, till Caius Cafar a whimfical Prince, and 
one that was afraid of M . Silanus who had obtained 


Africk , removed the Legion from the Proconful, and 
lent a Legat or Lieutenant-General on purpofe to 
Command it; fo that the Power over {he Soldiers be¬ 
ing divided between Two, and the Points of their 
Commiffion interfering, created Difcord and Divifioa 
between them, and the Office of the Lieutenant- 
General, grew to that height by continuing longer 
in Command, that (the Power of the Proconful s be¬ 
ing eclips’d ) they fought rather their own Safety, than 

the full Exercife of their Office. 


49. Valerius Feftns had the Command of the Le¬ 
gion at that time, a young Man given to Riot and 
exceflive Expence, and withal ambitious of great 

Things (but very much perplex’d by reafon of his 

near Relation to Vitellius ) and in fome private Con¬ 
ferences, whether he perfuaded Pifo to ftand up for the 
Empire, or oppos’d himfelf to his Solicitations, is un¬ 
certain, for no Man was prefent, and when Pifo was 
flain, moft Men favour’d his Deftroyer; but this is 

certain that the Army in Africk was ill affeCted to 

Vifpajian : and fome of Vitellians Party who fled out

tude of Children that Friends may decreafe by Time 

or Fortune, or by various and fundry Over-fights, 
whereas a Mans Blood cleaveth faft, and cannot be 
disjoyn’d, but much more to Princes, whofe Profpe- 
rity though it enjoy’d by all, yet none are more near¬

The Field and Day only difcover’d the Shame, 
for on one fide the Images of the> Emperors were 
taken away,and their ownColours furl’d up; whereas on 
the contrary the Banners of the Gauls glifter’d, and 
were difplay’d at length on every Hand, and it look’d 
like a filent and Funeral Pomp. Claudius SanBus was 
their Leader, and it encreas’d the Indignity, feeing he 
had an ill favour’d Countenance, but one Eye, and a 
lhallow Wit. But the Difhonour was doubled, when 
the fitft Legion at Bonna marched out of their Camp 
and joyn’d them. The Country which before was 
terrified with the Name of a Reman, went from all 
Parts in great Numbers, to gaze at fo ftrange a Sight 
as theConqueft of the Legions. The Picentme Wing 
could not endure this, but negle&ing both the Threats 
and Promiles of SanBus , were reiolv’d to March to 
Moguntiacum , and by Chance met Longinus the Mur* 
derer of Vocula in their way, and flew him for a Te- 
ftimony of future Repentance ; but however, the reft 
of the Legions went on their journey, and let down 

before the Walls of Triers. .. 

62. emits and Clafficus being now putt up with 

firolperous Succefs, debated between themfelves, wne- 
ther they fhould not give up Cologn to the Spoil of the 
Soldiers.

We have taken the firft Opportunity to aftert our Liber¬ 
ties , with more Zeal than Caution, out of the great defire 
we have to bejoynd with you , and the reft of the Ger¬ 
mans our Kinfinen and FeUow Country-mem But it is 
more reafenable to ftrengthen, rather than pull down the 
Walls of our City, feeing the Roman Armies are gather¬ 
ing like a Cloud from all Parts to pour in upon us. As 
for Strangers , whether Italians or others , they are either 
kill'd in the Wars , or fled home to their own Countries ; and 
for the antient Inhabitants and their Off-fpring, this Coun¬ 
try is their own Native Soil, nor do we believe you to be 
fo unreafonable to defire us to kill our Parents, Brethren, 
or Children. Taxes we do for ever Annul, and wake 
void, and give you free Liberty to pafs and re-pafs with¬ 
out any inconvenience of that kind, only we defire it may 

be in the Day-time and without Arms , till our new Friend - 
fhip be a little better eftabhfled and ftrengtbened by Time 
and Cuftom. Civilis and Velleda flail be our Arbitrators 
in the Cafe , and to them we will refer the Conclufion of 

the whole Matter . The Teucteri being thus pacified 
in forne meafure, they lent Ambaftadors to Civilis and 
Valleda with Gifts, and obtained for the City all 

they defired, without being admitted to fee her : For 
fhe was inclos’d in a high Tower, and one of her 
Kindred carried her Refponfes, as. the Oracles of a 
Goddefs, it being thought convenient lo to do, to 
create a greater Reverence for her in the Hearts of the 
People;

both the Peace and the War. The Sixth and Eighth 
of the Victorious Legions, the One and Twentieth of 
the Vitettian , the Second of thofe lately enroll'd, were 
march’d, part over the Benin and Cottian Alps, and the 

reft over Graian ; and befides, the Fourteenth Legion 
was fent for out of Britain , and the Sixth and Tenth 
out of Spain. The Cities of Gaul hearing of the March 
of fo great an Army, enclin’d to Peace; and calling 
an Affembly at Rbeims , where an Bmbaffay from the 
Treveri attended, Tullius Valentinus , a fierce Beaut feu, 
in a premeditated Oration, made all the Objections 
he was capable o£ fhewing the Inconveniences all 
great Empires are liable to, and threw all the fpiteful 

Reproaches he could upon the Romans , and was willing¬ 
ly heard by reafon of his Eloquence. 

69. But Julius Afpex a Nobleman of Rbeims i fetting 

forth the Puiffance of the Roman Power, and the Ad¬ 
vantages of Peace, affirm'd that the War might be 
begun by Cowards, but muft be fought with the ha¬ 
zard of the moft Valiant, and that the Roman Legions 
were now at hand, and almoft entring upon their 
Borders, and by this means contain'd them within 
Bounds, the Antient being ftaid by Duty and Faith, 
and the Younger by the Senfe and Apprehenfion of 

impending Danger. And fo they commended Valen¬ 
tinus, but followed the Counfel of Aufpex. It is cer¬ 
tain that the Treveri and Lingones fucceeded the worfe 

in their Audience, becaufe they had fided with

Tutor encreas’d his Force which con¬ 
fided of the Treveri , a fiefh Supply of Vangiones, Ca - 

racates , and Triboci, and which was moft confider- 
able, many old Experienc’d and Legionary Soldiers 
both Horfe and Foot: They had firft kill'd a Cohort 
lent before by Sextilius Felix> and were afterward drawn 
in, fome by Hope, and others by Fear: But as foon 
as the Roman Generals and Armies drew near (re¬ 
deeming their Fault by an honeft Flight) went over 
to them, and were followed by the Triboci, Vangiones , 
and Caracates. So Tutor being left alone with his 
Treveri , durft not come near Moguntiacum but fled to 
Bingium, where after he had broken down the Bridge 
of the River Nava , he trufted to the Strength of the 
Place. But Sextilius with his Cohorts purfued him 
dole, and finding a Ford broke in upon them, and 
routed them. This Overthrow quite difeourag’d the 
Treveri , fo that the Common People who had taken 
up Arms, now caft them away, and return’d to their 
Husbandry ; and fome of the Nobility to be the firft 
that Ihould come in, fled to thofe Cities for Refuge, 
which had not broken with the Romans. The Legions 
which were drawn from Novefium and Bonne to Triers , 
retook the Oath to Vefpajian of their own accord in 
the abfencecf Valentinus , who at his Return rag’d hke 
a Mad-man, and turn’d all things topfy turvy. The 
Legions went away to Mediomatrici , a State in Friend- 
fhip with the Romans, and Valentinus and Tutor to the 
Treveri , to perfuade them to refume their Weapons, 
and take the Field. Which after they had afFecfted;

ftop to them; for they not only fuftain’d their Charge 
with the uttermoft Refolution, but drove them back 
from their Ground. Nor was it without the Affiftance 
of the Gods, that the Victory fettled upon our fide. 
After the Fight was over, they affirm’d that the fight 
of the Cohort terrified them, who being defeated at 
firft, and afterward rallying on the Tops of the Hills, 

feem’d a frelh Supply to their fight. But the Chief 
Reafon of the Lofs of the Victory was, that they left 
eff Fighting, and foolilhly fell to Quarrel about the 
Plunder, and Cerealis "as he had almoft undone all by 
Negligence, reftor’d it by Conftancy, and following' 
his Good Fortune, took the Enemies Camp, and fee 


it on Fire. 

79. The Soldiers were not fuffer’d long to remain 
quiet, for the City of Cologn lent to them for Affiftance, 
and offered to furrender the Wife and Sifter of Civil#, 
and the Daughter of Clafficus , which were left with 
them as Pledges of mutual Friendlhip, and in the mean 
time killed the Germans that lay difperfed up and down 
the City. Upon which they were afraid as they had 
reafon, and defired Affiftance, before the Enemy ha¬ 
ving gathered frelh Forces, Ihould profecute their Re¬ 
venge. For Civilis intended to come thither, having 
as yet a Competent Force, but his Chief Confidence 
lay in his Cohort that were compos’d of the Gbaud 
and Frifiiy which were Valiant Men, and not prefent 
in the Overthrow, and lay at Tolbiacum , in the Ter¬ 
ritories of Cologn , but he was advertis’d by a for- 
rowfui Meflenger that they were deftroy'd by the 
Fraud of the People of Cologn , who when the Germans 

being fill’d with Wine and good Ghear, and laiddowi* 

to 
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to fleep. had fet Fire to the Barracks, where they were 
auarterd and burnt them alive; but to prevent that 
and other Dangers which were not unlikely to happen, 
CM came himfelf to relieve them with all fpeed.

81. While Vefpafian ftaid at Alexandria to expert 

the Summer Winds and a calm Sea, many Miracles 
happen’d, by which the Favour of the Gods, and their 
Good Will to Vefpafian was evidently fignified. A 
poor Blind Man of Alexandria , known through the 
whole Town by reafon of his Infirmity ( warn’d by 
the God Serapis whom that Superfluous Nation adores 
above others ) fell down at Vefpafian’ s Feet, and beg¬ 
ged of him with Tears to heal his blindnefs, by wet¬ 
ting his Cheeks and his Eye lids round about with the 
Spittle of his Mouth. Another lame of an Hand, by 
the Command of the fame God, prayed Vefpafian to 
vouchfafe to tread upon his Foot; Vefpafian at firft 
fcorn’d and reje&ed their Suits, but when they flill 
prefled upon him, he was in a doubt what to do, fear¬ 
ing on the one hand the Disreputation of Vanity, and 
on the other, the Importunity of the Difeafed, and 
the Speeches of Flatterers gave him fome Caufe of 
Hope: at laft he defired the Phyficians to Confult whe¬ 
ther fuch Blindnefs and Lamenefs were poflible to be

bat overgrown with fome Film or Skin , which being taken 
away i the Sight would return ; and that the other Mans 
Limbs were diflocated i and might with Force conveniently 
applied be fet right again ; That perhaps it was the Flea- 
fur e of the Gods to reft ore them to Health , and to appoint 
the Frince as the means of doing it.

Pontus fome Friends which he could confide in, to 
bring his Image from thence, that it would bring Pro-

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in a Flame of Fire. Ptolemy being moved with fo great 
a Miracle, declared his Vifion to the Priefts of Egypt,

Family of the Eumolpida (whom he had brought from 
Eleufis to have the Chief Government in Matters of 
Religion) what Devotion or God that might be.

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appearance had taught them to expel their Thirft, 
and made them ceafe from their wanderings; and they 
flew a Ram as it were in affront to Hamrnon. They 
Sacrifice an Ox too, which the Egyptians adore by the 
name of Apis. They abftain from Swines Flefh in 
memory of their misfortune, becaufe they had been 
formerly polluted by the fame loathfome Difeafe to 
which that Creature’s obnoxious. And they ftill by 
their frequent Fafts confefs their former Famine. And 
the Jewfflj unlevened Bread remains to this day a proof 
of the Provision which they formerly Plunder’d, 
(e) Upon the Seventh Day they are pleas’d to be idle, 
becaufe it was that which put an end to their toil. Nay 
fo great are the Charms of Eafe with them, that the 
whole Seventh Year is become Sacred to Sloth. Some 
affirm that to be in honour of Saturn. Whether the 

ldei-> who are reported to be the Founders of their Na¬ 
tion, and to be driven out with Saturn , tranfmitted 
fuch Religious Rites to them, or whether it be that the 
Planet of Saturn , is of all the Seven bright Bodies by 
which Mortals are govern’d fupremeft in its Orb, and 
in its influence mightieft. 

5. But however thefe Rites were introduced amongft 
them, they have undoubted Antiquity for their defence. 
The reft of their bafe abominable Infticutions owe 
their Eftablifhment to their Impiety. For all their moft 
Profligate Neighbours contemning their Country, and 
Blafpheming their Gods, brought large Offerings and 
Prefents to theirs; Which advanc’d the Affairs of the 
Jews. Befide they are as Compaffionate one to ano¬ 
ther, as they are invincibly faithful; but they have an 
Enemies averlion to Strangersiwith whom they neither 
mingle at Bed norat Board. And the moft Lafcivious 
of all Generations abftain from Foreign Women. But 
amongft themfelves nothing is held unlawful. They 
are engag’d by their Law to Circumcife their Members 

on the account of diftin&ion. And all who go over to 
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their Religion are obliged to the fame pra&ice. And 
the very firft Maxims that are infus’d into them are, 
that it is their Duty to Blafpheme their Gods, to dif- 

own their Country, to contemn their Fathers, their 
Children, their Brethren. And yet they have provided 

for the increafe of their People. (e) They efteem it ;an 
Abomination to expofe their Infants; and they believe 
the Souls to be Eternal of thofe who are Executed, 

or who dye in Battle. From hence proceeds the delire 

of Propagating, and the contempt of Death. They ra¬ 
ther Bury than Burn their Bodies after the J Egyptian 
manner ; and have the fame Opinions of Hell, but ve¬ 
ry contrary thoughts of the Gods. The Egyptians pay 

Religious Worfhip to Animals, and to Images made 
by Hands. The (/) Jews acknowledge but one God, 
and that God a Spirir. They affirm thofe to be im¬ 
pious who pretend that an Image made of frail Matter, 
and of Human form, can reprefent a God. That 
he is a Supreme, and an Eternal Being, and by Con- 
fequence immutable, and incorruptible. And there¬ 
fore their Cities and their Temples are without Images. 
They refute to pay that Honour to their Kings, and to 

our Cefars who Command their Kings. But becaufe 
they make ufe of Drums and Flutes in their Ceremo¬ 
nies, becaufe their Pi iefts are crown’d with Ivy, and 
a golden Vine was found in their Temple ; fbme have 
affirm’d that they Worfhip Bacchus Conquerour of the 
Orient: But their Inftitutions are vaftly different. 
Bacchus invented Luxurious Rites, and a Jolly Re¬ 
ligion. But that of the Jews may be laid to be as 

fordid as it is abford. 

6. The Country, where it inclines to the Eaft, is

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Create their Kings; who being expell’d by theincon- 
ftancy of the Vulgar, and by force of Arms refuming 
their Sway, at the fame time that they prelum d to 
famifh their Citizens, to deftroy their Cities, to put to 
death their Brethren, their Wives, their Relations, and 
to do all that unlimited Power dares; yet took care to 
encourage the Superftition of the Place. The Realon 
is plain, they had themfelves affum’d the honour of the 
High-Priefthood, as the fureft Foundation of their 

Regal Authority. ~ 

The firft of the Romans who fubaued the jews 
was Tompey , who enter’d their Temple by right of 
Conqueft, and when he found it without Images, a 
report was immediately Ipread, that their Religion had 
Myfteries without a meaning, and their Temple Al¬ 
tars without a Divinity. He difmantled the Town; 
but he preferv’d the Temple. Afterwards when upon 
the end of the firft Civil-War the Eaftern Provinces 
fell to Antony , Pacorus King of the Partbians leizing 
upon j fudta, was kill’d in Battel by Publius Ventidius , 
and the Partbians were driven on the other lide the 
Euphrates . Cam Sofius reduc’d the Jews : whofe King¬ 
dom Mark Antony gave to Herod, which afterwards the 
Conquering Cefar augmented. After the Death of 
Herod, one Simon, without expe&ing the Commands 
of Cefar, invaded the Kingly Name and Office. He 
was Chaftis’d by guintilm Varus , who had the Go¬ 
vernment of Syria, and the Children of Herod govern d 
each his third of ths Nation* which had now ieturn d 
to its duty. Under 'Tiberius they had a long quiet. 
Afterwards they chofe rather to have recouife to Arms 
than to obey the Command of Caligula, in erecting 
his Statue in their Temple, The death of Caligula put 
an end to that Commotion. Claudius , the Kings be¬ 
ing either all dead, or their Authority retrench d con¬ 
siderably, committed the Government of Judea to Ro¬ 
man Knights, or to his own Freed*men. Amongft the 

which 

ft 
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which Antonius Felix , who had Married Drufilla the 
Grand daughter of Antony and Cleopatra , a Man cruel 
and luftful to the laft excels, did at the very time that 
he exercis’d the Regal Authority, difeover the Spirit 

and Mind of a Slave. 

i o. Yet the . 7 ews had patience till Geflius Florus was 
made Procurator of the Country, and then the War 
broke out; and Cefiius Galius , Lieutenant of Syria, 
who undertook to lupprefs it, fought frequent Battels 
and with various, but oftner with ill Succefs. Who 
afterwards dying either through grief, or the appoint¬ 
ment of Deftiny, Vefpafian who was Commiffion’d 
by Nero, feconded by his Reputation, and by his For¬ 
tune, and his gallant Troops became Mafter in two 
Campaigns of all the open Country, and of all the 
ftrong Places, Jerusalem alone excepted. The year 
following the minds of all Men were fo bent upon the 
Civil-Wars, that we had no leifure to think of the 
Jews . But as foon as ever we had Peace in Italy, we be¬ 
gan to reflect on Foreign Affairs. And the Jews the 
rather provok’d us, becaufe they were the only People 
who had prefum’d to ftand out againft us. At the fame 
time Vefpafian thought it convenient for his new Em¬ 
pire, that Titus ihould continue to Command the Ar¬ 
mies in Perfon. He therefore, as we laid before, En¬ 
camping before the Walls of Jerujalem , fhew’d the 
Jews his Army drawn up in order of Battel. 

n. The Jews drew up under their very Walls, that 
in cafe they fucceeded they might truft to the open 
Field, and in cafe they were repell’d, they might fe- 
cure their Retreat. The Light Horfa that were lent 
againft them, engag’d with doubtful Succefs. At length 
the Enemy gave ground, and the following days there 
were feveral Skirmiihes before the Gates; till by re¬ 
peated continual Ioffes they were driven within their 
Walls. The Romans laid dole Siege to them ; for they 

difdain d to come to a Blockade, and thought it not 

worth 


i 




worth their while to reduce them by Famine. Befides, 
they courted Danger, and cryed out for Aftioni; fome 
thro* Bravery or thro’ Ambition : others thro their in- 
bred Fiercenels, or the hopes of Advancement; Titus 
himfelf had before his Eyes the Magnificence and the 
Delights of Rome ; and both Soldiers and General 
thought that Jerufalem would Hand as a fcandal in 
their way to glory, unlefs they faw it tumble imme¬ 
diately. But the Natural Strength of the Place, which it 
drew from its mountainous fituation, was confiderably 
increas’d by Redoubts, and Works that would have for¬ 
tified the loweft places fufficiently. For rwo]Hills of 
a prodigious height, were encompaffed with Walls, 

which were Oblique by Art, or indented inwardly s 
that fo the fides of the Affaulters might lye open to 

the Defenders. The top of the Rock was craggy, 

and Towers where they had the advantage ofthc Moun¬ 
tain were rais’d about fixty Foot, but in the bottoms 
were advanc’d to a hundred and twenty, amazing to 
the Eye, and equal to diftant beholders. There were 
other inward Works that were thrown up around the 
Palace. There was a Tower particularly of a con- 
fpicuous, and a commanding height, which in honour 

of Antony , Herod call’d Antonia . 

12. Their Temple is built in the form or a Tower, 

and is furrounded with feparate Walls, which lurpals 
the reft both in their Strength and Beauty, The very 
Porches that furround the Temple are more than com¬ 
mon Bulwarks. Within it is a Fountain that nows pei- 

petually, and the Rock is vaulted under it. They ruve 
Ponds and Cifterns for the prelerving Rain. The 

Founders forelaw that the diverfity of their Cultoms 
would occafion frequent Wars; and therefore they 
made provifion of all things chat might be lerviceabJe 
in a lingring Siege; and Fear, and Experience upon 
B empty t Victory had inftruded them in what was ne* 
eellary for them. And having purchasd the privilecigv^ 
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of Fortifying, thro the exceflive Covetoufnefs of the 
Court of Claudius , in Peace they carried on their 

Works for War. Their numbers were augmented by 
the glut of thole who flock’d thither from the deftruai- 
on of the other Cities; whofe mod obftinate Inhabit 
rants fled for Refuge to Jerufaem which occaliond 
frequent Seditions there. They had three Leaders, and 
as many Armies. Simon commanded the outward 
Walls, and? obn, whom they calld Barzotae, the mid 
City, and Eleazar had fortified the Temple/ Stmon and 
John had by much the ftronger, and the more nu* 
merous party ; but Eleazar had the advantage in P01L 
Their Diffenfion and Treachery interven’d among!* 
them, and cafual Conflagrations, which oonlum d the 
greater part of their Provilions. Then John treachs- 
roufly cutting off Eleazar and his Men, upon a pre* 
tence of Sacrifizingi furprizd the Temple. Thus the 
Fa&ions were reduc’d to two, till upon the R°mm* 
approach, a Foreign War put an end to Civil Di¬ 
cord. 


13 At the fame time were fundry Prodigies, which 
that Superfluous People, a profeft Enemy to the Rites 
of all other Religions, held it unlawful to expiate ei¬ 
ther by Prayer or Sacrifice. Armies were feen joyning 
Battel in the Heavens, and Arms were beheld to gut¬ 
ter, and the Temple appear’d to be all on Fire by the 
fl a Hies of the Lightning. The Gates were all on a 
fudden thrown open, and, behold the Gods depart from 
you , pronounc’d in more than human Accents. At 
the lame time a wondrous found was heard, as lr they 
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half interpret fo glorious a Deftiny : Nor had Ad- 
verfity the force to convince them. The number of 
the befieg’d of each Sex, of all Ages, is (aid to have 
been fix hundred thoufand. All appear’d in Arms 
who were able to bear them, and feveral had the Cou¬ 
rage to do it, who had not the Power. Men and Wo¬ 
men were equally obftinate, and in cafe they were 
compell’d to jnift their dwelling, they feem’d greedy of 
Death, and apprehenfive of Life. Cefar , fince he 
found it impoflable to carry the place by Storm, made 
his approaches flowly and regularly, every Legion had 
its different Office; and there was a fufpenfion of A- 
«ftion, till they form’d their Engines, and made pro- 
vifion of all forts of Machines which are found ufe- 
ful in Sieges, whether they are of Ancient or modern 

invention. 

14. But Civilis making up his Recruits as he march’d 

thro Germany after his defeat at Triers, at laft fat down 
at the old Camp, that he might be fecure in the ftrength 
of the Place, and that his Barbarians might be ani¬ 
mated by the remembrance of their former Succefs. 
Certain follow’d him, having Reinforc’d his Troops by 
the arrival of the Second, the Fourteenth and the Six¬ 
teenth Legions. The Cohorts, and the Wings, that 
had now for feme time receiv’d Commands to come up 
to him, as (oon as they heard of his Vi&ory, march d 
with all Expedition. Neither of the Generals,could 
be call’d a trifler. But the depth of the Fields, which 
were naturally moift,was an obftacle to their Engaging. 
Civilis had thrown up a flaming Work upon the Rhine , 
which obftru&ing the Courfe of the River might turn 
it back upon us. Such was the Nature of the Place, 
where the Fords were uncertain, and very deceitful, 
and very prejudicial to us. For the Romans were hea¬ 
vily arm’d, and afraid of the Water, The Germans 
who had been ufed to Swimming, were kept above 
the Water by the lightnefs of their Armour, and by 
the advantage of their Statures, ] 5 * And 
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15. And now the Enemy bidding defiance to us, all 
among ours who were apteft to take fire, immediate¬ 
ly began to Engage : But as foon as they faw that 
Horfe, and Men, and Arms were fwallow’d by the 
depth of the Marfhes, they quietly cool’d upon if. 

The Germans leaping fprung thro the Fords, with which 
they were well acquainted, and palling by our Front, 
attack’d us in Flank and Rear. Nor was it a clofe or 
a certain Fight; but they afiaulted one another by 
Shocks as they cafually met in the Water, as if it had 
been a Sea-Engagement. And if they met with any 
thing that was folid enough to fuftain them, fupport- 
ing themfelves upon it with all their might, the wound¬ 
ed with the unwounded, and they who could Swim 


with thofe who could not, entangled one another to 
their mutual deftru&ion. Nor yet was the Slaughter 
near (b great as the diforder. For the Germans not 
daring to march out of the Marfh, made their Retreat 
to their Gamp. The event of that Combat excited 
the Generals to haften on a decifive Battel, but upon 
different motives. Civilis had a mind to pufh on his 
Fortune. And Cerialis to wipe off the affront which 

he had juft received. The Germans deriv’d their info- 
lence from their Succefs, and Shame was a Spur to the 
Romans . The Night was paft on the Barbarians fide 
either in Shouts or Singing, and on Our part in Threat- 
nings and Indignation. 

16« The next day Cerialis drew up the Horfe, and 
the Auxiliarsin a Line of Battel. The Legions were 
placed in a fecond Line,and the General retain’d a Body 
of Referve to provide for Contingencies. Civilis was 

deeper in his Files than he was extended in his Ranks. 

The Dutch and the Cugernians were on the Right, 
The Inhabitants of the other fide of the Rhine were 
on the Left, and next to the River. The Exhortati¬ 
on of the Generals was not an univerfal Harangue, but 
an occafional Admonition as they rid thro the Troops. 

Certain 
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Cerialis remember’d them of the ancient Glory of the 
Roman name, of their old and their modem Triumphs, 
exciting them to extirpate to all Eternity, a perfidious, 
a vile, and a vanquifh’d Foe. That lately (mall num¬ 
bers of them had engaged with multitudes, and yet 
that then the very Germans were routed, in whom the 
Flower of their Strength confifted. That they who 
remain’d had to this day the memory of their infa¬ 
mous flight in their Souls, and the marks of difhoneft 
Wounds on their Backs. Then he us’d incitements 
that were proper to the feveral Legions, Saluting thole 
of the Fourteenth by the Title of Subduers of Britain , 
telling thole of the Sixth that Galba ow’d his Empire 
to their Authority; and admonifhing the Second which 
was newly rais’d, that this was the Battel in which they 
were to Confecrate their Arms and Enfigns to Glory. 
And then fpurring on to the German Army, and ftretch- 
ing out his Arms he cryed to them that they Ihould re¬ 
cover this their own Shore, and their own Camp, at 
the expence of the blood of their Enemies, He was 
anfwered with Shouts prefagingof Vi&ory, by all who 
either were greedy of Battel after their long Repoie, 
or defirous of Peace after their long Fatigues. And 
every one had hopes of recompenle, and reft for the 

future. 

17. Nor did Civil is draw up his Forces lilently, put¬ 
ting them in mind of the Field of Battel, as a Tefti- 
mony of their Bravery. That the Dutch and Germans 
flood now upon the lootfteps, and the Foundation of 
their Glory, trampling upon the Allies and Bones of 
defeated Legions. That which way foever the Roman 
turn’d his Eyes; he had Slavery and Slaughter before 
him, and a very dreadful profpetf. He advis’d them not 
to be terrified in the leaft by the unfuccelsful Event of 
the Battel of Triers . That there the Germans were ob- 
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der. But that fince all things had fain out favourably 
for them, and unfortunately for their Enemy: That 
for his part he had been wanting in nothing which re¬ 
quir’d the addrefs of a General. That they were to 
fight upon a wafhy Ground which they knew, and up. 
on Marfhes fatal to the Enemy. That they had the 
Rhine , and the German Gods before them, under whole 

prote&ion they fhould begin the Attacks, in defence of 
their Wives, their Children, their Parents, and of 
their deareft Country. That that was the day which 
was to render them more glorious even than their brave 
Anceflors, or to tranfmit their infamy to their lateft 
Pofterity: As foon as the Troops had return’d their 

approbation, by the clattering of Feet, and the clafh- 
ing of Arms, Darts and Slings began a diftant Fight, 
the Romans not entring into the Marfh, tho the Ger¬ 
mans defied them. 

18. Having fpent the Weapons which they had to 
throw, and the Fight now growing warm, the Enemy 
came on with fury; vaft in their proportions, and from 
afar with their long Spears goring our falling and 
floating Soldiers; at the fame time a Band of the 
Brutteri came Swimming from the Work that was rais’d 
in the Rhine. Here we began to be diforder’d, and the 
Cohorts of our Confederates already gave ground; 
when the Legions renew’d the Fight, and reprefling 
the Enemies infolence, made the Battel equal. At this 
Conjun&ure a Dutch Deferter came over to Cerialis , 
and promis’d to bring him upon the Enemies Rear, if 
he would fend about his Horfe to the fartheft part of 
the Marfh. That there he would find folid ground, 
and that the Cugerni, who were Commanded to : 
Guard the Fades, would be certainly furpriz’d in the 
negleft of their Duty. Two Wings of Horfe were 
lent with the Deferter, and the unwary Enemy was 
encompafs’d on all fides. As foon as we were ad¬ 
vertiz’d of it by the outcry, the Legions preft upon 

the 
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the Van ; and the routed Germans took their flight to 

the Roman Wing hid follow'd them with Expedition, 
Tint even the Horle abandon d the purfuit, being re- 
drain’d by the fudden Showrs, and by the approaching 

n ',g' xhe next day the Fourteenth Legion was lent 
to Galius Annins into the Upper Germany. And the 
Tenth which came from Spain fupplyed the Army or 
Certain. The Cbauci fent fupplies to Civil*, who ne- 
verthelefs had not refolution enough to defend the 
tavians Town. But carrying away all that could be 
removed, and letting Fire to the reft, he went over 
into Iflands; being very ienfible that Veffels were 
wanting with which we might build a Bridge, and that 
the Homan Army could not be transported without 
them. Befides they demolifh’d the Work that had been 
rais’d by Drufus Germankus. And he lent the Rhine 
down pouring to Gaul , according to its natural Chan¬ 
nel, by throwing down all that obftru&ed its Original 
Courfe. So that the Irnalnefs of the Channel which 
upon this diverfion of the River remain d between t e 
liland and Germany , gave them the appearance ol one 
Continent. Tutor and Claftcus palsd the Rhine too, 

and a hundred and thirteen Senators of Trier*: amonglt 

whom was Alftnus Montanas, who was fent into t ranee 
by Primus Antonias, as we related above. He was ac¬ 
companied by his Brother Deem Alftnus. At the lame 
time the reft, partly by their Prelents and partly by 

exciting companion, were Inftrumental in the railing 

Supplies among Nations greedy of Dangers, 

10. And fo far was the War from being at an end, 

that Civ,Its prelum’d to attack the Forces in their Quar¬ 
ters,- tho they were conveniently diftnbuted in four Di- 
vilions, and at moderate diftance. The Tenth Legi¬ 
on was at Arenac:, m.

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Tutor and Clajficus. Nor was the Roman Nary prefent 
at that Action tho thev had receiv’d Commands in or¬ 
der to it. Their apprehenfion of danger partly ob- 
ftru&ed it, and the Mariners were partly difpers’d in 
the difcharging of other Military Duties. Indeed Ce- 
rialii had allow’d them but a very little time to obey his 
Commands, being a Man always fpeedy in his Coun- 
fels, but happy and illuftrious in his Executions. For¬ 
tune was prefent to him even where Prudence was 
wanting, which occafion’d a negle# of Difcipline 
both in him and his Officers. A few days afterwards 
he narrowly efcap’d the danger of Slavery tho he could 
not avoid the infamy of it. 

Having taken a turn to vifit the Retrenchments 
which were thrown up at Nuri and Bovne , for the Win¬ 
ter Quakers of the Legions, he and his Company 
came back down the Srreamin feveral Veffels; his Bo¬ 
dy in the mean time being difpers’d, and no ftri<ft 
Watch being kept. The Germans receiv’d advice of it, 
and detach’d a Party with adefign to furprife them. A 
very black night was chofen for the Execution » and 
being carried a main with the Stream they enter’d the 
Trenches without meeting any obftrudtion. The 
beginning of the A< 5 Hon was aided by Stratagem: for 
cutting the Coids of the Tents, they murder’d the 
Soldiers as they lay overwhelm’d with them. Another 
Body at the fame time put our Navy into diforder, 
faftning Graplmg Irons, and hawling our Veffels. And 
as /ilencs at fir ft was requifite for the furprizing us, 
lb as icon as ever the Slaughter was begun, they let up 
loud cries at every turn, that they might terrifie us 
the more The Romans alarm’d by their Wounds cry 
out for their Arms, and riifh thro the Paffages, forne 
in Armour, others with Cloaks wrapt about them, and 
their drawn Swords in their hands. The General half- 
naked, and not got half awake, ow’d his prefervation 

to the Enemies mifiake. For they carried off the

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Pretorian VelTel which was diftinguilh’d by its Flag, 
fiippofine the General had been there. CW« had 
pafs’d the night in another place, and in the Opinion 
of moft, in Claudia Sacrata s Arms. The Soldiers who 
were upon the Watch excus’d their Guile by their ^Ge¬ 


nerals Infamy

14. Civilis imputed it fince to his merit, that where¬ 
as the Legions might have been then oppreffed, 
and the Germans had refolved upon it *. they were di¬ 
verted by his Addrefs, which his funendring himfelf 
a few days afterwards made more probable. For Ceri- 
alts carried on an underhand Treaty, both with the 
Dutch and him, offering Pardon to the one, and Peace 
to the other; and at the fame time admoniihing Veiled a 
and her Friends, that fince from the very beginning 
of the War, Fortune had declar’d it felf ftill againf? 
them, by the frequent deftrudtions of theirs: they fhould 
change it bv doing fomething (uddenly for themielves, 

that might fhow them deferving of the Favour of the 
Roman People. He advis’d them toconfider, that we 

had deftroyed the Treviri , that the Uhii had Surrender’d, 
and that the Dutch had loft their Country. That all 
they had got by Civil/s his Friendfhip, was Grief and 
Wounds,and Defolation ; that he was a bamfhed Wretch 
from his Country, and that he brought ruin to all who 
received him. That if they made any more attempts, 
the Guilt and Injuftice would be on their Side, and 

Revenge and the Gods on ours. Promifes were 
mingled with Threats. 

25. And thus having fhaken the Fidelity of the Na¬ 
tions who inhabited beyond the Rhine , fuch di(collides 
as thefe arofe among the Dutch. That they would 
perfift no longer to their ruin, nor was any one Nati- 
eion fufficient to repel the Worlds Captivity. What 
had they effected by the Slaughter of fo many Legi¬ 
ons, unlefs it were the bringing in more and mightier? 
If War was declared for Vefpafiatjs Service, that Vefpa- 

fiats 
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fiem was now become the Mafter of the World, but if 
they took Arms againft the Roman People, how incon- 
fiderable a Portion of Mankind were the Dutch ? That 
they fhould reflect upon the Rheti and Norici , and the 
grievances of the other Affbciates. That for them¬ 
ielves, no Tribute was exacted of them, but only 
Men and Courage. That that was a Privilege which 
was next to Libert)'. And that fince they muft ferve, 
they might confult their glory, whether Roman Princes 
were to be preferred to German Women. Thus (aid the 

Vulgar: the Nobles thus. That they had been driven up¬ 
on this War by the Tempeftuous rage of Ctvihs , who 

defign’d to oppofe the deftru&ion of a Nation to his 
Domeftick Calamities: that then the Gods were grie- 
voufiy offended with them, when they firft befieged 
the Legions, murder’d the Generals, and begun a War 
that was neceffary for one, and fatal to all the reft. 
That now they were reduc’d to extremity and muft 

inceffantly penfh unlefs they repent immediately, and 
demonftrate their Penitence by the puniffunent of the 
Offender. 

26. Then* Inclinations were not hid from Civile, 


who refolved to prevent them; tir’d out with Adver- 
fity, and allur’d by the hope of life, which is fufficent 
to tame the migheieft Spirits. He defires an Enterview, 
in order to which they cut down part of the B idge of 
the River Navaha ; upon whole broken ends the Ge¬ 
nerals (landing, Civilis thus began. ‘ r If I were now 

‘ c to make my Apology before one of Vitillius his 
Captains 1 could neither expect that my Actions 
tc fhould be pardoned, nor my Words believed. E- 
ff very thing that we did ferv’d to fhow an enmity 
{t which was begun by him, and carried on by me. 
ff But I have always expreft a peculiar refpedfc for Ve- 
fC /pafian , and when he was a Subject I was call’d hi» 
tc Friend : to which Vnmtts Antonins was no Stranger, 

cc when firft he rowz’d me to Arms bv his Letter, left 
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u the Germ Am Legions, and Gallick Troops fhould crofs 
"Alps for the defence of Vitellius. Hordeomus Flac- 
cus , who redded amongft us, gave the fame advice in 
Per (on which Antomus gave by Letter. So that I 
took up Arms in Germany upon the very lame mo¬ 
tive that Madams did in Syria , Afonins in Mejia 3 and 

Flavianus in Hungary.

It is he alone that hath given light to thofe Ages 
whereof the Heathens had only fome loofe Traditions co¬ 
vered with much obfour tty , and intangled with Fa- 
hies: It is he that bath delivered the Hifiory of the Be¬ 
ginning of Things and Nations ; of their Deflrutiion by the 
Deluge , and of the Repeopling of the World > whereof the 
Gentile Vhilofophers , and Hiftorians were alntofl wholly ig¬ 
norant , and about which they made very wild Gueffes , 
fo that although I have a great value for the Hiflories 
written by the Greeks and Romans, yet I think the 
World would have fujfered more by the lojs of the ten 
flip Chapters of Genens, than by all their Volumes. And 
having faid this in general of the Authority of Mofes, 
and the little regard that is to be had to Tacitus, and 
thofe other Authors from whom be takes thefe miftakes, ( for 
in exetife of him it muft be faid that they are not Origi¬ 
nally his ) concerning the Ancient Hifiory of the Jews, it 
will be needlefs to confute each particular mi flake, and 
therefore I frail content my ftelf to take notice of one or 

two of them .

Rig.) relates in the fame 
Hifiory that Pompey when he took Jerufalem , and 
went to the Temple to view the fecret Rites, or Arca¬ 
na of the ffewifr Religion, found not one Image 
there. And if they had Worfliipped any Image, it 
would, if any where, have been found in the Holy 
of Holies, becaufe it was in no danger there of be¬ 
ing expofed to Strangers as a ridiculous Worfhip, it 
being lawful only for the High Pncfl to enter it, and 
a Veil intercepted the fight of all ethers* To which 
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may be added what Tacitus faith within a Page, That 
they had no Images m their Ones nor Temples. 
(Jofephus again(i Appion 1.2.) So that Tacitus (hould 
have retnenfbred himfelf at lead, if he had not the Truth. 
Jofephus makes much the fame anfwer to Appion, who 
had urged the Jam •’ Calumny. Were that true, faith 
he, which he Reports, yet an Egyptian ought not to 
have objected it to us, feeing that an 4 pe is as va¬ 
luable as a Goat, and other Brute Beafts, which they 
Honour as Gods. Can he be fo blind as not to perceive 
that never any Fable was more evidently abfurd than 
this. There is none but could inform him that we 
have conftantly ufed the fame Laws without any al¬ 
teration ; andalthough Jerujalem hach had he Calami¬ 
ties as well as ocher Cities, and hath o.en taken by 

Antiochtts, Fompey, Crajfus, and at iall bv Tusrs, and our 

Temple been in the PofTeflion of all ot them; yet 
what did they ever find there but great Piety and De¬ 
votion ?

(f) Amidfi our Authors unjufl Reflexions on the 
Jewifh Nation, he lets fall fome things , which fet their 
Character much above the Heathens, of which I'll mention 
but two , one is the Great and Noble Ida:a they had of 
God , and their avtrfion to Polytheijm and Idolatry , which 
had debauched all Mankind befides, and was the highefl 
diflsonour to God, and the greatefi reproach to Human 

Nature. They held, faith he, That God is a Supreme 
and Eternal Spirit, unchangeable and incorruptible, 
and that it is a great impiety to reprefent him by any 
thing that is a material or in a Human Form. There¬ 
fore there were no Images in their Cities, nor even in 
their Temple. Agreeably to which Dio Cafiius, l.g 7. fays, 
That they had no Images at Jerufalem , but believing 
God to be Ineffable and Invifible, they Worfhip him 
with greater Devotion than other Men. The other is 
that they did not kill their Children as ether Nations did: 
This is fucb unnatural Cruelty that one could hardly think 
Humane Nature capable of it, and yet there is nothing 
more certain than that it was a common Frattice, not only 
amongft thofe Nations which were called Barbarous, but a- 

mongfl the Giecians and Romans them/elves (till Cbrifii- 

anity taught them better) to expofe as many of their tender 
Off-Jprmg, as they were not willing to Educate, to dye of 
Hunger, or by the Teeth of Wild Beafls. Rut of this un¬ 
natural Cruelty our Author acquits the Jewilh Nation.

In decla¬ 
ring of this great and important Action between Vitei- 
lius and Otho, I find Tacitus^ at leaft in my conceit* 
much inferiour to himfelf otherwhere; omitting ma¬ 
ny neceffary circumftances, confounding things to-» 
gether, affirming contrarieties in appearance, and ge¬ 
nerally leaving his Reader not fo fully fatisfied, as 
in a- Hiftory is to be looked for. As firft in the 
circumftances of Otbo the principal perfon, whofe 
paces and footfteps would have been numbred, Ta¬ 
citus, p. 59. bnngeth him out of the City, accom¬ 
panied in a manner with all the Senate toward the 
latter end of March , and as we found by Collecti¬ 
on out of fi other Writers, upon the feven and g Suetonius 
twentieth day.

The Cohorts of the Batavians and Cant - 
nefates.] Thefe are the otto cohortes Batavorum qunr- 
txdccimx legionis auxilia, fo oft mentioned in the firft 
and fecond of the Hiftory, and now remaining at 
Magontiacum ,, whither Chilis ferit fecret meflengers 
to foli cite them to the party, as it appeareth in this 
is©. 3 £ook, and albeit in none of the places before re- 
f membred there is any mention of Caninefates , yet 

by this place it is to be intended, that thofe eight 
Cohorts confifted of both people, only the Batavi¬ 
ans carried the name, as being the greater and more 
known people, and to fay - truth Caninefates were 
but a kind of Batavians, dwelling in the Batavian 
Ifland, ufing the fame fpeech, and defcended of the 
fame race, as Tacitus faith a little before : and there- 
h t*i- fore, as I think, in his Book de D moribus Germans 

rum , he nameth only the Batavi, either becaufe the 

other were intended alfo by that name, or becaufe
